The  Commissioners  of  PubUc  Charities  and  Correction, 
in  accordance  with  the  Act  passed  April  17th,  1860, 
respectfollj  submit  their 

ANNUAL  BEPOBT. 

In  their  last  Annual  Beport  the  Commissioners  ex- 
pressed the  belief,  that  the  expenses  of  the  Institutions 
committed  to  their  care  would  in  the  ensuing  year  be 
diminished  by  the  checks  which  had  been  established  on 
disbursements,  by  more  rigorous  economy  and  by  the  daily, 
instead  of  occasional  visits  of  the  Commissioners  to  the 

Islands.  Their  expectations  have  been  fulfilled.  In  the  face 
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of  advancing  prices  for  all  descriptions  of  food  and  clotting, 
of  building  materials  and  fuel,  the  expenses  per  capita 
have  been   reduced,  while  the  comfort  of  the  sick  and 
helpless  has  been  materially  increased.      Never  before 
have  they  been  as  well  fed  or  clothed,  nor  ever  before,  it 
may  be  added,  have  those  committed  to  the  Correctional 
Institutions  performed  so   much  labor.     The  Medical  or- 
ganization of  the  Hospitals  has  been  enlarged  and  per- 
fected ;  specialties  have  been  established  and  Physicians 
distinguished  for  their  knowledge  of  the  diseases  thus 
classified,  have  been  assigned  for  their  treatment.      An 
Epileptic  Hospital  and  a  Hospital  for  Paralytics,  have 
been  erected.     An  Infant  Department  has  been  created, 
where  the  foundling  infants  hitherto  distributed  among 
the  wards  of  the  Almshouse,  and  consigned  to  the  mercies 
of  reluctant  attendants,  have  been   gathered  under  the 
care  of  a  matron   and  kind  and   attentive  nurses.       A 
Department  for  the  treatment  of  the   sick  resident   at 
their  own  habitations,   and   a  Hospital   for  incurables, 
have  been  established.     The  prisoners  at  the  Penitentiary 
have  been  divided  into  classes,  according  to  the  gravity  of 
their  offences,  so  that  the  young  in  crime,  are  separated 
from  the  more  hardened  and  depraved.     The  system  of 
occasional  and  inexperienced  visitors  to  the  poor  has  been 
abolished,  and  in  their  stead,  permanent  visitors  of  ma- 
ture age  have  been  appointed.    The  city  has  been  divided 
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into  districts,  and  a  visitor  assigned  to  each,  who  is  re- 
quired to  have  a  general  knowledge  of  the  poor  in  his 
district.  A  Morgue,  similar  to  that  in  Paris,  for  the  re- 
ceptioi)  of  the  unknown  dead  has  been  erected,  and  the 
benefits  already  derived  from  it,  show  how  great  was  the 
necessity  of  its  estabUshment.  A  School  for  the  education 
of  Idiots  has  been  opened,  in  charge  of  a  competent 
teacher,  and  the  progress  which  the  scholars  have  made 
has  demonstrated,  that  there  is  no  condition  of  human 
wretchedness,  which  may  not  be  alleviated  by  a  wise 
philanthropy.  A  long  and  acrimonious  controversy  with  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration  has  been  amicably  settled 
by  arbitration,  and  kindly  relations  interrupted  for  many 
years,  have  been  re-established  between  the  two 
Commissions.

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BELLEVUE   HOSPITAL. 

This  Hospital  situated  on  Twenty-sixth  street,  New 
York,  is  for  the  treatment  of  General  Surgery  and  Medi- 
cine. It  contains  1,000  beds,  and  is  open  at  all  hours  of 
the  day  and  night  for  the  reception  of  Patients.  During 
the  past  year  there  have  been  7,725  patients  treated,  of 
whom  6,112  were  discharged  and  cured,  823  died,  and 
there  are  790  now  under  treatment.  No  charge  is  made 
except  for  Patients  abundantly  able  to  pay,  and  the 
maximum  charge  for  them  is  50  cents  per  day. 

The  Medical  organization  of  the  Hospital  consists  of 
twenty  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  eminent  for  their  pro- 
fessional abiUty  and  experience.    They  meet  on  the  1st 
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of  every  month,  to  confer  on  the  Medical  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  and  to  assign  to  its  seyeral  divisions  the  visitors 
for  the  ensuing  month.  Subordinate  to  these  gentlemen 
there  are  six  house  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  who  are 
always  on  duty,  and  with  them  are  associated  four  senior 
and  four  junior  assistants.  During  the  past  year,  the 
Hospital  under  its  diligent  and  competent  Warden,  Mr. 
Brennan,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  painted, 
many  unnecessary  employees  have  been  dismissed,  and 
more  vigorous  disciphne  has  been  estabUshed. 

MORGUE. 

Connected  with  the  Hospital  is  the  Morgue,  or  recepta- 
cle for  the  unknown  dead.  A  building  on  the  Hospital 
grounds  near  the  East  river  has  been  fitted  up,  similar  to 
the  Morgue  in  Paris,  where  persons  found  dead  in  the 
streets  or  river,  are  laid  for  the  examination  by  such  as 
have  lost  relatives  or  friends.  The  necessity  of  such 
provision  has  long  existed.  Every  year  persons  are 
suddenly  missed  and  no  information  respecting  them  is 
obtained.  Their  friends  make  long  and  fruitless  search 
for  them,  and  the  uncertainty  of  their  fate  adds  to  their 
sorrow.  Hitherto,  when  a  corpse  was  found  in  the  streets 
or  in  the  rivers,  the  Coroner  summoned  a  Jury,  and  when 
the  cause  of  death  was  ascertained,  the  body  was  imme- 
diately buried,  thus  destroying  in  a  great  degree  all  clue

by  which  the  friends  of  the  deceased  could  learn  his  fate. 
By  the  regulations  of  the  Morgue,  bodies  are  on  public 
exhibition  day  and  night  for  72  hours,  or  as  long  a^  their 
condition  will  permit  expo8i;ire,  a  minute  and  accurate 
description  of  the  person  and  the  cause  of  death  are  re- 
corded, and  the  clothes  of  the  deceased,  *are  exhibited  for 
twenty  days.  The  rules  governing  the  Morgue,  which  are 
herewith  submitted,  are  the  same  substantially  as  those  of 
the  Paris  Morgue.  For  the  plans  of  that  building  and 
for  many  important  suggestions  the  Commissioners  are 
indebted  to  John  Bigelow,  Esq.,  the  late  U.  S.  Minister  to 
France. 

Since  the  Morgue  was  opened  on  21  st  June,  there  have 

been  received 72  bodies.

HOSPITAL  FOR  OUT  DOOR  POOR. 

This  Institution  designed  for  the  treatment  of  such  as 
do  not  require  the  continuous  attention  of  the  Hospital 
and  are  hot  prevented  by  their  aUments  from  following 
their  ordinary  occupations,  was  opened  on  the  15th  of 
October  last.  From  that  date  to  the  1st  January,  there 
were  treated  437  patients,  and  1,378  prescriptions  were 
dispensed. 

The  Medical  organization  of  this  Institution,  consists  of 
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twenty  consulting  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  twenty 
attending  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The  cases  treated 
are  classified  as  follows :

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And  to  each  class  of  disease,  two  Physicians  or  Surgeons 
are  assigned,  who  have  made  the  disease  their  special 
study.  They  attend  on  certain  designated  days  in  each 
week,  and  prescribe  for  the  patients  who  may  present 
themselyes.  The  medicines  prescribed  are  prepared  by 
the  Apothecary  of  the  Institution  and  are  furnished  gra- 
tuitously. Such  patients  as  require  continuous  attention 
are  transferred  to  the  Hospitals  of  the  Department. 

CHARITY    HOSPITAL. 

Until  within  the  past  year  Charity  (late  Island)  Hos- 
pital was  imder  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Board  of 
Bellevue  Hospital.  In  March  last,  the  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed a  separate  Board  consisting  of  two  consulting* 
and  twenty-two  visiting  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 
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The  charge  of  the  Medical  Board  of  Charity  Hospitsd, 
extends  to  the  Small  Pox  and  Fever  Hospitals,  and  Hos- 
pital of  Incurables,  the  Almshouses, '  the  Infant  Depart- 
ment, the  Penitentiary  and  Workhouse.  The  duties  of 
the  visiting  Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  classified  as 
follows :

The  General  Surgical,  General  Medical  and  Venereal 
Departments,  each  constitutes  two  divisions,  and  to  each 
of  which,  and  to  the  several  specialties  and  Institutions 
above  mentioned,  two  visiting  Physicians  or  Surgeons  are. 
assigned.  The  respective  specialties  and  divisions  are 
uifder  the  constant  attention  of  a  resident  assistant.  The 
Hospital  of  Incurables  has  been  established  since  the  1st 
instant.

The  saperiority  of  th^  present  Medical  orgftnkation  of 
Hospitals,  over  the  old  system  of  paid  resident  Physicians, 
has  been  fairly  demonstrated  by  several  years  experience, 
but  more  especially  since  the  organization  has  been  per- 
fected  by  the  establishment  of  specialties  of  disease. 
Aside  from  the  pecuniarj'  economy  of  the  present  system, 
which  secures  the  gratuitous  services  of  the  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  the  field  of  practice  is  so  large  and  varied, 
as  to  attract  the  most  eminent  of  the  profession. 

It  was  further  illustrated  by  the  prompt  and  wise 
measures,  adopted  for  the  suppresssion  of  the  cholera 
during  the  past  summer.  That  disease  suddenly  appeared 
with  great  maUgnancy  in  the  crowded  populations  of  the 
Almshouses  and  Workhouse,  and  though  very  fatal  among 
the  vitiated  and  depraved  inmates  of  those  Institutions, 
its  career  was  speedily  terminated  by  the  skill  and  de- 
votion of  the  officers  of  the  Medical  Board  of  Charity 
Hospital.  And  in  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  advert 
to  the  invaluable  services  of  Dr.  Frank  H.  Hamilton,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Medical  Inspection  of  that 
Board.  When  the  cholera  broke  out,  isolated  Hospitals 
were  at  his  instance  and  under  his  directions  established, 
a  code  of  sanitary  regulations  formed  by  him  was 
adopted,  and  radical  changes  in  diet,  and  in  the  forms 

and  hours  of  labor  at  his  suggestion  were  made.     To 
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his  resolute  and  intelligent  action  may  be  attributed 
the  arrest  of  the  disease,  and  so  confident  was  he  of  the 
efficacy  of  his  proposed  treatment,  that  he  foretold  the 
number  of  days  in  which  the  disease  would  disappear. 
The  last  case  occurred  within  24  hours  of  the  period  he 
had  designated. 

The  Report  of  the  Medical  Board  of  Charity  Hospital, 
is  herewith  submitted.  Among  the  documents  appended 
to  it,  and  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  re- 
spectfully invited,  is  an  able  and  exhaustive  Report  of 
Dr.  Le  Roy  Milton  Tale,  addressed  to  Dr.  Hamilton, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Inspection,  which  narrates 
the  chnical  history  of  the  cholera  on  Blackwell's  Island, 
its  origin  and  progress,  the  hygienic  measures  adopted 
for  its  suppression  and  modes  of  cure.  The  Report  of 
Dr.  Tale,  will  be  regarded  as  a  valuable  contribution  to 
Medical  science  and  the  industry  and  abiUty  which  it  dis- 
plays, auger  for  h\m  a  career  of  distinguished  usefulness. 

SMALL  POX  HOSPITAL. 

This  Hospital  is  situated  at  the  extreme  westerly  end  of 
Blackwell's  Island,  apart  from  other  buildings,  and  all 
access  to  it  by  visitors  is  forbidden.  It  is  a  substantial 
stone  structure,  well  ventilated,  and  divided  into  rooms  of 
moderate  size,  in  order  that  patients  may  be  more  com- 
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fortable  than  in  extended  wards,  and  that  the  infectious 
poison  of  the  disease  may  be  more  thoroughly  dispersed.

FEVER   HOSPITAL. 

The  Fever  Hospital  is  also  isolated,  and  is  devoted  to 
the  treatment  of  Typhus  or  Ship  Fever.  The  vigorous 
action  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  breaking  up  the  nurseries 
of  infectious  diseases  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the 
exemption  of  emigrant  ships  from  Ship  Fever,  has  re- 
duced the  number  of  patients  below  the  average  of  former 
years.

INFANT   HOSPITAL. 

The  mortality  always  large  among  children  was  at 
BlackweU's  Island  greatly  in  excess  of  the  average  death 
rate. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  over  80  per  cent.  The  at- 
tention of  the  present  Board  of  Commissioners  was  early 
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been  made  in  the  interior  arrangements  of  the  two  more 
important  buildings  during  the  past  year,  but  their  crowd- 
ed condition  is  a  serious  obstacle  to  the  improvement  of 
the  patients,  and  to  their  general  comfort.  It  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  Board  to  erect  another  building  for  their 
accommodation,  and  for  their  more  perfect  classification 
than  is  now  practicable.  Reference  is  respectfully  made 
to  the  annexed  report  of  Dr.  Parson's,  the  Resident  Phy- 
sician, for  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
Asylum,  and  the  contemplated  improvements  in  the  re- 
gimen of  the  patients. 

HOSPITAL   FOR   EPILEPTICS. 

A  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  Epileptics  exclusively 
has  been  established.  Hitherto  this  unfortunate  class  of 
patients  has  received  but  little  medical  attention.  They 
have  been  abandoned  as  incurable,  and  have  been  per- 
mitted to  go  through  the  several  stages  of  their  disease, 
till  it  has  ended  in  idiocy,  madness  or  death.  The  estab- 
lishment of  this  Hospital  marks  a  new  era  in  the  medical 
annals  of  this  country,  and  indeed  in  the  world  ;  for  with 
the  exception  of  a  small  Hospital  of  Uke  character,  re- 
cently estabhshed  in  London,  the  Institution  of  the  Com- 
missioners is  the  only  one  in  existence. 

HOSPITAL   FOR   PARALYTICS. 
The  Board  has  also  established  a  Hospital  ior  Paraly- 
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tics.  As  with  the  Epileptics,  those  afflicted  with  the  vari- 
ous forms  of  Paralysis,  have  been  regarded  as  the  victims 
of  incurable  disease,  and  have  received  no  other  medical 
attention  than  to  provide  for  their  general  health.  AU 
efforts  to  remove  their  specific  disease  have  been  re- 
garded as  hopeless. 

The  Hospitals  for  Epileptics  and  Paralytics  are  in 
charge  of  Dr.  J.  Gonzales  Echieverra  and  two  Assistant 
Physicians.  Dr.  Echieverra's  report  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

CITY  PRISONS. 
There  are  four  Prisons  in  charge  of  the  Commissioners. 

First  District  Prison  or  Tombs. 
Second  "  "        or  Essex  Market  Prison. 

Third     "  **        or  Jefferson  Market  Prison. 

Fourth  "  "        or  57th  Street  Prison. 

The  2d,  3d  and  4th  District  Prisons  are  for  the  tempo- 
rary detention  of  persons  charged  with  offences,  and  who 
are  daily  transferred  to  the  Tombs  to  await  trial.  The 
number  lodged  in  the  2d  and  4th  District  Prisons  is  com- 
paratively small,  and  those  Prisons  are  sufficiently  com- 
modious. The  increase  of  prisoners  at  Jefferson  Market 
compelled  the  Board  to  hire  from  the  city  an  adjacent 
building,  and  fit  it  up  for  the  confinement  of  disorderly 
persons.  With  this  additional  building,  ample  space  has 
been  secured  for  several  years. 
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In  the  last  Annual  Beport,  the  Commissioners  referred 
to  the  inadequate  provision  for  the  confinement  of  pris- 
oners at  the  Tombs,  or  1st  District  Prison.  It  was 
shown  that,  in  an  area  capable  of  holding  properly  but 
120  prisoners,  there  are,  in  confinement,  always  350 : 
and  that,  during  the  hot  months  of  summer,  when  the 
GonrtB  are  not  in  session,  the  number  is  increased  to  450 
prisoners.    In  the  male  department,  there  are :

Moral  as  well  as  sanitary  considerations  require,  tha.t 
but  one  prisoner  should  be  lodged  in  a  cell,  yet,  at  the 
most  oppressive  season  of  the  year,  when  the  heat  ranges 
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from  80  to  90  degrees,  the  warden  is  compelled  by  the 
multitude  of  his  prisoners  to  place  three  and  oftentimes 
five  in  each. 

In  the  Female  Prison  the  cells  of  which  are  larger, 
he  is  obliged  to  confine  ten  or  twelve  prisoners  in  each 
cell.  The  practice  of  confining  persons  together  of 
various  degrees  of  crime,  has  a  most  unfavorable  influence 
on  the  less  depraved,  and  to  those  who  may  be  innocent 
of  the  offences  with  which  they  are  charged,  it  is  the  ex- 
treme of  injustice  and  cruelty.  In  June  last,  the  Commis- 
sioners directed  the  attention  of  the  District  Attorney  to 
this  subject,  and  at  his  instaiyje  the  Grand  Jury  of  the 
County  visited  the  Prison,  and  after  carefully  examining 
its  condition,  presented  it  to  the  City  Government  as  a 
serious  pubUc  evil.  The  Presentment  of  the  Grand  Jury 
is  herewith  submitted. 

PRESENTMENT  OF  THE  GRAND  JURY. 

At  a  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  holden  in 
and  for  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  at  the  City 
Hall  of  the  said  City,  on  Friday,  the  twenty-second 
day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  himdred  and  sixty-six  : 

Present,  the  Honorable  John  K.  Hackett,  Recorder  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  Justice  of  the  Sessions. 
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The  Grand  Jury  make  the  following  Presentment  to  the 
CJonrt,  to  wit : 

Grand  Jury  Room,  June  22,  1866. 

The  Grand  Jury  have  duly  considered  the  Court's 
request  to  investigate  the  sufficiency  of  accommodation 
for  prisoners  in  the  City  Prisons,  and  upon  that  subject 
present : 

That  when  the  City  Prison  was  first  occupied  in  1838, 
the  population  of  the  City  was  about  one-third  of  the 
number  of  inhabitants  now  dwelling  within  its  limits.  The 
average  number  of  prisoners  confined  therein  each  day  in 
1838  was  about  fifty.  In  1865  the  average  number  of 
daily  prisoners  was  two  hundred.  In  some  months  as 
many  as  three  hundred  prisoners  were  in  confinement  in 
one  day.  The  cells  (which  were  intended  for  only  one 
occupant  each,)  sometimes  contained  three,  and  oftentimes 
two  prisoners.  Except  for  the  commendable  care  and 
cleanliness,  commanded  to  their  subordinates  to  be  used 
in  the  City  Prison,  on  part  of  the  Commissioners  in  charge 
thereof,  such  an  arrangement  would  have  produced  dis- 
order and  disease.  It  is  obvious,  however,  that  such 
human  herding  of  criminals  must  be  productive  of  im- 
morality, and  make  a  reformatory  prison  a  vicious 
nursery. 
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In  1838  the  adjoining  building  to  the  Prison,  and 
officially  known  as  the  Halls  of  Justice,  was  set  apart  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  Courts  of  General  and  Special 
Sessions, 'the  Grand  and  Petit  Juries,  the  attendant 
officials  of  these  Courts,  and  of  PoHce  Magistrates  and 
Clerks.  In  1853  the  Court  of  General  Sessions,  and  its 
jurors  and  officials,  were  removed.  Since  then,  the  Halls 
of  Justice  have  been  used  by  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions 
and  two  PoKce  Courts  and  their  officials. 

It  is  represented  by  the  Commissioners  of  PubUc 
Charities  and  Correction,  that  at  a  comparatively  small 
expense,  the  space  now  appropriated  to  court-rooms  in 
the  whole  building  popularly  known  as  the  "Tombs," 
could  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  enlarging  the  prison 
accommodations;  so  as  to  make  the  latter  answer  all  their 
public  purposes  for  some  time  to  come.  The  Grand 
Jury,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  corporate  authorities 
obtain,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  "  Tombs,"  suit- 
able accommodations  for  the  Special  Sessions  and  the 
Police  Magistrates  of  the  First  District,  and  thus  allow 
the  Commissioners  to  practically  enlarge  the  prison.  If 
such  accommodations  could  be  obtained  in  Elm  Street 
or  either  of  the  side  streets  opposite  to  the  Tombs,  the 
court-rooms  could  be  connected  with  the  prison  by  a 
bridge,  and  a  convenient  ingress  and  egress  of  prisoners 
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obtained ;  or  convenient  rooms  might  be  had  at  small 
expense  in  the  City  Arsenal,  at  the  comer  pf  White  and 
Film  Streets,  but  now  little  used.  And  in  making  such 
recommendations,  the  Grand  Jury  advise  that  the  most 
rigid  economy  be  pursued,  consistent  with  the  laudable 
objects  to  be  obtained  by  enlarging  the  prison  con- 
veniences.

It  is  perhaps,  within  the  power  of  the  Commissioners 
to  correct  the  evil,  by  the  erection  of  another  prison,  but 
they  are  deterred  by  the  great  expense,  and  by  the  hope 
which  they  cherish,  that  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions, 
which  occupied  one-half  of  the  front  of  the  prison  may  be 
removed.  If  the  space  occupied  by  the  Court  werp  con- 
verted into  cells,  the  further'  enlargement  of  the  prison 
would  for  several  years  be  unnecessary.

Of  those  committed  daring  the  past  year  1,544  were  males,  and  434 
females. 
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It  has  been  the  practice  to  associate  and  work  the  pris- 
oners in  gangs  irrespective  of  the  crimes  for  which  they 
were  committed.  The  constant  intercourse  between  the 
youthful  and  the  veteran  criminal,  was  of  the  most  disas- 
trous influence  on  the  former ;  it  destroyed  the  last  trace 
of  virtuous  feeling,  and  prepared  him  for  the  perpetration 
of  graver  crimes  when  he  was  discharged  from  prison. 

The  Commissioners  have  recently  caused  the  prisoners 
to  be  classified  as  follows  : 

First  Class. — Prisoners  known  to  have  been  imprisoned  in  a  State  Prison. 

"        Convicted  of  Felony  the  second  time. 
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Second  Class         "  "  "        for  first  oflfence. 

**        "  '*  "        of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to 

commit  felony. 

Third  Class. — Prisoners  convicted  of  Assault  and  Battery  without  felonious 

intent 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  assign  prisoners, 
as  they  are  received,  to  the  foregoing  classes,  according  to 
their  offences ;  to  separate  them  at  their  labor  and  at 
their  meals  ;  to  confine  them  at  night  at  as  wide  intervals 
as  practicable,  and  to  prevent  any  communication  between 
the  classes. 

Among  the  social  reforms  that  demand  the  attention  of 
the  people,  none  are  more  imperative  than  those  affecting 
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criminal  life  and  prison  discipline  ;  and  on  none  has  there 
been  less  thought  bestowed.  Poverty  and  crime  are 
inevitable.  The  poor  ye  have  always  with  you ;  and  there 
constantly  occur,  in  every  class  of  society,  over-mastering 
temptations  that  lead  to  crime  in  some  form.  But  the 
larger  proportion  of  criminal  acts  are  the  result  of  certain 
conditions  which  are  within  the  control  of,  or  may  be 
greatly  modified  by,  the  community.  If  men  and  women 
are  permitted  to  grow  up  in  neglect  and  ignorance  and 
idleness,  crime  is  as  sure  to  be  the  product  as  is  disease 
in  the  presence  of  poisonous  exhalations. 

There  are,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  30,000  childien, 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve,  who  receive  no 
education,  and  whose  days  are  passed  in  poverty  and 
idleness.  Utterly  destitute,  many  without  parents,  and 
all  without  the  active,  effective  sympathies  of  those  who 
could  raise  them  above  want,  how  can  it  be,  that,  as  they 
grow  up,  they  should  be  •other  than  dissolute  and  crimi- 
nal? It  is  this  class  that  fill  our  reformatories  and 
prisons;  and,  because  of  their  defective  discipline,  it  is 
sad,  to  believe  that  the  place  of  punishment  for  the  first 
offence  is  the  school  of  the  greater  villanies,  and  that 
the  boy  sentenced  for  30  or  60  days  for  petty  theft,  and 
entering  the  prison  contrite  or  remorseful,  steps  from  it 
hardened  and  defiant,  resolute  in  wickedness,  and  con- 
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scious  that,  to  him,  the  world  of  honesty  and  virtue  is 
shut  out,  and  that  there  is  no  future  for  him  but  in  suc- 
cessful crime. 

There  is  now,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  a  sharply- 
defined  criminal  class,  constantly  augmenting  in  numbers, 
as  well  as  in  depravity,  and  corresponding  in  organization 
and  habits  of  life  to  the  dangerous  classes  of  the  great 
cities  of  Europe.  There  can  be  no  well-grounded  hope 
for  the  diminution  of  crime  while  this  class  shall  exist. 
It  IS  idle  to  rest  on  the  feeble  palliatives  of  benevolent 
associations  unaided  by  the  strong  voice  of  public  opinion. 
They  can  eflfect  nothing,  nor  can  mere  governmental 
measures.  The  sensible  repression  of  crime  can  only  be 
accomphshed  by  the  dispersion  of  the  criminal  class 
through  the  earnest  and  continuous  action  of  the  whole 
commimity.  When  the  public  mind  shall  be  aroused 
to  a  sense  of  the  magnitude  of  the  evil  and  its  menacing 
aspect,  we  may  hope  for  its  abatement ;  and  the  associa- 
tions which  abound  for  the  mdral  advancement  of  the 
depraved  wiQ  then  become  ready  and  useful  instrumen- 
tahties  to  fulfil  the  purposes  of  their  benevolent  founders. 

Among  the  societies  formed  for  the  repression  of  crime, 
it  is  proper  to  mention,  in  terms  of  commendation,  the 
Prison  Association  of  the  State  of  New  York.  It  has,  for 
one  of  its  chief  objects,  the  welfare  of  the  discharged 
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convict,  and  the  amount  of  good  it  every  year  accom- 
plishes in  winning  to  the  paths  of  honesty  those  for  whom 
there  is  no  sympathy,  except  by  the  members  of  that 
Association,  is  worthy  of  all  praise. 

WORK    HOUSE.

The  only  effective  mode  of  correcting  vagrancy,  and  the 
sloth  that  produces  poverty,  is  by  compulsory  labor,  and 
by  the  severe  discipline  of  a  convict  prison,  without  its 
degrading  associations. 

The  Work  House  fulfills  these  conditions.  There  the 
vagrant,  the  slothful  and  the  drunkard,  are  taught,  by 
forcible  lessons  in  hard  work,  the  folly  of  their  past  con- 
duct. The  term  of  service  is  brief,  rarely  exceeding  three 
months,  but  it  is  a  term  of  sharp  discipline,  and  generally 
inspires  among  the  males  a  wholesome  dread  of  its  repe- 
tition. On  the  female  prisoners,  however,  this  effect  is 
not  produced.  They  are  subjected  to  the  same  rules  as 
the  men,  but  neither  the  sense  of  confinement^  or  their 


laborious  employment,  have  much  effect  on  their  conduct. 
They  are  generally  committed  for  intoxication.  They  are 
impatient  for  the  end  of  their  terms  of  committal,  but  it  is 
only  that  they  may  indulge  their  craving  for  liquor,  and  in 
a  few  days  they  are  again  inmates  of  the  Work  House. 
In  many  instances  women  have  been  committed  30  and  40 
times,  and  in  some  cases  100  times. 

ALMS   HOUSE.

The  proportion  of  paupers  to  the  whole  population,  is 
nearly  uniformly  the  same  for  a  series  of  years.  The 
general  prosperity  of  the  community  does  not  diminish, 
nor  does  adversity  increase  it.  The  uniformity  of  rate  is 
probably,  in  part,  due  to  the  larger  contributions  of  the 
benevolent  to  the  poor  in  times  of  distress,  and  in  part  to 
the  rigor  of  the  rules  established  by  the  Board,  and  the 
inflexibility  with  which  they  are  executed  by  the  able 
Superintendent,  Mr.  Kellock.  The  inmates  of  the  Abns 
Houses  are  the  old  and  infirm.  The  able-bodied  desti- 
tute, if  deserving,  are  granted  temporary  relief,  while  those 


wtose  poverty  is  the  result  of  indolence  or  dissipation, 
are  sent  to  the  Work  House,  and  a  full  day's  labor  is  each 
day  exacted  of  them. 

NURSERIES   ON   RANDALL'S   ISLAND. 

f 

All  children  over  two  years  of  age,  committed  to  the 
Department,  are  transferred  to  the  Nurseries  on  Randall's 
Island,  where  they  are  placed  at  school  until  their  parents 
or  guardians  are  able  to  provide  for  them.  If  not  claimed, 
they  are  indentured,  at  a  suitable  age,  to  respectable  citi- 
zens to  learn  some  useful  pursuit.  There  are  now  in  the 
Nurseries  642  boys  and  321  girls. 

The  Hospitals  of  the  Island,  and  Asylum  for  idiot  child- 
ren, have  been  placed  in  charge  of  Dr.  Whittlesey,  the 
Resident  Physician,  and  the  Warden  relieved  from  duties, 
in  some  degree  anomalous,  and  which  interfered  with  the 
discharge  of  others  of  equal  or  greater  importance. 

There  has  been  constructed  on  the  Island,  under  the 
direction  of  A.  W.  Craven,  Esq.,  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Croton  Aqueduct,  a  reservoir  127  feet  in  diameter,  and  14 
feet  deep,  capable  of  holding  626,000  gallons  of  water,  for 
the  supply  of  the  several  Nurseries. 

SCHOOL    FOR    IDIOTS. 
During  the  past  ten  years  a  large  number  of  Idiot 
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Children  hare  been  thrown  on  the  Charities  of  the  city. 
Filthy  in  their  habits  and  regarded  as  hopeless  of  any 
mental  or  moral  improvement,  they  were  herded  together 
without  further  care  than  to  feed  and  clothe  them. 

The  distinguished  success  which  has  attended  Dr.  Wilbur, 
in  the  education  of  the  Idiots  at  the  State  Asylum,  in- 
duced the  Commissioners  to  open  a  School  for  those  on 
Bandall's  Island.  At  the  request  of  the  Board,  Dr. 
Wilbur  visited  the  Island,  and  made  various  suggestions 
which  were  adopted,  ailfl  on  his  kind  invitation  the  teacher 
selected,  resided  at  the  State  Asylum,  till  she  had  ac- 
quired the  principles  and  rules  which  govern  the  educa- 
tion of  the  Idiots  at  that  Institution.  As  will  be  seen  by 
her  report,  which  is  annexed,  the  progress  which  the 
pupils  have  made,  affords  gratifying  assurance,  that  the 
condition  of  this  unfortunate  class  will  be  greatly  alleviated. 

INEBEIATE    ASYLUM. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  1864,  the  Inebriate  Asylum 
has  been  commenced.  Contracts  for  its  erection  on 
Ward's  Island,  have  been  made  on  favorable  terms,  and 
the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the  Spring  of 
1868.  The  further  sum  of  $100,000,  will  be  required  to 
complete  it.  A  substantial  dock  has  been  erected,  and 
the  Croton  Water  has  been  conducted  to  the  Asylum, 


by  aa  iron  pipe  six  incfies  in  diameter,  laid  on  the 
bed  of  the  East  river,  from  the  foot  of  114th  street. 
It  is  respectfollj  suggested,  that  a  portion  of  the 
excise  money  received  for  licenses  to  sell  liquor,  in 
the  Conniy  of  New  York,  may  be  assigned  for  the  support 
of  this  Institution.  It  seems  proper,  that  some  portion 
of  the  revenues  derived  from  converting  men  into  drunk- 
ards, should  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  reform- 
ing them. at  the  place  of  their  degradation. 

CITY    CEMETERY. 

The  number  of  burials  in  the  Public  Cemetery,  during 
the  past  year  was  2,043. 

The  Cemetery  is  on  Ward's  Island,  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  Hospitals  of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigra- 
tion, and  but  a  short  distance  from  Harlem  and  Astoria. 
The  population  of  these  places  is  rapidly  increasing, 
and  the  burial  grounds  now  regarded  as  very  objection- 
able, will  soon  become  a  serious  pubUc  evil.  The  Inebriate 
Asylum,  is  in  the  course  of  erection  on  the  Island,  and 
the  whole  area  will  be  required  in  a  few  years  for 
Institutions,  in  charge  of  this  Board  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Emigration.  It  is  respectfully  recommended, 
that  the  Board  may  be  authorised  to  purchase  lands 
elsewhere  for  a  pubhc  Cemetery. 


SUPERINTENDENT    OF    THE    POOR. 

The  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Out  Door  Poor  is 
annexed.  That  officer  is  charged  with  the  relief  of  the 
poor  living  in  the  city.  He  is  assisted  by  six  visitors, 
who  make  every  application  for  relief  the  subject  of 
special  investigation.  They  report  in  writing  the  condi- 
tion of  the  applicant,  the  number  of  his  family,  and  the 
causes  gf  destitution.  If  there  be  satisfactory  evidence 
that  the  applicant  is  in  actual  nqed,  such  assistance  is 
afforded  by  the    Superintendent    as  in  his    opinion  is 

necessary.     Besides,  the  general  charge  of  the  poor,  the 

* 

Superintendent  receives  and  distributes  the  sick  to  the 
several  Hospitals  of  the  Department,  commits  destitute  and 
friendless  children  to  the  Nurseries,  the  old  and  infirm  to 
Almshouses,  and  directs  the  burial  of  the  dead. 

Hitherto,  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Department, 
to  employ  a  large  number  of  visitors  during  the  winter 
months.  Inexperienced  in  their  pecuUar  duties  and  con- 
scious  that  their  term  of  employment  would  be  brief,  they 
were  often  careless  in  the  examination  of  the  cases  re- 
ferred to  them.  The  Board  during  the  past  year  have 
divided  the  city  into  six  districts,  and  assigned  to  each  a 
permanent  visitor,  whose  duty  it  is  to  become  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  condition  of  the  poor  in  his  district, 
wd  so  be  able  to  detect  with  facility  the  fraudulent  ap- 
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plications  for  assistance  that  are  constantly  made,  as  well 
as  to  relieve  such  cases  of  suffering  and  destitution,  as 
may  not  be  presented  at  the  General  OflSce.  Mr.  Kellock, 
the  Supermtendent  continues  to  discharge  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Board  his  multifarious  and  important 
duties. 

HOUSELESS    POOR. 

The  Legislature  has  delegated  to  the  Commissioners 
ample  power  to  reKeve  every  class  of  the  unfortunate,  ex- 
cept to  provide  temporary  shelter  for  the  houseless  poor. 
The  Board  cannot,  under  the  Act  of  its  creation,  lease  or 
erect  a  building  for  that  purpose.  Li  this  great  city,  not 
a  day  passes  without  the  ejection  of  families  from  their 
houses  at  night-fall,  because  of  their  inability  to  pay  their 
weekly  rent,  and  they  are  often  compelled  to  find  shelter 
in  the  Police  Station  Houses  with  vagrants,  or  to  pass  the 
night  in  the  streets.  There  are  also  many  persons  arriv- 
ing in  the  city,  strangers  and  friendless,  without  means  to 
procure  lodgings  for  the  night. 

The  Commissioners,  beUeving  that  much  suffering  was 
caused  by  the  want  of  a  temporary  refuge,  assigned  a 
building  they  had  leased  for  the  confinement  of  disorderly 
persons,  as  a  lodging  house  for  the  destitute,  until  the 
season  permitted  them  to  make  the  alterations  for  the 
purpose  for  which  the  building  was  leased. 


The  house  was  opened  on  the  28th  of  January.  Be- 
tween that  date  and  the  Ist  of  April,  when  it  was  closed; 
there  were  admitted :

Each  appUcant  was  closely  questioned  as  to  the  cause 
of  his  destitution,  and  none  were  admitted  who  were  in- 
toxicated, or  who  did  not  give  satisfactory  evidence  that 
they  were  compelled,  by  sudden  misfortune,  to  make  ap- 
plication. In  only  a  few  instances  was  the  same  person 
permitted  to  occupy  a  bed  the  second  night.  In  the 
morning  they  were  provided  with  a  breakfast  of  hot  coffee 
and  bread.  The  expense  of  feeding  them  was  $108  84  or 
&i?^  cents  for  each  person. 

THE   COLORED   HOME. 

This  Institution  is  managed  by  an  association  of  intelli- 
gent and  benevolent  ladies,  under  the  general  supervision 
of  the  Commissioners.  It  combines  the  double  purposes 
of  an  Alms  House  and  Hospital  for  the  colored  population 
of  this  city.  The  expenses  of  the  Home  are  defrayed,  in 
part,  by  an  allowance  from  this  Board  of  15  cents  per  day 
for  pauper  inmates,  and  26  cents  per  day  for  hospital 
patients,  and  in  part  by  voluntary  subscriptions  of  citizens. 
The  managers  have  been  embarrassed  by  the  high  prices 
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of  proyisions,  clothing  and  fuel,  and  it  has  only  been  by 
their  unwearied  devotion  that  this  important  charity  has 
l>eeii  sustained.  Their  report  for  the  past  year  is  here- 
with submitted. 

MAGDALEN    ASYLUM. 

The  Legislature,  at  its  last  session^  authorized  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  pay  to  the 
Magdalen  Asylum  the  sum  of  $3,000,  on  the  approval  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction. 
The  Commissioners  carefully  examined  the  manner  in 
which  the  Listitution  is  conducted ;  and,  satisfied  of  the 
fidelity  and  .economy  in  which  its  affairs  are  administered, 
so  certified  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  City,  who  paid 
thereon  to  the  Commissioners  the  sum  authorized,  and 
which  the  Commissioners  have  paid  to  the  Asylum  at  the 
rate  of  $500  per  month. 

COMMISSIONERS    OF    EMIGRATION. 

There  has  been  for  many  years  a  controversy  with  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration  for  the  support  of  emigrants 
in  the  Institutions  of  this  Department.  The  sum  claimed 
by  the  Board  amounts  to  about  $140,000.  The  Commis- 
sioners of  Emigration  presented  a  counter-claim  for  the 
support  of  infants  bom  at  their  Hospitals  on  Ward's 
Island  amounting  to  $14:6,000. 


•  •• 


Dnring  the  past  year,  both  Commissions  agreed  to  refer 
the  questions  to  arbitrators,  and  to  abide  by  their  decis- 
ion. The  arbitrators  selected  were  Thurlow  Weed,  Esq., 
and  Wm.  F.  Havemeyer,  Esq.  After  a  careful  and  de- 
liberate examination  of  the  questions  at  issue,  they  al- 
lowed the  claims  of  this  Commission,  and  disallowed  the 
offset  of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration.  A  copy  of 
the  able  opinion  of  the  arbitrators  is  annexed  to  this 
report.

The  above  number  of  deaths  include  206  resulting 
from  accidents,  injuries  and  sunstroke,  all  of  them  Coro- 
ners' cases.  Indeed,  there  have  been  received  into  the 
Institution  during  the  past  year,  1,467  cases  of  injuries, 
brought  in  by  the  Police,  or  by  the  friends  of  the  parties. 

I  give  the  following  as  an  interesting  analysis  of  the 
cases  treated  here  and  the  deaths  during  the  year  1866.

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This  statement  shows  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
deaths  resulted  from  Phthisis,  and  those  similar  cases  of 
disease  generally  considered  incurable. 

The  births  for  the  year,  it  will  be  seen  amount  to  the 
large  number  of  565. 

I  annex  a  statement,  showing  the  number  of  monthly 
admissions  of  Patients,  and  the  births,  discharges  and 
deaths,  for  each  month  during  the  year,  with  the  nativities 
of  the  several  persons  admitted.  * 

I  also  annex  a  table,  showing  separately,  the  average 
cost  of  each  inmate  of  the  Institution  for  the  year  1866, 
per  month  and  per  day,  for  Provisions,  Clothing  and 
Bedding,  Salaries,  Liquors  and  Medicines,  Coal  and 
Miscellaneous  articles. 

The  greatest  care  and  economy  have  been  necessary  in 
the  use  of  all  those  articles,  particularly  the  Clothing  and 
Bedding,  the  latter  named  article  had  iu  a  great  measure 
to  be  renewed  this  year,  the  old  having  become  entirely 
worn  out. 

I  annex  a  schedule,  showing  the  cost  of  the  various 
improvements  made  by  your  Board,  for  Carpenters'  and 
Mason  work,  Painting  and  Plumbing,  Steam  and  Gas 
Fittings,  etc.,  with  the  cost  of  the  materials  furnished  for 
such  work. 
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I  annex  the  names  and  the  amount  of  the  annual 
salaries  paid  to  the  employees,  and  also  a  list  of  the 
different  articles  made  by  the  Patients  for  use  in  the 
Wards,  and  for  their  own  wear. 

Before  entering  on  the  present  state  of  the  Hospital,  I 
would  respectfully  report  the  condition  of  its  various 
departments,  at  the  time  I  took  charge  on  September  1st, 
1866. 

A*  number  of  the  Female  Wards  in  the  Institution  had 
been  painted  and  whitewashed.  The  wall,  ceilings  and 
woodwork,  in  the  remaining  wards  were  found  to  be  in  a 
bad  condition,  needing  repairs  and  painting. 

The  bathrooms  and  waterclosets,  were  also  out  of  order, 
the  bedsteads  and  bedding  in  the  wards  were  not  in  good 
condition,  and  a  large  number  of  the  beds  required  re- 
newing. 

The  reception  office  for  Patients,  and  the  bathrooms, 
and  waterclosets  attached  to  it,  needed  repairs  and  paint- 
ing. 

The  Warden's  Office,  Clerk's  Office  and  stairways :  the 
Halls  and  the  Orderlies,  Kitchen  and  Dining-room,  re- 
quired repairing,  whitewashing  and  painting. 

The  gutters  of  the  Hospjital,  and  the  roofs  and  gutters 
of  the  balconies  were  in  a  very  bad  condition,  needing 


soldering  and  painting,  as  also  the  roofs  and  gutters  of 
the  wash-house  and  cook-house. 

The  wash-house  needed  a  great  many  repairs,  and  also, 
a  thorough  cleaning,  whitewashing  and  painting. 

The  yards,  cellars  and  docks,  around  the  Institution 
were  out  of  order. 

The  following  improvements  have  since  been  made  by 
your  directions,  and  under  your  personal  supervision. 

The  whole  Institution  has  been  thoroughly  cleansed 
and  renovated,  and  a  large  number  of  the  wards  have 
been  painted,  both  the  interior  walls  and  the  exterior  and 
interior  woodwork. 

The  bath-rooms  and  water-closets  have  been  thoroughly 
cleansed,  white-washed  and  painted,  so  as  to  keep  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Wards  in  as  good  a  state  as 
possible. 

The  bedsteads  thoroughout  the  Institution  have  aU 
been  cleaned,  and  a  large  number  of  the  beds  renewed 
wherever  needed.  The  Reception  Office  for  Patients, 
also  the  bath-rooms  and  water-closets  attached  to  it,  were 
cleansed,  white-washed  and  painted. 

The  Warden's  and  Clerk's  Offices,  the  Halls  and  Stair- 
ways, throughout    the    Institution,  and    the    Orderlies, 
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Eitohen   and   Dinizig-room,   have    been   repaired   and 
painted. 

The  gutters  of  the  Hospital,  the  roofe  and  gutters  of 
the  balconies,  and  the  roofs  and  gutters  of  the  Wash- 
house  and  Cook-house,  have  been  thoroughly  repaired 
and  painted.  The  cellars,  yards  and  docks,*  have  aU  been 
cleaned  and  put  in  good  order. 

The  Painting,  Carpenter  and  Mason  Work,  has  aU  been 
done  by  our  pauper  mechanics. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  the  En- 
gineer's department,  in  keeping  aU  our  extensive  steam- 
pipe,  steam-coils,  hot  and  cold  water  and  gas-pipes,  in 
thorough  order  and  repair,  also  a  large  amount  of  Mason 
Work  has  been  done,  necessary  to  keep  all  the  walls  and 
ceilings  of  the  Hospital  in  proper  repair. 

A  large  new  Steam-pump  has  been  erected  in  the 
Boiler-house,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  an  additional  and 
sufficient  supply  of  water  to  the  Wards,  an  important 
change  for  the  health,  cleanliness  and  comfort  of  the 
Patients,  and  to  increase  the  safety  of  the  building  in 
case  of  fire,  a  connection  has  been  made  in  the  main  pipe 
on  each  floor  with  hose  ready  to  attach  at  all  times. 

A  sufficient  number  of  Coffins  have  been  made  by  our 
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paaper  inmates,  during  the  past  year  for  this  Institution, 
and  in  a  measure  the  Out-door  Poor  Department. 

A.  large  number  of  articles  for  Patients  use,  and  use  in 
the  Wards  have  been  made  by  the  inmates  during  the 
past  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  Schedule  annexed,  although 
a  large  aijuount  of  work  done  in  the  necessary  repairs  to 
tibe  clothing  and  bedding  does  not  appear  on  such 
Schedule. 

A  growing  and  most  important  feature  connected  with 
this  Institution  is  the  increased  attendance  of  Medical 
Students  of  the  different  Colleges,  to  see  the  Hospital 
practice  and  attend  clinical  instructions  since  October 
1st,  1866,  of  this  season,  up  to  the  1st  inst.,  just  three 
months,  the  large  number  of  (620)  Students,  have  already 
registered  their  names  and  are  now  daily  attending 
eUnical  instructions  here. 

I  annex  a  Schedule,  showing  the  different  Colleges 
idiose  Students  have  registered  their  names  as  attending 
iBjfy  at  this  Institution,  with  the  number  of  each 
College. 

It  becomes  my  painful  duiy  to  record  the  deaths  of  two 
of  the  valuable  members  of  our  House  Staff  of  Physicians 
and  Sturgeons,  Drs.  Zabriseib  and  Pell.  Dr.  Zabriskie, 
died  of  typhoid  fever,  Dr.  Pell,  of  cholera,  both  contracted 
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wliile  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty.  They  were  both 
yonng  men  that  promised  to  do  honor  to,  and  stand  high 
in  their  profession.  Their  early  death  was  deeply  felt 
and  regretted  by  all  who  knew  them. 

Before  closing  my  report,  I  would  respectfully  call  the 
attention  of  your  Board,  to  the  unfinished  state  of  the 
street  and  sidewalks,  around  this  Institution. 

Two  great  features  connected  with  this  Institution,  are 
the  Bureau  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Belief,  for  Out-door 
Poor  and  the  Morgue. 

The  Out-door  Medical  and  Surgical  Department,  was 
established  by  your  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  relieving 
the  Institutions  of  that  class  of  Patients,  who  sought 
admission  to  the  Hospitals,  and  who  might  be  as  advan- 
tageously  treated  as  Out-door  Patients,  and  the  Hospi- 
tals be  relieved  from  the  burthen  of  their  maintenance. 
It  was  opened  on  October  1st,  of  last  year,  and  I  am 
happy  to  say,  it  has  met  with  great  success,  as  it  has  not 
only  relieved  this  Institution  of  a  large  number  of  its  in- 
mates, but  also  the  Charity  Hospital  on  Blackwell's 
Island. 

The  Medical  Officers  connected  with  this  Department, 
consists  of  a  consulting  Board  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
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and  a  staff  of  Phyedoians  and  Surgeons,  whose  duty  it  is 
to  prescribe  for  the  Patients  who  may  apply  for  relief. 

The  Morgue,  or  receptacle  for  persons  drowned  or 
found  dead  in  the  streets,  was  erected  by  your  Board 
daring  the  early  part  of  last  year,  it  was  opened  on  June 
fist,  since  which  time  it  has  proved  of  great  benefit  to 
(he  relatives  and  friends  of  the  deceased  parties  brought 
there  for  identification,  particularly  during  the  very  hot 
months  of  July  and  August. 

Attached  to  the  Morgue,  are  the  Coroner's  Booms  and 
Autopsy  Boom,  the  Hospital  Museum  and  Autopsy  Boom, 
and  the  Hospital  and  City  Dead-house. 

I  send  you  with  this  Beport,  that  of  Mr.  Frey,  our 
efficient  Apothecary,  which  shows  the  amount  of  Medicines 
and  Liquors  purchased  for  his  department  during  the 
past  year,  with  the  amount  distributed  and  chargeable  to 
the  different  Institutions ;  also  an  account  of  the  value 
and  amount  of  stock  on  hand. 

I  desire  in  conclusion,  to  return  thanks  for  the  very 
faithful  manner  in  which  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  poor 
patients  in  this  Institution  have  been  attended  to  by  the 
Rev.  Fathers  McGlynn,  McAvoy  and  Gamborill,  and  the 
Sisters  of  Mercy  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  the  Bev. 
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Mr.  Phelps,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sanbetz  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  and  Mr.  Mitchel 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  efficient  manner  in  which  all  the  members  of 
the  House  Staff  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  have  per- 
formed their  duties  to  the  Patients,  placed  under  their 
care  during  the  past  season. 

The  duties  of  Mr.  Frey,  Apothecary,  Mr.  Barlow,  the 
Clerk,  and  Mr.  Conway,  the  Engineer,  have  I  am  happy 
to  say,  been  performed  with  regard  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  Institution,  and  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  Matron,  Assistant  Matron,  and  the  other  employees, 
(with  few  exceptions)  have  also,  satisfactorily  performed 
their  several  duties. 

To  you  Gentlemen,  I  return  my  sincere  thanks,  for  your 
prompt  attention  to  every  suggestion  for  the  comfort  and 
welfare  of  the  Patients,  and  your  many  endeavors  to  aid 
and  assist  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

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The  total  annual  mortality  to  the  total  number  of  cases 
treated  was  10.6  per  cent.  Excluding  the  Coroners' 
cases,  which  were  for  the  most  part  deaths  by  violence, 
numbering  206,  and  the  mortality  is  reduced  to  7.9 
per  cent.  This  ratio  of  mortality  compares  most  favor- 
ably with  that  of  the  best  managed  Civil  Hospitals  of 
this  country,  or  Europe. 

During  the  summer,  the  Hospital  was  visted  by  Cholera, 
but  by  the  timely  and  efficient  employment  of  cleansing 
and  disinfectants,  the  epidemic  was  promptly  arrested. 
Although  a  large  number  of  cases  of  Cholera  were  ad- 
mitted and  treated,  but  seven  deaths  occurred  among  the 
inmates.  The  Epidemic  was  Umited,  almost  entirely  to  a 
single  ward — ^Ward  20.  This  ward  is  upon  the  third  floor 
of  the  north  wing,  near  its  easterly  extremity,  and  was 
believed  to  be  in  an  excellent  sanitary  condition.  It  was, 
however,  used  as  a  ward  for  the  reception  of  patients 
whose  diseases  were  of  a  doubtful  character.  To  this 
ward  were  admitted  some  of  the  first  cases  of  Cholera, 
and  here  the  epidemic  became  locaUzed.  WHen 
this  fact  was  discovered,  the  ward  was  vacated  and 
cleansed,  and  no  more  cases  occurred.  Disinfectants  were 
freely  used  during  the  season  throughout  the  Hospital, 
and  the  .greatest  care  taken  to  keep  the  wards  in  a  good 
0ig:utary  condition.     To  constant  vigilance,  in  a  great 
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measure,  is  due  the    exemption    of   the    Hospital  from 
a  more  serious  visitation. 


The  improvements  made  in  the  Dead-house  during 
the  year,  are  of  the  most  important  character,  and  receive 
the  warm  approbation  of  the  Medical  Board.  The  facili- 
ties afforded  to  Coroners,  to  the  friends  of  the  deceased, 
and  to  the  Medical  Staff  in  making  autopsies,  are  now  of 
the  most  ample  kind,  and  receive  the  commendation  of 
all  who  visit  this  department. 

The  establishment  of  the  Morgue,  for  the  recognition 
of  the  unknown  dead  by  their  friends,  must  be  regarded 
as  a  work  of  great  public  utility.  The  need  of  this  tem- 
porary receptacle  of  those  found  dead,  but  unrecognized, 
where  they  could  be  suitably  exposed,  has  long  been  felt 
in  this  city.  The  Uberal  and  appropriate  manner  in 
which  your  Board,  anticipating  this  want,  provided  for  its 
complete  appointment,  is  in  harmony  vdih  the  enKghtened 
policy,  which  has  hitherto  prevailed  in  the  management 
of  "the  public  Charities  of  New  York.  Its  value  is  now 
almost  daily  seen  in  the  restoration  of  the  unclaimed 
dead  to  their  friends.  During  the  year  the  aggregate  of 
those  who  will  find  a  Christian  burial,  who  would  other- 
wise be  consigned  to  Potter's  Field,  must  be  very  great. 
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The  Library  has  received  an  addition  of  a  copy  of 
Lebert's  Pathological  Anatomy,  otherwise  it  remains  un- 
changed. 

The  Museum  has  been  removed  to  the  new  quarters 
provided  in  the  Dead-house ;  considerable  addition  has 
been  made  to  the  collection,  and  the  old  specimens  have 
been  carefully  re-arranged.  The  Curator,  Dr.  Southack 
and  his  assistants,  have  been  indefatigable  in  their  labors 
in  this  department. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  Hospitals  has 
been  rendered  more  perfect  by  the  improvements  which 

have  been  made  during  the  year.      The  painting  of  the 

walls,  the  introduction  of  hot  water   to  wards  hitherto 

unsupplied,  the  better  regulation  of  the  water  closets,  etc., 

etc.,  are  most  important  and  valuable  improvements. 

The  discipline  of  the  Hospitals  has  very  much  im- 
proved ;  with  the  introduction  of  a  class  of  expert  nurses, 
ward-cleanliness,  promptness  in  the  discharge  of  every 
duty,  and  good  of der  among  the  patients  is  now  manifest 
in  every  division. 

The  Medical  Board  takes  pleasure  in  acknowledging 
its  obligations  to  the  Warden,  Mr.  Brennan,  for  the  zeal 
and  intelligence  with  which  he  has  co-operated  in  carry- 
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ing  out  reforms  in  discipline  and  administration.  He 
has  brought  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  Warden, 
large  experience  in  the  routine  of  Hospital  management, 
and  decided  executive  ability,  qualifications  which  he  has 
exercised  with  marked  success  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  Resident  Medical  Officers  have  discharged  their 
laborious  duties  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 
Selected  after  a  most  searching  examination,  where  favor- 
itism is  unknown,  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  Medical 
gentlemen  composing  this  Staff  represent  the  best  talents 
and  acquirements  of  the  Medical  Schools.  The  reports 
that  occasionally  appear  of  derilection  of  duty  on  the  part 
of  members  of  this  Staff,  have  on  impartial  investigation, 
proved  to  be  groundless.  As  daily  observers  of  their 
conduct  and  efficiency,  we  can  bear  the  most  unreserved 
testimony,  as  to  their  intelligence  and  faithfulness. 

The  Apothecary,  Mr.  Frey,  has  most  efficiently  and 
economically  administered  the  affairs  gf  his  department. 
In  the  selection  of  Medical  supplies  and  in  their  disburse- 
ment he  has  carefully  consulted  the  best  interests  of  the 
HospitaL 

The  Medical  Board  regrets  to  record  the  death,  during 
the  year,  of  two  members  of  the  Resident  Medical  Staff, 
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from  diseases  contracted  while  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

Db.  Lamaib  Zabioskie  died  of  typhoid  fever  in  March 
1866,  contracted  while  in  attendance  upon  the  medical 
wards. 

Dr.  Bichard  V.  Pell  died  of  cholera  in  August,  at  a 
period  when  the  epidemic  was  the  most  severe  in  the  city, 
while  in  attendance  upon  the  cases  of  cholera  admitted  to 
this  hospital. 

We  cannot  record  the  deaths  of  these  noble  and  excel- 
lent young  men,  whose  names  are  now  added  to  the  long 
list  of  those  who,  in  the  Institutions  under  the  charge 
of  your  Board,  have  sacrificed  comfort,  personal  interest, 
and  finally  life,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  without 
bearing  our  testimony  to  their  courage  and  heroism,  and 
to  their  conscientious  devotion  to  the  requirements  of 
their  profession. 

We  cannot  close  our  Annual  Beport  without  appropri- 

* 

ately  alluding  to  the  death  of  Simeon  Draper,  Esq.,  for- 
merly one  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities 
and  Dr.  Clinch,  late  a  member  of  this  Board. 

The  interest  which  Mr.  Draper  manifested  in  this  and 
the  other  Institutions  under  the  Commission,  was  of  the 
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mofit  paternal  character.    At  the  period  of  his  first  con- 
nection with  the  management  of  the  Public  Charities, 
Bellevue  Hospital  took  rank  with  the    ordinary  Alms 
Houses  of  the  county.    By  his  zeal  in  introducing  reforms 
in  its  management,  improvements  in  the  construction  of 
its  buildings,  and    thorough    discipline  and    systematic 
economy,  it  rapidly  rose  to  the  front  rank  of  civil  hospi- 
tals in  this  country,  and  has  now  acquired  an  enviable 
reputation  among  the  hospitals  of  the  world.    He  exer- 
cised a  rigid  personal  supervision  over  all  the  Institutions 
of  the  Department,  and  promptly  and  energetically  prose- 
cuted every  plan  or  means  of  improvement.    He  early 
lecognized  the  reciprocal  advantages  which  the  hospitals 

md  community  would  derive  from  rendering  the  former 
subservient  to  the  cause  of  Medical  Education,  and  ac- 

eordinglyhe  advocated  the  largest  facilities  for  Clinical 

Instruction. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Draper,  who  was  so  long  and  so 
honorably  connected  with  the  PubUc  Charities  of  New 
York,  the  poor  of  this  city  have  met  with  a  real  bereave- 
ment,  and  the  community  has  lost  a  most  earnest  and 
public  spirited  citizen. 

This  Board  has  also  to  mourn  the  loss  of  Dr.  William 

Henbt  Chubch,  one  of  its  members,  who  died  in  October 

after  a  lingering  illness.    During  the  period  of  Dr.  Church's 
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connection  with  this  Board  he  labored  zealonslj  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  Hospital.  He  vacated  his  place  tem- 
porarily by  leave  of  the  Board  to  enter  the  army,  where  he 
served  creditably  in  high  official  capacities  in  various 
departments.  He  resigned  his  connection  with  the  army 
on  account  of  failing  health  in  1864,  and  returned  to  New 
York,  but  in  such  a  feeble  condition  that  he  was  unable  to 
resume  active  duties.  He  again  asked  leave  of  absence 
in  order  to  go  abroad,  and  after  about  a  year's  residence 
in  Europe,  died  of  consumption  at  Pau,  France.

»    The  following  Bules  and  Begulations  for  the  govem- 
'iient  of  the  Morgue,  were  adopted  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Pablic  Charities  and  Correction,  at  a  meeting  held 
'  Jmie  28, 1866 : 

L  The  Morgue  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Warden  of 
BelleYne  Hospital,  and  shall  be  open  at  all  hours  of  the 
day  and  night  for  the  reception  of  bodies.  The  Exhibi- 
tion Hall  shall  be  open  daily  to  the  public  from  sunrise 
to  sunset. 

n.  Two  attendants  shall  be  detailed  to  the  Morgue — 
one  of  whom  shall  be  always  on  duty  in  the  building, 
with  such  assistants  as  the  Warden  may  deem  necessary. 

m.  A  book  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Morgue, 
in  which  citizens   may   record  the^  names    of   missing 
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friends,  and  describe  their  persons  and  clothing,  and 
the  address  to  which  information  respecting  them  may 
be  sent. 

ly.  No  corpse  shall  be  received  at  the  Morgae  unless 
in  charge  of  a  Policeman,  or  on  the  order  of  a  Coroner, 
or  of  the  Superintendent  of  Police,  except  the  Warden 
shall  be  satisfied  that  the  corpse  has  been. found  dead 
in  the  street,  or  drowned.  When  a  corpse  is  brought  by 
a  Policeman,  the  attendant  in  charge  will  record  the 
PoUceman's  name  and  number,  and  the  PoUce  Precinct 
to  which  he  is  attached. 

Y.  The  attendant  in  charge  will,  on  the  arrival  of  a 
corpse  at  the  Morgue,  immediately  report  to  the  War- 
den. He  will  then  record  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose,  a  detailed  account  of  the  recovery  of  the  body, 
where  found,  and  at  what  hour,  the  hour  of  admission  to 
the  Morgue,  in  whose  charge  or  on  whose  warrant ;  a 
description  of  the  body,  clothing,  papers  and  money 
found  on  it ;  and  in  the  margin  of  the  book  opposite  the 
account,  state  the  number  in  consecutive  order  of  bodies 
received — ^which  number  shall  also  be  placed  on  the 
body.  The  papers,  money  and  other  valuables  shall  be 
put  up  in  a  package,  marked  with  the  same  number,  and 
placed  ux  security  by  the  Warden, 
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YL  All  bodies  brought  to  the  Morgue  shall  remam, 
if  they  are  not  recognized,  in  the  Hall  of  Exhibition 
seventy-two  hours  or  less,  at  the  discretion  of  the  War- 
den. The  clothing  shall  also  be  exhibited  near  the  body. 
U,  when  the  exhibition  can  no  longer  be  continued,  the 
body  unrecognized  is  buried,  the  clothes  shall  remain 
exposed  twenty  days  longer.  Bodies  when  identified 
shall  be  immediately  withdrawn  from  exhibition  and 
placed  in  private  rooms. 

VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  notify  a 
Coroner  by  nine  o'clock  a.m.,  of  the  reception  of  a  body 
during  the  preceding  night ;  and  when  a  body  has  been 
received  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  he  shall  notify  a 
Coroner  immediately.  Whenever  there  are  indications  of 
Tiolent  death,  he  shall  immediately  report  the  case  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Police. 

VUl.  No  corpse  received  at  the  Morgue  shall  be 
taken  away  or  interred  without  a  Coroner's  consent  in 
writing ;  nor  will  any  corpse  be  opened  except  in  his 
presence  and  by  his  order. 

IX.  The  friends  of  a  person  whose  body  has  been 
identified,  can  transfer  it  to  their  own  domicile  with  the 
consent  in  writing  of  a  Coroner. 
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X.  The  attendants  shall,  under  no  circumstances,  eusk 
from  relatives  of  deceased  persons,  under  any  pretext, 
fees  for  services  rendered ;  nor  shaH  they  reside  in  the 
Morgue,  or  take  meals,  or  prepare  any  kind  of  food 
therein. 

XI.  On  the  first  of  each  month  the  Warden  shall 
report  to  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and 
Correction,  a  statement  of  identified  bodies,  setting 
forth— 

1.  The  date  of  reception. 

2.  Name,   age,  profession  and    residence    of   de- 

ceased. 

3.  Cause  of  death. 

4.  Mode  of  death. 

5.  Hour  of  death. 

6.  Place  of  death. 

Xn.  A  statement  of  bodies  not  identified — 

1.  A  succinct  description  of  the  body,  and  whether 

male  or  female. 

2.  Probable  age,  and  whether  white  or  colored. 

3.  Mode  of  death. 

4.  Place  where  body  was  found. 

Duplicates  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Board 
of  Police. 
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"^m  There  shall  also  be  kept  an  alphabetical  list  of 
all  identified  persons,  and  a  list  of  the  number  of  per- 
sons,  in  consecutive  order. 

XIV.  The  clothes  and  other  effects  belonging  to  iden- 
tified bodies  shall  be  given  up  to  the  family  of  the 
deceased,  on  proper  proof. 

XY.  The  clothing  of  luirecognized  bodies,  when  the 
period  of  exhibition  shall  have  expired,  shall  be  washed, 
tied  up  in  packages,  and  preserved  for  six  months.  The 
package  shall  be  numbered,  corresponding  to  the  num- 
ber of  the  body  on  the  Becord  Book.

James  Bowen,  Esq.,  President  of  Board  of  Commissioners 
€f  Public  Charities  and  Correction  : 

Sib — ^In  submitting  to  your  Honorable  Board  the 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Institutions  under  my  charge,  per- 
mit me  to  express  the  hope  that  you  will  be  gratified  with 
the  results,  which  the  carefully  collated  statistics  for  the 
year  just  expired  have  disclosed. 

The  Chaktit  Hospital  recently  known  as  the  Island 
Hospital,  but  which  name  was  changed  in  March  last,  by 
the  action  of  your  Board,  has  continued  to  maintain  its 
reputation  as  a  most  popular  eleemosynary  institution, 
but  the  extent  of  the  benefits  that  have  been  conferred 
through  its  agency,  upon  the  destitute  sick  of  our  city,  as 
well  as  upon  the  general  interests  of  the  city  itself,  cannot 
be  estimated,  or  even  approximated  by  the  most  elaborate 
statistics.  Not  only  do  the  indigent  here  find  healing  for 
their  afflictions,  but  serving  as  a  safety-valye  for  our  teem- 
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ing  population,  here  it  is,  that  all  contagious  and  infectious 
disorders  are  sent  immediately  upon  their  developement, 
whether  it  be  from  the  house  of  the  private  citizen,  the 
public  institution,  the  hotel,  or  the  ship-board,  and  it  is 
this  fact,  which  gives  security  to  all  who  visit,  or  make 
their  home  in  the  metropolis,  citizens  and  strangers 
alike. 

During  the  past  year,  Charity  Hospital,  with  its  depen- 
dent Pavilion  and  tents,  has  received  6,598  patients.  The 
whole  number  treated  in  the  same  period  being  7,574,  as 
exhibited  in  Table  A.  This  exhibits  a  diminution  since 
the  preceeding  year  of  2,295,  in  the  whole  number  re- 
ceived, with  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  number 
treated.  The  monthly  admissions,  as  shown  in  Table  B, 
were  at  their  maximum  in  May,  while  the  minimum  was 
reached  in  October.  It  will  be  perceived  that  the  number 
of  patients  received  during  the  last  four  months  of  the 
year  is  considerably  less  than  for  the  preceding  months, 
which  is,  doubtlessly  in  part,  owing  to  the  recent 
organization  of  the  Bureau  *f or  Out  Door  Belief ;  an  In- 
stitution which  promises  to  relieve  the  Hospitals  of  a  large 
class  of  patients,  who  have  hitherto,  turned  to  them  in 
their  need.  The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year,  was 
6.94,  or  a  fraction  over  9  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number 
treated. 

Table  0,  exhibits  the  different  nativities  of  the  patient^ 
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reoeiYed  into  the  Hospital  during  the  year.  The  ratio, 
existing  between  natives  and  foreign  bom,  is  as  one  to 
three. 

Tables  D  and  E  are  simply  abstracts  from  those  pre- 
ceding, and  exhibit  the  admissions,  discharges,  and 
deaths,  in  the  Fever  Pavilion  and  Tents  during  the  year. 
There  were  588  patients  received,  and  612  treated,  against 
1,264  received,  and  1,330  treated  the  year  previous.  This 
shows  a  decrease  of  more  than  one-half.  The  number  of 
deaths  during  the  past  year  was  121,  while  during  the 
preceding  year,  there  were  157.  The  maximum  number 
€i  patients  admitted  monthly  was  in  May  and  June,  while 
the  month  of  December  exhibits  the  minimum.  The  num- 
ber of  admissions  in  October  and  November  were  in- 
creasedy  owing  to  the  fact  that  Fever  had  developed  itself 
among  the  Female  children  of  one  of  the  asylums  in  the 
CSty  of  New  York;  37  of  these  children  were  received 
within  a  few  weeks,  of  whom  but  one  died. 

Table  F  exhibits  the  daily,  monthly  and  annual  cost  of 
maintaining  each  patient  in  Charity  Hospital,  during 
the  year,  together  with  the  cost  of  each  particular 
class  of  supplies.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  compari- 
son between  the  past  and  the  preceding  year  is 
favorable.  Nothwitstanding  the  average  number  of 
patieiits  for  the  past  year  is  but  70  less  than  for  the  year 
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preceding,  the  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  and 
maintaining  the  patients  is  $21,914.76  less.  The  average 
monthly  cost  for  the  past  year  is  $7,92^  per  patient, 
while  for  the  year  previous  it  was  $9.08^  per  patient. 

The  cost  of  Medicines,  Whiskey  and  Wine,  received  at 
the  Apothecary's  shop  during  the  year,  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  was  distributed  to  the  various  Institutions  on  the 
Island,  is  exhibited  by  Tables  G,  H  and  J.  The  aggre- 
gate cost  of  these  supplies  during  the  year  was  $20,073.75, 
distributed  as  follows:  To  the  Charity  Hospital  and 
Fever  Pavilion,  $13,937.46;  to  Small  Pox  Hospital, 
$612.71;  to  the  Almshouse,  $2,186.11;  to  Workhouse, 
$1,345.03 ;  to  the  Penitentiary,  $1,992.44.  The  cost  of 
medicines  and  stimulants  dispensed  in  Charity  Hospital, 
was  a  fraction  over  $1.84  for  each  patient  treated. 

The  provision  by  your  Honorable  Board,  in  October 
last,  of  Wine,  in  lieu  of  Whiskey,  to  a  great  extent,  has 
been  productive  of  much  good,  so  far,  at  least,  as  the 
general  discipline  and  economy  of  the  Hospital  is  con- 
cerned. The  careless  manner  in  which  stimulus  was  too 
often  dispensed,  even  in  recent  times,  was  probably  less 
calculated  to  subserve  the  well-being  of  patients  than  to 
produce  unnecessary  disorder.  In  a  large  Institution  like 
this,  with  its  900  or  1,000,  inmates,  it  is  frequently  imprac- 
ticable, to  prevent  the  improper    disposition  of  spirits, 
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wlion  issaed  iEreely  from  the  dispensary,  nothwithstanding 
the  most  careful  checks  and  guards  that  may  be  thrown 
around  it. 

Table  K,  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the  consump- 
tion of  Whiskey  in  Charity  Hospital  for  corresponding 
periods  in  the  last  three  years.  The  quantity  consumed, 
and  the  average  consumption  per  patient,  has  decreased 
annually. 

Table  L,  is  a  list  of  the  officers  and  employees  of 
Charity  and  small  Pox  Hospitals,  with  the  amount  of 
annual  salary  paid  to  each. 

I  would  respectfully  urge  upon  your  Hcmorable 
Board,  the  necessity  which  exists  for  additional  ac- 
eommodations  for  fever  patients.  Notwithstanding  the 
ledoeed  number  of  cases  received  and  treated,  at  any  one 
time  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  the  preceding 
year.  The  present  building  was  found  inadequate 
to  hold  them,  and  it  was  necessary  to  bring  the  Tents 
into  use.  These  latter  are  now  old  and  worn,  and 
owing  to  the  sudden  and  severe  gales  which  frequently 
{■evafl  upon  the  Island,  are  liaUe  to  be  blown  away, 
leaving  the  inmatty  exposed  to  the  ri^fors  of  the  weather. 


Bj  the  erection  of  an    additional  Pavilion,  similar  in 

ose  to  the  one  now  in  use,  there  would  perhaps,  be 
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:soffioient  room  to  accommodate  aU  that  might  be  ie- 
ceived  mder  ordinary  circumstances. 

Early  in  the  summer  it  was  considered  by  your  Board, 
that  the  frequency  with  which  alternating  physicians 
were  attacked  with  fever,  rendered  the  appointment  of  a 
permanent  and  salaried  medical  attendant  desirable ;  an4 
in  order  not  to  subject  physicians,  by  frequent  change^ 
to  the  risk  of  infection,  it  was  determined  to  appoint  one 

who  would  make  the  disease  a  specialty ;  you,  accordingly 
selected  in  June  last,  Dr.  William  O.  Gk>uinlock,  of  the 
House  StaflF,  for  that  duty. 

The  danger,  inadequacy  and  inconvenience  of  the  late 
method  of  lighting  the  Charity  Hospital,  and  the  necessity 
for  some  safe  and  efficacious  mode  has  long  been  felt.; 
but  the  expense  that  would  have  been  incurred,  and  labor 
involved,  in  bringing  gas  from  the  city  served  as  a  draw- 
back to  all  attempts  at  improvement  until  late  in  the 
year ;  when  it  was  finally  determined  by  your  ^oard,  to 
manufacture  gas  upon  the  Island,  and  introduce  it  into 
the  Hospital.  This  determination  was  followed  by  im- 
mediate action ;  the  necessary  buildings  and  apparatus, 
were  rapidly  put  under  way,  in  a  location  contiguous  to 
the  Hospital,  and  gas  pendents  hung  throughout  the 
Institution.  It  was  hoped  that  by  the  first  day  of  the 
^ne^  year  the  work  would  be  completed,  but,  owing  to  tihe 


indemencj  of  the  weather,  operationa  haTe  been  i^e- 
tarded,  and  it  is  now  conceded  that  the  building  will  not 
be  lifted  with  gas,  until  about  the  15th  of  January. 

With  the  exception  of  the  foregoing,  there  have  been 
no  important  improvements  or  alterations  made  during 
ilie  year.  The  usual  jobbing  and  repairs  about  the 
Institution  have  been  done  by  convalescents,  or  patients 
afflicted  with  chronic  complaints.  The  better  class  of 
vliom,  as  a  general  thing,  are  well  satisfied  with  being  put 
to  some  slight  duty  which  serves  to  distract  their  minds 
from  their  ailments,  or  from  the  tediousness  of  a  lingering 
recovery. 

Smce  the  oi^anization  of  an  independent  Medical 
Board  for  Charity  Hospital  in  March  last,  the  improve- 
iiient  in  the  regularity  and  frequency  of  the  visits  of  mem- 
bers has  been  decidedly  apparent.  These  gentlemen 
eontinue  to  exercise  a  salutary  professional  supervision, 
(F?er  the  different  wards  of  the  Institution. 

During  the  month  of  December,  two  wards,  one  male 
and  one  female,  were  set  apart  and  fitted  up,  far  the 
reception  and  treatment  of  eye  diseases  exclusively.  These 
wards  are  at  present  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  H.  D. 
Koyes,  of  the  Medical  Board,  and  sinoe  their  devotion  to 
flns  purpose  have  been  filled  with  patiects. 
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The  inmates  of  this  Institution  have  had  their  religions 
wants  ministered  to    by    the   Bey.   Zetns  Searle,  Bev* 
Father  Ihiranqnet,  Bev.  Edwaj*d  Cowley,  and  Bey.  Father = 
Fetter,   all  of  which  gentlemen    haye    discharged  their 
sacred  functions  with  discretion,  zeal  and  courtesy. 

The  late  Clerk  of  Charity  Hospital,  Mr.  Thomas  a 
Brennan,  haying  been  appointed   Warden  of  Belleyue   | 
Hospital  in  September  last,  his  post,  thus  made  yacant,  '^ 
was  supplied  by  Mr.  Patrick  Campbell,  late  of  Belleyue, 
who  has  performed  the  duties  deyolying  upon  him  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

The  position  of  Engineer,  which  was  yacated  in  Aii^ust 
last,  by  the  lamented  demise  of  Mr.  John  Scully,  was 
supplied  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  John  Slattery,  who 
is,  in  eyery  respect,  competent  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
the  office. 

The  Matron  of  the  Institution,  Mrs.  Margd.ret  Dunphy, 
has  discharged  her  yarious  duties  with  attention  and 
fidelity. 

Among  the  paid  employees  of  the  Hospital,  there  haye 
been  seyeral  changes  by  reason  of  resignation  or  remoyal, 
and  two  deaths;  these  latter  were  caused  by  chronic 
complaints  which  defied  treatment. 


My  sabordmate  offieers  are  entitled  to  my  thanks  for 
flbe  hearty  good-will,  with  which  they  have  co-operated 
with  me,  in  carrying  out  your  views  and  wishes. 

To  yoo,  sir,  and  to  the  gentlemen  composing  your  Hon- 
orable Board,  for  your  generous  consideration,  and  the 
mmnJTnity  with  which  you  have  sustained  me  in  my  efforts 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  my  position  ;  and  to  enforce  the 
neeessaiy  discipline  of  the  Hospital,  I  tender  my  warm- 
est acknowledgments.  Your  daily  presence  at  the  Hos- 
pital has  been  productive  of  much  good,  as  you  have 
become  cognizant  of  its  requirements  as  they  arose,  and 
have  not  failed  to  meet  them  with  promptitude.

Sib — ^I  herewith  present  to  your  Honorable  Board,  the 
Annual  Beport  of  the  Small  Pox  Hospital,  Blackwell's 
Island,  for  the  past  year.  Although  this  Hospital  is  un- 
der the  control  of  the  Warden  of  Charity  Hospital,  it  is, 
strictly  speaking,  a  separate  and  distinct  Institution, 
and  it  is  so  considered  in  the  keeping  of  its  records  and 
accounts.  No  diseases,  save  those  of  a  variolous  charac- 
ter, are  here  received  and  treated,  and  patients  are  not 
only  received  from  the  city,  and  its  public  and  private 
Institutions,  but  also  from  emigrant  ships  detained  at 
Quarantine. 

Table  A,  herewith  appended,  is  a  general  summary  of 

the  admissions,  discharges  and  deaths  for  the  past  year,

As  compared  with  the  number  of  cases  received  daring 
1865,  the  present  report  exhibits  a  large  diminution,  only 
291  patients  having  been  received,  against  1,024  the  year 
previous,  a  decrease  of  733,  or  nearly  three-fourths.  The 
mortahty  during  the  year  reached  29,  or  a  Httle  over  9 
per  cent  of  the  whole  number  treated.  The  proportion 
of  males  and  females  received  during  the  year  is  sUghtly 
in  favor  of  the  former. 

Table  B  exhibits  the  monthly  admissions,  discharges 
and  deaths  during  the  year.  By  reference  to  this  table 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  largest  number  of  cases  received 
in  any  one  month  occvured  in  June,  while  during  the 
months  of  September  and  October,  the  Hospital  was  com- 
paratively empty.  Advantage  was  taken  of  this  circum- 
stance to  have  the  building  thoroughly  cleansed,  painted 
where  necessary,  and  put  in  good  repair. 

Table  C  exhibits  the  sex  and  nativities  of  the  patients 
received.  The  ratio  existing  between  native  and  foreign 
bom  is  less  than  one  to  three. 

Table  D  exhibits  the  number  of  patients  received  who 
were  chargeable  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration, 
whether  they  were  received  from  Quarantine,  from  the 
State  Emigrant  Befuge,  or  on  special  order  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Emigration,  and  the  European  ports  from 
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which  they  sailed.  Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  whole  num- 
ber received  were  either  emigrants  newly  arrived,  or  who 
had  been  but  a  short  time  in  the  country.  The  great 
majority  came  from  German  ports. 

Table  E  exhibits  the  daily,  monthly  and  annual  cost  of 
maintaining  each  patient  in  Hospital  Of  course,  the 
aggregate  expenses  have  been  much  less  than  for  the 
previous  year,  but  I  would  respectfully  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  average  daily  cost  for  each  patient  has 
been  but  46  cents  9^  mills,  against  61  cents  and  1  mill, 
the  year  previous. 

The  list  of  employees  in  the  Small  Pox  Hospital,  and 
amount  of  annual  salary  paid  to  each,  will  be  found 
appended  to  the  list  of  those  attached  to  Charity  Hospital. 
Instead  of  a  separate  Matron  for  this  Institution,  as 
heretofore,  the  duties  of  the  position  have  devolved,  by 
the  action  of  your  Board,  upon  the  Matron  of  Charity 
Hospital. 

Although  the  Coxswain  of  the  Small  Pox  Boat,  is  more 
particularly  attached  to  this  Hospital,  yet  his  duties  are 
general.  The  boat  is  also  used  for  the  conveyance  of 
Fever  cases,  and  is  brought  into  requisition  on  other 
special  occasions.  It  makes  a  regular  morning  and  after- 
noon trip  to  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  its  oarsmen  are  com- 
posed of  convalescents.

The  Medical  Board  of  Charitj  Hospital,  extends  its 
professional  care  to  this  Institution,  but  it  has  no  per- 
manent Medical  attendant.  The  House  Staff  of  Charity 
Hospital,  alternately  assume  charge  of  the  Small  Pox 
patients  at  stated  periods.

For  a  complete  history  of  the  Asiatic  Cholera,  as  it 
appeared  upon  felackwell's  Island  during  the  «last  sum- 
mer, we  refer  you  to  the  Special  Beport  (Appendix  H) 
made  under  direction  of  the  Medical  Board  by  Leroy 
M.  Tale,  M.  D.  Dr.  Tale,  was  one  of  the  House  Surgeons, 
at  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  the  cholera,  and  continued 
on  duty  until  its  termination. 

By  your  permission  he  was  relieved  from  his  regular 
duties  before  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service,  in 
order  that  he  might  devote  himself  exclusively  to  this 
special  duty. 

The  report  has  been  drawn  up  with  exceeding  care, 
and  with  so  much  minuteness,  as  to  render  it  one  of  the 
most  valuable  records  of  epidemic  cholera,  which  has 
yet  been  made. 

It  is  proper,  moreover,  to  state  that  a  large  portion 
of  the  labor  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  has  been 
performed  by  Dr.  Tale  since  his  term  of  service  expired ; 
for  which  gratuitous  labor  the  Board  desires  to  express 
publicly  its  thanks. 

The  Medical  Board   has  noticed  everywhere  on  the 
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Island  on  the  part  of  all  the  officers  in  charge,  an 
earnest  desire  to  perform  their  duties  faithfully ;  but  we 
deem  it  our  duty  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  14  House  Surgeons  and  Physicians 
devoted  themselves  and  exposed  their  lives  in  the  care 
of  those  who  suffered  from  cholera. 

These  are  all  highly  accomplished  Medical  men ;  who 
have  performed  these  services  without  compensation, 
except  that  they  have  received  their  board  and  lodging. 
Not  one  of  them  has  for  an  hour  deserted  his  post; 
not  one  of  them  has  seemed  even  to  hesitate  when 
asked  to  take  the  places  of  most  danger.  We  are 
thankful  that  none  of  them  have  died. 

We  desire  to  express  our  acknowledgments  to  your 
Honorable  Board  of  Commissioners,  for  the  confidence 
which  you  have  constantly  reposed  in  us,  and  especially 
for  the  liberal  powers  which  you  delegated  to  us  during 
the  recent  epidemic;  and  for  the  material  aid  which 
you  have  rendered  us  by  your  own  incessant  vigilance, 
and  by  your  daily  visits  to  the  various  Institutions  on 
the  Island. 

We  congratulate  you  moreover,  that  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  Institution  is  now  as  perfect,  as  it  was 
at  any  time  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  epidemic, 
and  probably  as  perfect  as  in  any  similar  Instituion  in 
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the  world.  It  is  confidently  believed  also,  that  the  new 
system  of  Departments  inaugurated  with  the  enlarged 
Visiting  and  House  Sta£f,  will  contribute  much  to  the 
future  welfare  of  the  sick  and  secure  more  ample  re- 
turns to  medical  science.

In  accordance  with  the  universal  experience,  it  is 
among  the  first  class,  the  Foundlings,  that  the  death-rate 
is  incomparably  higher.  Many  causes  co-operate  to  pro- 
duce this  result. 

First,  may  be  instanced,  the  deprivation  of  the  natural 
food  of  all  infants — ^the  mother's  milk. 

2d.  Exposure  to  cold  and  deprivation  of  all  food; 
sometimes  for    many  hours,  which  may  elapse  before 


these  deserted  infants  are  found  by  the  Police  and 
brought  to  the  office  of  the  Oommissioners  at  No.  1 
Bond  Street. 

3d.  Many  of  them,  and  especially  those  taken  by 
magisterial  authority  from  the  custody  of  dissolute 
parents,  bear  indelible  traces  of  hereditary  diseases,  and 
are  usually  the  victims  of  the  neglect  which  has  been 
their  fate  previous  to  their  admission  to  this  Depart- 
ment. 

Provision  is  made  by  the  Commissioners,  at  their 
office,  to  attend  immediately  to  the  wants  of  Foundlings, 
a  nurse  being  constantly  there  with  a  supply  of  clothing 
and  food. 

In  former  years  it  has  been  generally  the  feeling,  per- 
vading all  classes  of  the  community,  that,  to  these 
wai&  of  society,  death  is  a  happy  result.  It  is  gratifying 
now  to  observe  that  a  view  more  creditable  to  humanity 
is  being  adopted,  and  that  many  changes  have  been 
inaugurated  with  a  view  to  reduce  the  previous  fearful 
mortahty. 

I  think  proper  here  to  say  that  this  result  is  to  be 
expected  not  from  any  Medical  treatment  strictly,  but 
from  a  modification  and  amelioration  of  the  condition  of 
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food  and  deuilmeGB;  which  are  of  sodi  imittense 
importaiiee  to  the  wd&re  of  these  little  patients.  The 
Ccmmusskmeis  hare  adopted  a  system  of  diet«  more  in 
accordance  with  known  Phjsiolc^eal  laws  than  that 
which  had  been  preTionslT  followed.  The  attempt  has 
been  made  to  follow  the  indications  of  nature,  and  to 
pfroride  to  the  yonng  in&nts  a  food  approximating  as 
nearir  as  possiUe  the  human  milh. 

All  fannacions  articles  of  food  hare  been  abolished, 
except  those  whose  age  and  development  prove  their 
abilitr  to  digest  them.  The  period  of  the  eruption  of 
the  teeth  coinciding  with  the  development  of  the  salivary 
glands  and  the  pancreas,  the  presence  or  absence  of 
teeth  together  with  the  age,  is  made  to  decide  upon  the 
the  propriety  of  administering  vegetable  food. 

Regular  hours  have  been  fixed  for  the  administration 
of  food,  the  intervals  in  eases  of  infants  under  three 
months  being  two  hours.  The  subjects  of  cleanliness 
and  temperature  have  not  been  neglected.  The  facilities 
for  washing  the  children  not  having  been  sufficient,  the 
number  of  bathing  tubs,  and  the  supply  of  towels  have 
been  increased.  Thermometers  have  been  placed  in 
each  one  of  the  Nursery  Wards,  and  directions  given 
to  maintain  a  constant  temperature  of  66^  Fah. 
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The  drying  of  urinous  napkins  and  diapers  has  been 
prohibted,  and  such  articles  sent  to  the  wash  house. 

But  although  this  much  has  been  done  in  the  way 
of  improvement,  the  Alms  House  is,  and  always  must 
remain  an  unsuitable  place  for  the  rearing  of  Infants. 
The  Department  of  Children  as  the  above  table  in- 
dicates is  a  large  one,  and  to  be  advantageously  managed 
should  be  entirely  independent. 

It  may  not  be  here  out  of  place  to  give  for  purposes 
of  comparison,  some  of  the  statistics  of  Foreign  Hospitals 
for  Foundlings.

In  concluding  this  Beport,  I  make  no  apology  for  its 
incompleteness  in  regard  to  the  causes  of  death,  or  of 
the  diseases;  no  very  accurate  record  has  been  kept 
of  them,  and  it  is  impossible  to  prepare  from  the  imper- 
fect data  to  be  found,  a  table  having  any  statistical 
Talue.     However,  it  is  app^urent  to  any  one  who  is  at 

all  familar  with  this  Department,  that  the  immense 
majority  of  deaths  are  occasioned  by  defective  assimu- 
lation,  and  such  diseases  as  acknowledge  this,  as  their 
prime  cause. 

I  am  indebted  for  material  aid  in  examining  the 
books  of  the  Ahns  House  Department  to  the  Warden, 
Mr.  Owens,  to  whom  I  return  thanks.

Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Inspection  of  Medical 
Board  of  Charity  Hospital : — 

Deab  Sib — In  accordance  with  directions  given  me,  by 
you,  "  to  receive  from  the  several  departments  the  various 
cholera  reports,  to  be  verified  and  consolidated,"  the  fol- 
lowing report  has  been  prepared,  and  is  respectfully 
submitted. 

The  reports  received  are  as  follows  : — 

For  the  General  Hospital,  Penitentiary  and  Ward's  Island 
— From  Dr.  Joseph  O'Dwyer,  Sanitary  Superintendent 
General  Hospital. 

For  the  Almshouse — From  Dr.  Lyman  Ware,  in  charge. 
For  the  Workhonse — ^From  Dr.  Richard  L.    Sykes,   in 
charge. 

For  the  LunaJtic  Asylum — From  Dr.  R.  L.  Parsons,  Resi- 
dent Physician. 
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In  discussing  the  epidemic,  the  following  order  may  be 
advantageously  adopted : 

1^.  What  was  its  clinical  history,  and  what  were  the 
post-mortem  appearances? 

2d.  Where  was  its  point  of  origin,  and  what  its  course 
of  spread  ? 

3d.  What  circumstances  existed  which  might  act  aa 
accessory  causes  for  its  initiation,  or  continuance? 

-    Uh.  What  hygienic  measures  were  adopted  for  ite  sup- 
pression, and  ^^  what  success? 

5th.  Therapeusis. 

First. — (a.)  The  clinical  history  of  this  epidemic  need 
not  be  dwelt  upon  at  any  length,  since,  as  far  as  ob- 
served, it  differed  in  no  material  point  from  that  of  other 
epidemics  with  which  every  one  is  famiUar.  Enough, 
however,  of  its  characters  may  be  mentioned  to  establish 
it  as  truly  epidemic  cholera. 

First,  in  a  large  proportion  of  cases — ^precisely  what 
proportion  cannot  now  be  ascertained,  but  certainly  a 
majority— "  premonitory  diarrhoea"  existed.  This  diar- 
rhoea varied  in  its  duration  from  a  few  hours  to  a  few 
days.    Very  often  it  was  neglected  partially  or  wholly,  as 
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of  no  importance ;  or,  later  in  the  epidemic,  concealed  by 
the  sick  for  fear  of  being  sent  to  the  cholera  ward  if 
discovered. 

Succeeding  to  this  "premonitory  diarrhoea"  were  the 
dejections  commonly  known  as  ''rice-water;"  together 
with  copious  vomiting  of  a  watery  fluid.  The  "rice-water" 
discharges  were  stained  of  a  variety  of  colors,  sometimes 
of  muddy  hue,  at  others  greenish,  bluish,  red  or  black ; 
while  again  they  remained  nearly  as  colorless  as  pure 
water,  or  a  pale  amber  like  serum  of  the  blood.  The 
thirst  was  excessive,  or  even  quite  insatiable ;  the  drink 
almost  inmiediately  rejected.  Muscular  cramps  generally 
occurred  quite  early ;  usually  confined  to  (1st)  the  exten- 
sor, and  (2d)  flexor  muscules  of  the  leg  and  foot ;  occa- 
sionally appearing  in  the  abductors  of  the  thigh ;  very 
rarely  in  the  abdomen,  or  upper  extremities,  or  face. 

Upon  these  symptons,  in  the  unfavorable  cases — ^which, 
unfortunately,  were  the  large  majority — those  of  coUapse 
speedily  supervened :  namely,  marked  interference  with 
the  circulation,  shown  by  the  pulse,  rapid,  and  often 
tmrecognizable  at  the  wrist ;  by  the  coldness  and  lividity 
of  the  lips,  tongue,  and  surface  the  patient  meanwhile 
complaining  of  insufferable  heat ;  in  addition,  the  shriv- 
elled, inelastic  skin,  the  sunken  eye,  with  its  injected  con- 
junctiva, the  pinched  features,  and  the  peculiar,  almost

pathognamonio  vox  chUerica.  The  combination  of  these 
symptoms — the  stage  of  collapse  namely — ^usually  heralded 
a  speedy  death.  For,  of  the  twenty-five  per  cent,  that  re- 
covered, quite  a  large  part  had  not  passed  into  the  stage 
of  collapse. 

Very  few,  if  any,  cases  presented  the  symptoms  usually 
described  as  constituting  the  stage  of  reaction.  Of  those 
who  escaped  collapse,  some  recovered  speedily  so  as  to 
be  able,  in  a  day  or  two,  to  attend  to  their  usual  duties, 
or  to  nurse  the  sick ;  while  others  of  these,  together  with 
those  to  whom  the  stage  of  collapse  did  not  prove  imme- 
diately fatal,  remained  in  a  state  either  typhoid  or  of 
great  debility,  with  such  irritability  of  stomach  as  to  pre- 
vent the  retention  oif  food.  A  large  proportion  of  these 
died,  the  remainder  convalesced  more  or  less  slowly, 
some  not  having  recovered  their  usual  health  after  the 
lapse  of  two  months. 

The  usual  clearness  of  intellect  continued  throughout 
tiie  attacks  in  nearly  every  instance. 

The  average  duration  of  attack  at  Asylum  is  stated  as 
fifty-six  hours.  For  the  other  institutions  it  is  not  defin- 
itely stated,  but  would, probably  be  not  longer  than  forty- 
eight  hours. 
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The  peculiar  posir-mortem  muscular  con^actions  were 
often  noticed. 

« 
(6.)  The  post-mortem  appearances  Are  described  in  the 

following  letter  from  Dr.  J.  Lewis  Smith  : 

"  Dear  Doctor. — ^Tour  note  requesting  me  to  furnish 
yon  any  interesting  or  useful  facts  which  I  may  have 
obaenred  in  reference  to  the  recent  epidemic  of  cholera 
on  Blackwell's  Island,  has  been  received.  I  do  not  know 
that  I  can  send  you  any  particulars  with  which  you  are 
not  already  familiar,  except  the  post-mortem  appearances. 
I>aring  the  epidemic,  I  made,  or  witnessed,  about  twenty 
autopsies  of  cholera  cases,  most  of  which  were  on  the 
island,  but  a  few  in  Bellevue  Hospital  (a  littie  more  than 
twenty  in  all,  according  to  my  recollection,  for  I  preserved 
no  records),  and  I  will  state  briefly  the  appearance  and 
oondition  of  the  fluids  and  viscera  so  far  as  I  examined 
tiiem. 

"  The  Uood  was  in  all  cases  very  thick  and  dark,  like 

treacle.     Its  specific  gravity  was  never  less  than  1058, 

and  was  ordinarily  between  this  and  1065.    Unfortunately, 

the  urinometer  which  I  used  was  not  graduated  so  as  to 

indicate  the  specific  gravity  in  the  cases  in  which  the 

blood  was  thickest ;  but  I  think  it  did  not  exceed  1070  in 

any  of  those  examined.    Clots,  usually  dark,  were  found 

15 
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in  the  cavitiecr  of  the  heart;  and  the  blood,  which  I 
examined  with  the  microscope,  was  always  taken  from 
this  organ,  kept  in  a  closely-corked  bottle,  and  examined 
soon  afterwards. 

"  I  did  not  notice,  as  a  rule,  any  relative  increase  in  the 
number  of  white  corpuscles,  as  stated  by  Virchow.  The 
largest  proportion  which  I  observed  was  one  white  cor- 
puscle to  from  thirty  to  forty  blood  discs,  while  ordinarily 
the  proportion  was  much  less.  The  discs  were  usuaJly 
aggregated  so  as  to  slowly  move  in  masses  across  the 
field  of  the  microscope,  when  considerable  inclination  was 
given  to  the  sHde.  The  white  corpuscles,  on  the  other 
hand,  were  usually  single ;  in  one  or  two  instances,  I 
foimd  these  bodies  aggregated,  but  then,  I  concluded,  I 
was  examining  fragments  of  clots  from  the  ventricle. 

"The  shape  of  the  blood  discs  was  very  irregular. 
Some  were  serrated,  others  apparently  compressed,  and 
others,  still,  of  natural  form.  I  beheve  the  size  of  all  was 
somewhat  diminished  from  exosmosis.  In  one  case  I 
found  blood  crystab  (hsematoidine)  mixed  with  the  discs, 
although  not  numerous.  From  the  deficiency  of  serum, 
and  aggregation  of  the  blood  discs,  the  state  of  the  blood 
was  such  that  it  must  have  been  very  much  obstructed 
in  the  capillaries;  the  aggregate  amount  of  blood  was 
also  much  diminished. 
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'*  In  all  the  exami]Qatioiis  on  the  Island  we  found  a  large 
amount  of  Uquid  in  the  stomach  and  intestines ;  and  I 
believe  the  same  was  true  in  Bellevue  Hospital.  This  is 
an  important  fact,  since  some  recent  writers  have  at- 
tempted to  show  that  death  in  this  disease  does  not  occur 
from  the  loss  of  the  Uquid  portion  of  the  blood,  reasoning 
from  the  fact  that  some  die  without  a  sufficient  number  of 
evacuations  to  diminish  materiallj  the  amount  of  liquor 
sanguinis.  The  quantity  of  liquid  observed  in  the  stom- 
ach and  intestines  in  the  cases  which  we  examined, 
afforded  sufficient  proof  that  the  blood  may  lose  a  con- 
siderable part  of  its  serum  while  the  evacuations  are 
scanty. 

"This  Uquid  sometimes  had  the  appearance  of  rice- 
water,  sometimes  a  dirtier  color,  like  dish-water,  and 
flometimes  it  was  tinged  by  the  coloring  matter  of  the 
blood.  In  no  case — certainly  in  no  recent  case — ^was  it 
at  all  fsecal ;  it  had  the  pecuUar  musty  odor  which  char- 
acterizes the  evacuations  in  this  disease. 

"  In  a  few  instances  I  made  microscopic  examination 
of  the  fluid  in  the  small  intestines.  The  flocuU  seemed 
to  consist  largely  of  epitheUa,  more  or  less  disintegrated. 
I  also  observed,  occasionally,  blood  crystals,  and  other 
crystals  which  I  supposed  to  be  Ijipse  of  the  salts  con-

tained  in  the  blood,  and  which  had  escaped  from  tiie 

vessels  with  the  serum. 

"  The  peritoneum  sometimes  seemed  more  dry  than  in 
the  healthy  state ;  but,  in  other  cases,  there  was  no 
notable  alteration  in  the  membrane. 

"The  intestines^  viewed  externally  through  the  perito- 
neum, presented  an  injected  appearance,^more  so  than  I 
have  seen  in  any  other  diisease.  This  injection  was  usually 
more  marked  in  the  smiOl  intestine  than  in  the  stomach 
or  colon  ;  and  frequently  it  was  abo  observed  in  the  mes- 
entery.   The  gastro-intestinal  mucous  membrane,  in  all 

cases,  unless  one,  was  highly  injected.     This  appearance 
was  sometimes  observed  in  every  division  of  the  digestive 

tube  below  the  cardiac  orifice  of  the  stomach.    It  was 

always  present,  unless  in  the  excepted  case,  in  the  small 

intestine,   and   ordinarily  present  in  the  colon  ;   while, 

though  conunon,  in  the  stomach,  it  was  oftener  absent 

here  than  elsewhere.    Whenever  absent  (the  injection)  the 

mucous    membrane    usually  presented   a   pale,    sodden 

and  thickened  appearance,  as  if  from  maceration.     In 

recent  cases,  the  color  of   the  injected  surface  was  a 

bright  red ;  and  this  fact  we  considered  an  argument  in 

favor  of  its  inflammatory  rather  than  simply  congestive 

character.     Moreover,  in  simple  congestion,  we  woidd 
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expect  more  continnous  yascularity  than  was  observed  in 
many  of  these  cases. 

'VSometimes,  but  not  in  all  cases,  the  solitary  follicles 
and  Peyer's  patches  were  considerably  elevated  and 
enlarged,  but  in  no  examination  were  they  found  ulce- 
rated. 

"The  bladder  was  uniformly  nearly,  or  quite,  empty. 
Scantiness,  or  even  absence  of  urine  was  observed  in  the 
cases  treated  on  Blackwell's  Island,  as  it  has  been  else- 
where. In  one  case  in  this  city,  occurring  in  private 
practice,  the  patient  lived  five  days  without  voiding  any 
urine  during  that  time.  It  seems  now  well-established 
that  retention  of  urine  is  a  frequent  cause  of  death  in 
cholera  cases.  The  arrest  of  the  urinary  secretion  is 
readily  explained  by  the  diminished  fluidity  of  the  blood. 

''The  lungs  and  soUd  organs  presented  no  unusual 
appearance,  except  such  as  was  due  to  the  dark  color, 
and  the  altered  consistence  of  the  blood ;  unless  in  one 
'  case,  examined  about  twelve  hours  after  death,  in  which 
we  found  one  or  two  bubbles  in  a  cerebral  vein,  and  in 
regard  to  which  the  question  arose  whether  it  was  not 
carbonic  acid,  since  the  quantity  of  this  gas  is,  doubtless, 
greatly  in  excess  in  those  who  die  of  cholera.

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Second, — Its  point  of  origin  and  course  qf  spread. 
It  will  be  proper  to  mention  here  three  cases,  which, 
before  the  cholera  had  assumed  an  epidemic  form,  bad 
occurred,  apparently  sporadically,  at  the  Charity  HospitaL 

These  were : 

Ist,  John  McOowany  who  had  been  for  six  weeks  under 
treatment  for  ulcer  in  Male  Ward  8,  was  seized,  on  the 
9th  day  of  July,  with  cholera,  the  discharges  being  quite 
characteristic.  The  patient  recovered.  The  only  pre- 
disposing cause  that  could  be  suggested  in  his  case,  was 
that  he  had  been  for  nearly  a  year  troubled  with  at- 
tacks of  diarrhoea ;  and  that  one  of  these,  of  a  week 
or  ten  days  duration,  had  immediately  preceded  that  of 
the  cholera.  During  the  whole  season  no  other  cases 
appeared  in  this  Ward 

2d.  Eleven  days  later,  on  the  20th  of  July,  James 
Hdfton,  a  deck  Hand  on  the  steamer  "  Bellevue,"  and  who 
had  been  suffering  for  some  days  from  some  form  of 
bowel  complaint,  was  brought  from  the  dock  to  Ward  5, 
in  a  state  of  collapse,  and  died  the  next  morning  at  five 
o'clock.  As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  he  had  had  no 
connection  with  any  other  case  of  cholera,  or  cadaver 
dead  of  that  disease. 

M.    July    22d,   the    day   following    Hatton's    death, 
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TTumuia  Conroyy  while  employed  as  nurse  to  a  surgical 
patient,  in  a  tent  midway  between  the  fever  and  small- 
pox hospitals,  was  seized  with  cholera  and  recovered. 
He  is  not  known  to  have  had  any  connection  with  either 
of  the  previous  cases,  or  with  the  body  of  Hatton. 

This  last  case  occurred  upon  the  same  day  as  the  first 
lit  the  Work  House,  but  cholera  now  disappeared  from 
the  Hospital  for  nine  or  tei^days,  when  it  was  reached  by 
the  epidemic  in  its  spread. 

Disregarding,  then,  these  three  cases,  the  first  case 
known  to  be  cholera,  and  patently  connected  with  the 
epidemic,  occurred  in  the  female  (northern)  wing  of  the 
Work  House,  on  the  night  of  the  22d  of  July,  in  the 
person  of  Fanny  LitUe^  terminating  fatally  in  about 
twelve  hours. 

The  following  day  a  case,  fatal  in  three  hours,  oc- 
curred in  Pavilion  "B"  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  the  pa- 
tient, Maria  Traey,  having  been,  tiU  within  a  day  or 
two,  an  inmate  of  the  "  Retreat"  of  the  Asylum.  On  the 
25th,  another  appeared  in  the  main  building  of  the 
Asylum  ;  on  the  26th,  another  in  the  same  locality,  with 
a  second  in  Pavilion  "B,"  and  two  in  the  "Retreat." 
On  the  midnight  of  the  26th  and  27th,  the  cholera  re- 
appeared at  the  Work  House  with  great  violence,  six- 


teen  cases  becoming  developed  before  the  eTpiration  of 
twenty-fonr  bourn. 

Tbe  relation  of  tbese  buildings  will  be  tmderstood  by ' 
referring  to  tbe  accompanying  map,  which  is  a  copy  of  a 
very  acetate  one  prepared  by  my  friend  Dr.  Fredrick  A. 
Castle,  of  the  Charity  Hospital  Staff.  It  will  be  seen  that 
tbe  "  Retreat"  (4)  is  quite  close  to  the  Work  Honse  (6). 
The  main  building  of  the  As^um  is  marked  (1),  the  Lodge, 
(2),  the  Pavilions  are  lettered. 

From  the  27th  it  raged  at  the  Work  House,  and  Enmul- 
taueously,  but  less  severely,  at  the  Asylum.  The  majority 
of  cases,  at  first,  being  in  the  northern  wing  in  the  former 
institation,  and  in  the  "  Betreat"  in  the  latter,  though 
none  of  the  various  buildings  escaped. 

The  spread  of  the  cholera  from  the  femaJe  to  the  male 
wing  of  the  Work  House,  was  not  rapid,  as  the  following 
table  will  show : — 
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On  the  30ihy  the  first  case  at  the  Alma  House  appeared 
in  the  female  Pavilion  (numbered  9  on  the  map),  which  is 
at  quite  a  distance  from  the  Work  House ;  the  buildings 
connected  with  the  male  Alms  House  having  been  quite 
passed  over.  In  this  female  Pavilion  four  were  seized  on 
the  30th,  nine  on  the  31st,  with  a  single  case  in  the  male 
building.  On  the  following  day  one  case  occurred  in  the 
female  building.  For  a  few  days  cases  still  were  quite 
frequent  in  the  Pavilion,  but  afterward  chiefly  were 
among  the  women  in  the  female  building. 

In  addition  to  this  there  was  a  remarkable  mortality 
among  the  children  at  the  female  Alms  House  during  the 
prevalence  of  the  cholera..  These  are  not  included  in  the 
lists  of  cases,  but  Dr.  J.  Lewis  Smith,  Visiting  Physician 
to  the  Charity  Hospital,  assures  me  that  he  is  satisfied 
from  the  post-mortem  appearances,  that  many  of  these 
children  died  of  epidemic  cholera  rather  than  from  the 
entero-colitis,  and  kindred  diseases,  usually  prevalent 
among  them.  The  testimony  of  the  house  physician, 
Dr.  D.  W.  Searles,  is  to  the  same  effect.  The  relative 
mortality  during  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera  and  the 
weeks  preceding,  as  well  as  during  the  corresponding 
months  of  1865,  is  shown  in  Appendix  F. 

The  cholera  had  appeared  at  the  Penitentiary  on  the 

same  day  as  at  the  Alms  House,  the  30th  of  July ;  but  here 
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It  prevailed  but  slightly,  only  nineteen  (19)  cases,  with 
seven  (7)  deaths,  being  reported  in  all. 

Its  re-appearance  at  the  Charity  Hospital  was  on  the 
31st  of  July,  in  the  person  of  Ann  Swift,  who  had  that  day 
been  transferred  from  the  Work  House,  where  she  had,  for 
several  days,  been  in  the  cholera  ward,  but  with  no  mani- 
festations of  choleraic  symptoms.  On  the  3d  of  August, 
Eliza  Cowan,  with  two  or  three  others,  who  had  been  under 
treatment  for  cholera  at  the  Work  House,  was  transferred 
to  the  Hospital  as  convalescent.  Cowan  died  on  the  5th, 
btit  in  the  meantime,  on  the  3d,  4th,  and  5th,  quite  a 
number  of  cases  had  been  developed ;  on  the  last  named 
day  one  case  occurring  at  the  Small-pox  Hospital.  The 
epidemic  had  thus  reached  from  one  extremity  of  the 
island  to  the  other. 

The  returns  of  cases,  with  date  of  attack  and  death, 
number  of  recoveries,  etc.,  at  the  Asylum,  Workhouse, 
Almshouse,  Penitentiary,  and  Charity  Hospital  will  be 
found  respectively  in  Appendixes  A,  B,  C,  D  and  E. 

Before  leaving  the  topography  of  this  epidemic,  it  is 
proper  to  mention  a  small  number  of  cases  occurring 
among  Workhouse  and  Almshouse  inmates  employed 
upon  Ward's  Island.  The  first  case  was  on  July  27th, 
the  last  August  3rd,.on  which  day,  I  think,  all  Workhouse 
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people  were  sent  back.    For  the  list  of  these  cases  see 
Appendix  G. 

Third. —  What  ctrcumstanoes  existed  which  might  have 
aded  as  accessory  camesfor  its  initiation  or  continuaryce  ? 

The  importance  of  this  head,  the  great  difficulty  of  de- 
temining  causes,  the  great  danger  of  adopting  the  ar- 
gument post  hoc  ergo  propter  hoc,  demand  that  aU  the  facts 
and  circumstances  discovered,  however  trival,  which  may 
seem  in  any  way  to  be  influential,  should  be  stated  as 
accurately  as  possible.  On  this  account  some  prolixity 
of  detail  may  be  pardoned. 

First  to  be  mentioned  are  some  circumstances  which 
would  be  likely  to  affect  the  island  at  large. 

During  the  first  half  of  July  the  heat  was  excessive. 
Whatever  be  the  nature  of  the  cholera  poison,  it  is 
generally  admitted  that  such  weather  is  very  favorable  to 
its  development. 

Nearly,  or  quite,  coincident  with  this  "  heated  term" 
occurred  two  accidents  calculated  to  exercise  a  general 
influence — 1st,  the  repeated,  imavoidable  breaking  of  one 
of  the  main  pipes  across  the  East  river  diminished  very 
materially  the  supply  of  water  to  the  island,  and  in  some 
de^e  interfered  with  the  usual  washings,  cleansings, 
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and  purifications; — 2d,  owing  either  to  the  flour  nsed,  or 
the  influence  of  the  heat  upon  the  yeast,  the  bread  was  of 
a  qnaUty  far  inferior  to  that  generaUy  issued,  being  sour 
and  doughy.  This  bread  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to 
the  diet  table  (Appendix  H.)  forms  quite  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  food  of  the  inmates,  especially  at  the  Alms 
House. 

Simxdtaneously,  whether  consequently  or  not,  with 
this  interference  with  the  diet,  diarrhoea  prevailed 
throughout  the  island.  At  the  Charity  Hospital  I  can- 
not learn  that  the  frequency  of  intestinal  disorders, 
though  considerable,  was  greater  than  is  usual  in  the 
summer  season.  At  the  other  institutions,  however,  they 
were  more  prevalent ;  at  the  Asylum,  gradually  increas- 
ing till  the  cholera  appeared ;  at  the  Work  House  and 
Penitentiary  being  sufficiently  conmion  to  cause  the 
appropriate  medicines  to  be  kept  in  several  places  in 
the  institution  for  the  convenience  of  the  patients.  At 
the  Male  Alms  House  a  similar  state  of  affairs  ob- 
tained. Probably  the  greatest  prevalence  was  at  the 
Female  Alms  House.  Here,  on  the  11th  of  July — exclud- 
ing the  wards  for  foundlings  (40  and  41),  where  bowel 
complaints  are  universal-^ne  hundred  and  sixty-two 
cases  of  diarrhoea  were  prescribed  for,  by  Dr.  Castle, 
abo^t  one  half  of  the  number  being  adxdts,  and  the  re- 
mainder children. 
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It  cannot  be  ascertained,  nor,  indeed,  is  there  any 
special  reason  to  suppose,  that  this  prevalent  diarrhoea 
was  choleraic  in  its  character.  Nevertheless,  its  mention 
is  of  value,  as  showing  that  for  some  reason  a  tendency 
to  intestinal  troubles  existed,  which  with  the  aid  of  the 
specific  cause  coxdd  easily  develop  an  epidemic  of  great 
severity. 

The  Local  Causes  next  deserve  attention. 

The  point  of  origin  of  the  epidemic,  and  the  fact  that 
its  greatest  severity  during  the  first  week  was  at  the 
"Eetreat,"  and  the  female  wing  of  the  Workhouse,  the 
proximity  of  which  buildings  has  already  been  noticed, 
suggest  the  idea  of  some  endemic  cause.  By  referring 
to  the  elevation  given  with  the  map,  it  will  be  seen  that 
both  of  these  buildings  occupy  considerably  lower  ground 
than  the  Lodge  above  the  Almshouse  below. 

Moreover,  within  the  Asylum  grounds,  about  equidis- 
tant from  the  Lodge  and  the  Betreat,  a  pond  has  formed 
in  the  excavation  of  an  old  quarry.  This  pond,  though 
in  it  had  collected  sufficient  soil  for  the  rooting  of  bul- 
rushes, and  in  summer,  had,  about  the  margin,  a  small 
quantity  of  green  surface  vegetation,  did  not  appear  to  be 
stagnant,  it  being  supplied  by  a  spring,  and  the  overflow 
escaping  by  a  waste-way.  The  water  of  the  pond  is 
slightly  impure,  but  gave  rise  to  no  foul  order. 
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These  causes,  however,  seem  inefficient.  For,  had  the 
source  of  the  epidemic  been  paludal  we  should  hardly 
expect  to  find  severe  visitation  and  comparative  exemp- 
tion  side  by  side,  as,  during  the  first  week,  at  the  Work 
House,  though  nothing  existed  to  prevent  the  free  circu- 
lation of  any  miasm  from  wing  to  wing. 

The  fact  of  the  almost  unprecedented  severity  of  the 
epidemic  at  the  Work  House — about  one  fifth  of  the  in- 
mates dying  of  the  disease — ^forces  upon  us  the  suppo- 
sition of  some  special  causes  here ;  and  this  hypothesis 
gains  probability  from  the  following  fact : — 

Somewhere  between  the  twentieth  of  June  and  the 
fourth  of  July  (the  exact  date  has,  unfortunately,  been 
lost),  an  epidemic  of  cholera  morbus  appeared  in  the 
female  wing  of  the  Work  House.  Twenty  to  twenty-five 
cases  occurred  in  the  first  night  and  day,  and  about  the 
same  number  the  second,  and  a  few  on  the  third.  The 
male  wing  was  exempt  till  the  third  day,  when  four  or  five 
cases  occurred ;  the  whole  number  of  cases  being  about 
sixty. 

At  the  time  I  sought  for  a  cause  for  this  difference  be- 
tween the  two  wings — in  the  diet,  but  (though  I  found  in 
the  list  several  things  calculated  to  produce  intestinal  de- 
rangement) this  was  identical  on  both  sides  of  the  house 
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—in  the  lodgings,  but  this  was  practicaUy  the  same.  If  in 
the  physical  status  there  was  any  difference,  the  advan- 
tage was  on  the  side  of  the  females.  The  cause,  then,  was 
finally  set  down  as  some  endemic,  but  unknown,  in- 
fluence. 

During  the  three  or  four  weeks  that  intervened  between 
this  epidemic  and  that  of  cholera,  diarrhoea  continued 
with  an  occasional  attack  of  cholera  morbus,  the  type  in 
some  of  the  latter  cases  being  quite  severe,  and,  though 
unrecognized,  may  have  been  the  initial  cases  of  cholera. 

It  wiU  be  profitable,  then,  to  inquire  what  were  the 
hygienic  conditions  of  the  Work  House,  and  especially 
how  these  differed  in  the  two  wings. 
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The  diagram  above  gives  the  general  plan  of  the  Work 
House.  The  centre  building  "  A"  is  chiefly  occupied  as 
officers  quarters,  kitchen,  &c.  From  the  northern  and 
southern  sides  of  the  scullery  "  B  "  extend  long  halls,  291 
feet  in  length  by  24  feet  in  width.  To  these  air  and  heat 
are  furnished  through  a  row  of  gratings,  4  feet  by  4,  run- 
ning down  the  centre  of  the  hall  floor.    Beneath  these 
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gratings  is  a  trench  5  or  6  feet  wide  by  about  4  feet 
deep,  containing  steam  pipes  for  heating.  There  is  no 
proper  cellar  under  the  Work  House,  except  the  scullery 
and  the  extreme  ends  of  the  halls.  The  female  (northern) 
hall  "  C "  extends  quite  to  the  roof,  its  height  being  45 
feet,  and  is  ventilated  by  skyUghts  and  a  row  of  windows 
on  either  side  of  the  clear-story.  On  the  male  side  the 
clear-story  is  occupied  by  work  shops,  thus  reducing  the 
height  to  32  feet — the  ventilation  being  by  skylights  alone. 
On  either  side  of  these  halls  are  three  tiers  of  cells.  On 
the  female  side  there  are  25  cells  in  a  tier  (150  in  all). 
Each  cell  is  16  feet  long,  8  feet  wide,  11  feet  high,  having 
a  latticed  window  about  five  feet  high  by  two  and  a  half 
wide,  famished  with  two  movable  glazed  sashes.  The 
upper  half  of  the  doors  of  the  cells  is  also  latticed,  thus 
admitting  air  from  the  large  hall.  These  cells  are  in- 
tended to  accommodate  four  persons  each.  On  the  male 
side  the  cells  on  the  ground  floor  are  of  similar  construc- 
tion to  those  above  described,  but  on  the  second  floor 
they  are  large  enough  to  contain  sixteen  persons,  and 
upon  the  third  floor  twenty-four;  the  number  of  win- 
dows is  proportionate  to  the  size,  but  there  is  but  one 
door. 

Across  the  extremities  of  the  halls  are  placed,  in  the 
manner  of  transepts,  wings,  132  feet  by  26  feet.  These 
contain  no  cells,  but  are  occupied  for  offices,  dining- 
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rooms,  officers'  lodgings,  laundry  and  workshops,  which 
lasty  in  the  third  and  fourth  stories,  were  converted, 
daring  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera,  into  wards. 

This  description  of  the  building  will  suffice.  As  regards 
the  habits  and  occupation  of  the  inmates,  and  the  differ- 
ences between  the  males  and  females,  the  following  are 
most  noteworthy  as  bearing  upon  the  development  of 
cholera. 

The  males,  during  the  day,  were  at  work  out  of  doors, 
retoming  to  the  house  only  to  take  their  meals  and  to 
sleep.  The  privies  for  their  use  werfe  near  their  work, 
or  at  the  river  side. 

The   females,  on    the    contrary,  remained  constantly 

within  doors,  working  in  the  hoop-skirt  shop,  washing, 

scrubbing,  or,  the  larger  part,  sitting,  without  work,  in 

the  "sewing-room."     The  water  closets  for  their  use — 

two  in  number — ^were  empty  cells  at  either  end  of  the 

"sixth    tier*'    in    the   third   story.      These    cells    were 

famished    with    a    properly-constructed    seat,    beneath 

which  were  placed  tubs  of  the  size  of  half    a  barrel. 

After  the  women  were  locked  in  their  cells  for  the  night, 

these  tubs  were  taken  to  the  river  side,  emptied,  filled 

with  water,  and  left  till  the  next  evening,  other  tubs 

taking  their  places  during  the  next  day. 

17 
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Most  of  the  time  during  the  day  these  closets  were 
thronged  with  women,  part  of  whom  came  of  necessity, 
but  more  to  arrange  their  toilet;  and  especially  as 
making  it  an  excuse  to  escape  from  their  work  and  the 
surveillance  of  the  overseers,  and  thus  hold  a  conver- 
sazione with  their  fellow-inmates.  By  this  over-crowd- 
ing and  the  accumulation  of  excreta,  the  air  became 
quite  foxd,  so  that  if  any  infectious  dejections  were  con- 
tained in  the  tubs,  these  persons,  frequenting  the  cell 
would  be  very  liable  to  their  influence. 

At  about  six  p.  m.,  the  inmates,  both  male  and  female, 
were  locked  up  for  the  night;  and  to  each  cell  were 
furnished  kids  holding  water,  and  one  or  more  buckets, 
to  ba  used  as  close  stools.  When  the  cells  were  un- 
locked, at  half-past  five  in  the  morning,  these  buckets 
were  emptied  by  the  inmates  themselves,  at  the  river 
side,  and  left  there  till  the  afternoon — ^half-past  four  in 
the  summer,  three  o'clock  in  the  winter. 

The  halls  and  cells  were  always  kept  scrupulously 
clean.  The  floors  were  scrubbed  each  morning  and 
then  carefuUy  dried^  and  about  once  a  week  chloride  of 
lime  was  used  in  the  scrubbing  for  the  more  perfect 
purification.  The  walls,  also,  were  whitewashed  fre- 
quently— as  often,  indeed,  as  any  parts  appeared  to  be 
soiled,  a  fresh  coat  was  immediately  applied. 
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LunoHc  Asylum. — ^By  referring  to  the  return,  Appen- 
dix A,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  ninety-eight  cases  of 
oholeta  reported,  were  distributed  as  follows  :

Daring  the  height  of  the  epidemic  the  *'  Betreat"  and 

PaYflion  "  A"  had    a  still  greater  per  centage  of   the 

cases — ^more  than  sixty  per  cent,  of  those  reported  up 

to  September  1st, — ^while  these  buildings  contained  only 

about  thirty  per  cent,  of  all  the  inmates,  the  Pavilions 

containing  about  seven  per  cent.  each. 

While  the  Betreat  had  a  population  only  a  little  more 
than  that  of  the  Lodge,  and  about  one-third  of  that  of 
the  main  building,  it  had  more  than  twice  as  many  cases 
as  the  former  and  a  few  more  than  the  latter  building. 

Now,  in  seeking  for  causes  of  this  difference,  it  ap- 
pears :  1^^.  That  the  diet  of  all  the  buildings  is  identical. 
2d,  That  the  physical  status  of  the  inmates  of  each 
building  is  about  the  same,  except  that  those  in  the 
Pavilions  are  mostly  old^  incurable  cases,  and,  probably, 


are  in  a  somewhat  worse  condition  ifaan'th^  others.  The 
inmates  of  the  Lodge  are  maniacs,  the  first  floor  being 
allotted  to  males,  the  second  and  third  to  females ;  but 
their  condition  appears  to  be  nearly  as  good  as  that  of 
the  other  inmates.  Sd.  As  regards  the  situation  and. 
elevation  (see  map),  the  Lodge  and  main  building  stand 
higher  than  the  Betreat  and  Pavilions.  The  latter,  in- 
deed, are  upon  reclaimed  salt-marsh  at  the  upper  end 
of  the  Island.  Uh.  The  construction  of  the  buildings, 
the  ventilation  and  privies,  were  as  follows : — 

The  Pavilions  are  frame  buildings,  containing  a  single 
ward,  180  feet  long  by  24  feet  wide.  They  are  raised 
upon  a  foundation  about  18  inches  high.  Their  ventila- 
tion  is  sufficiently  good  by  means  of  windows  and  Tenti- 
lators  in  the  roof.  These  wards  contained  about  65 
persons  each,  giving  ample  air-space  for  each  person. 
To  each  ward  is  attached  a  small  wing  containing  bath- 
room, water-closet,  &g.  The  privies  in  these  pavilions 
are  of  the  same  pattern  as  those  in  all  the  buildings  of 
the  Asylum,  viz. :  a  trough,  covered  by  a  seat,  contain- 
ing  water,  which,  whenever  necessary,  is  aUowed  to 
escape  by  removing  a  plug ;  the  contents  passing  into  a 
sewer  which  connects  with  the  river,  a  few  yards  distant 
from  the  PaviUon.  The  nurse  states  that,  during  the 
cholera,  these  were  frequently  emptied. 
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Tke  conditions  of  Pavilians  ''A"  and  '^B"  were,  as  far 
•8  discoTered,  identical  The  difference  in  the  number 
d  cases  in  the  two  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that, 
about  the  1st  of  August,  Pavilion  ''B"  was  converted 
into  a  cholera  hospital,  the  majority  of  the  inmates  being 
ranoyed  to  Pavilion  "A,"  while  the  remainder  were  dis- 
bibuted  to  the  other  buildings  of  the  Asylum.  How  far 
this  assisted,  if  at  all,  in  the  distribution  of  the  cholera, 
»  unknown. 

The  other  buildings  are  all  arranged  on  the  plan  of 
separate  rooms,  except  the  upper  floor  of  the  "  Retreat." 
The  main  building  has  an  octagonal  centre-building, 
used  as  offices,  officers'  quarters,  &c.,  from  the  north- 
western and  southwestern  sides  of  which  wings  extend— 
the  northwestern  occupied  by  males  and  the  south- 
western by  females.  Each  wing  has  three  halls,  245 
feet  long,  composed  of  a  row  of  small  rooms  on  each 
side  of  a  central  passage.  These  rooms  are  well-lighted 
and  passably  ventilated  by  windows.  The  allowance 
of  air-space  is  not  far  from  700  cubic  feet  per  person. 

The  Lodgd  has  three  stories,  each  having  in  the  centre 
a  narrow  haU,  and  at  each  side  a  wicjer  hall,  which  is  con- 
nected with  enclosed  piazzas.  The  small  rooms  are, 
therefore,  tolerably  well  ventilated,  having  a  small  window 
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over  the  door  opening  on  the  lateralhidl  with  a  smaller 
window  on  the  central  hall.  The  water-closets  are  at  the 
eastern  end  of  the  building,  one  for  each  halL 

The  Betreat  has  a  centre  core  consisting  of  two  rows  of 
small  rooms,  placed  back  to  back,  and  opening  by  a  door 
and  window  upon  the  lateral  halls,  at  the  opposite  sides 
of  which  halls  the  windows,  through  the  walls  of  the 
building,  open  to  the  outer  air.  This  is  the  arrangement 
of  the  first  and  second  stories ;  the  third  story,  however, 
is  one  large  ward,  from  side  to  side  of  the  biiilding,  venti- 
lated, of  course,  by  the  windows.  The  water-closets  are 
at  the  eastern  end  of  the  building,  one  for  each  halL 

These  closets  were  found  to  be  foul,  and  lacking  a  suffi- 
cient supply  of  water  when  inspected  by  Dr.  Hamilton 
during  the  epidemic,  August  4th  and  5th.  He  also  dis- 
covered that  the  cellar  of  this  building  was  badly  venti- 
lated. 

Now,  although  in  the  last  three  described  buildings,  the 
plan  of  separate  rooms  obtains,  yet  of  the  influence  of  this 
arrangement  upon  the  spread  of  cholera,  nothing  can  be 
predicated,  since  in  all  th«  buildings  of  the*  Asylum  the 
inmates  were  allowed  .access  to  the  halls  and  open  air 
constantly  during  the  day.  Even  in  the  Lodge  they  oc- 
cupied the  halls  and  enclosed  piazzas.    They  were,  there* 
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lore,  really  odnflned  less  than  Half  the  time.  In  the 
Betreat  boilding  where,  on  different  floors,  the  two  plans 
were  tried  side  by  side,  little  difference  is  shown  : —

It  will  at  once  be  noticed  that  three-fourths  of  the 
whole  number  of  oases  were  females,  which  is  not  propor- 
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tional  to  the  relative  number  of  inmates.  On  the  day  of 
the  appearance  of  the  cholera  here,  Jxdj  SOth,  there  were 
in  the  Alms  House  587  adult  males  and  636  females.  It 
is  fair  to  deduct,  for  the  present,  in  this  comparison  the 
cases  occurring  in  the  female  pavilion^  27  in  all,  and  the 
popxdation  of  the  same,  99  persons.  We  have  then  54 
cases  in  537  females,  or  about  one  in  ten.  Of  the  males 
about  480  were  lodged  in  the  main  building.  The  num- 
ber  of  cases  developed  among  this  number  was  25,  or 
abouj;  one  in  nineteen. 

Now  it  will  be  seen  that  for  so  marked  a  diJSerenoe, 
some  tangible  cause  shoxdd  be  found.     Inquiry  shows  : — 

1st. — The  diet  (appendix  "H"),  whatever  may  have 
been  its  effect  on  the  digestive  system,  was  uniform 
throughout  the  institution. 

2d. — That  the  physical  condition  of  the  males  and 
females  was  not  materially  different,  the  majority  of  both 
being  either  aged  or  disabled. 

3d.  —  That  the  buildings  are  identical  in  structure, 
namely :  A  centre  building,  four  stories  high,  from  either 
side  of  which  extend  wings,  three  stories  high.  Each 
floor  of  the  wing  contains  four  wards,  making  twenty-four 
in  all,  besides  which  there  are  in  the  centre  buildings, 
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lonr  or  fiye  wards  used  as  dormitories.  The  wards  in  the 
wings  mn  transversely,  opening,  at  either  end,  upon  piaz- 
zas. The  ventilation  is  by  a  door  and  two  windows,  7  feet 
5  inches  by  3  feet  3  inches,  at  either  end  of  the  ward. 
The  wards  at  the  end  of  the  building  have  three  addi- 
tional windows  each,  but  this  appears  to  have  had  no 
influence  on  the  number  of  cases. 

The  size  of  each  ward  is  56  feet  long  by  22  feet  wide 
and  13  feet  high,  =  16,016  cubic  feet.  The  average 
number  of  beds  in  each  is  twenty-four,  giving  an  air 
space  of  667  cubic  feet  per  person,  when  the  wards  have 
their  proper  allowance,  which  was  the  case  during  the 
summer. 

This  allowance  of  air-space  is,  in  many  of  the  wards, 
diminished  by  the  presence  of  infants  distributed  to  them. 
In  the  wards  occupied  by  the  nursing  women,  their  num- 
ber is  a  little  greater  than  that  of  the  adults ;  the  wards 
on  the  second  floor  have  from  four  to  six  infants  each. 
The  two  wards  at  the  end  of  the  eastern  wing,  Nos.  40 
and  41,  were  set  apart  for  infants  alone,  with  only  four  or 
five  adults  each,  as  nurses. 

4th. — That  the  habits  of  the  inmates  of  the  two  build- 
ings are  quite  different. 

The  males  occupy  their  wards  only  during  the  night.

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During  the  day  such  as  could  work  are  employed,  and 
the  remainder  are  kept  out  of  doors,  or,  if  the  weather 
was  inclement,  in  a  shelter  shed,  erected  for  that  purpose. 
They  are  practically  in  the  open  air  all  their  waking 
hours,  except  meal-times. 

The  females,  on  the  contrary,  are  for  the  most  part 
very  little  out  of  the  house.  Some  are  working  as 
scrubbers  and  washer- women,  and  others  sit  in  the  chapel 
room  sewing;  but  the  greater  part  still  constantly  sit 
in  their  wards,  many  going  out  hardly  an  hour  a  day. 

By  again  referring  to  the  table  on  page  135,  it  will  be 
noticed  that  the  three  floors  had,  respectively,  21, 19  and 
6  cases.  The  ntimber  of  inmates  on  each  floor  is  not  far 
from  the  same.  But  there  are  some  differences  of  habits 
deserving  notice.  The  occupants  of  the  first  floor  wards 
are  chiefly  very  old  or  helpless  persons,  who  are  placed 
there  to  save  them  from  the  labor  of  going  up  and  down 
stairs.  Those  on  the  floor  above  are  not  materially 
different,  except  that  they  are  on  the  average  somewhat 
younger,  or  less  helpless;  among  these  women  are  dis- 
tributed children  from  four  to  eighteen  months  old  to  be 
brought  up. 

The  third  floor  of  the  east  wing  (except  ward  41)  is 
occupied  as  hospitals  for  adults,  and  in  these  three  wards 
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no  cases  occurred.  The  other  wing  contains  the  women 
nursing  their  own  children.  Of  these  four  wards,  one  had 
three  cases,  another  had  one,  and  the  other  two  had  none. 

In  the  centre  building,  the  three  wards  (one  on  the  first 
floor  and  two  on  the  third),  occupied  by  old  women,  had 
but  one  case.  The  two  wards  on  the  fourth  floor,  Nos.  49 
and  50,  had,  respectively,  one  and  six  cases.  Both  wards 
are  occupied  by  nursing  women.  No.  50  is  set  apart  for 
those  who  are,  or  whose  infants  are,  sick  or  suffering 
from  skin  diseases,  which  it  is  desirable  to  isolate.  These 
women  are  aUowed  to  remain  in  their  wards  more  than 
the  other  nursing  women. 

The  wards  in  all  the  buildings  were  at  all  times  kept 
clean  by  daily  sweeping  and  scrubbing. 

The  water  closets  here  are  by  the  river-side,  at  a  short 
distance  from  the  main  buildings.  [That  for  males  is 
numbered  10  upon  the  map,  that  for  females  22.]  Their 
Taults  connect  with  the  river  by  sewers,  in  which  the  tide 
rises  and  falls,  that  for  the  male  building  always  contain- 
ing some  water,  that  for  the  females  being,  I  think,  dry 
at  low  tide. 

These  are  the  main  points  as  regards  the  Alms  Houses, 
but  it  remains  to  mention  the  state  of  the  two  Pavilions. 
Ad  account  of  these  will  be  the  more  interesting,  as  one 
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entirely  escaped,  while  the  adjoining  one  8ti£Eered  veiy 
severely.  The  cause  of  this  difference  has  not  been  made 
apparent  by  the  inquiries  and  examinationa  I  have  made; 
yet  the  facts  may  be  of  considerable  importance  by  way 
of  negative  proof. 

The  situation  of  these  two  Payilions  is  shown  on  the 
map  (Nos.  8  and  9).  They  have  the  same  length,  162  feet 
(inside  measurement),  and  same  width,  24  feet.  The  mean 
height  of  the  northern  (male)  building  is  about  9  feet  6 
inches,  that  of  the  southern  (female)  about  12  feet,  mak- 
ing the  air  space  of  the  former  about  36,936  cubic  feet , 
that  of  the  latter  about  46,656  cubic  feet.  The  allowance 
per  person  was  nearly  the  same,  say  460  feet  for  males, 
and  470  for  females ;  those  numbering  about  80 ;  these, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  cholera,  99. 

E..h  Pa*.  h„,  on  either  side,  .  «»,o,  yra,  ex- 
tending  the  length  of  the  building — 162  feet.  Those 
for  the  males  have  a  width  of  21^  feet  (on  north  side),  and 
20J  feet  (on  south  side) ;  those  for  males  12  feet  (north) 
and  30  feet  (south) :  making  the  total  width  of  yards  the 
same  for  each  Pavilion — 42  feet,  and  separating  the  two 
Pavilions  32^  feet.  The  grounds  of  the  two  are  separated 
by  a  wall  about  12  feet  high.  Upon  these  yards,  as  well 
j^.at  front  and. rear,  open  the  windows — ^26  in  number-^ 
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of  each  building.  Each  of  these  windows  are  5  feet 
5  inches,  by  3  feet  4  inches.  In  the  roof  are  three  venti- 
lators (2  feet  by  3  feet),  and  two  dormer  windows. 

Against  the  sides  of  the  dividing  wall  are  placed  the 
water-closets  of  the  Pavilions — ^two  for  each — one  of  these 
being  simply  a  urinal,  and  the  other  a  privy  arranged 
with  tubs  like  those  described  at  the  Work  House.  These 
latter  were  emptied  once  a  day.  No  material  difference 
can  be  found  between  the  two. 

The  two  buildings  have  similar  exposure  to  the  sun. 
In  the  southern  yard  of  each  is  a  scaffolding  for  shade, 
and  here  the  patients  spent  a  considerable  part  of  the 
day.  It  will  be  noticed  that  while  the  closets  for  the  male 
Pavilion  are  in  the  same  yard  with  this  scaffolding,  those 
for  the  female  are  not.  So  that  the  female  patients  were 
not  necessarily  so  near  them  during  the  day.  But  the 
privy  of  the  female  Alms  House  is  nearer  (see  map)  to  the 
female  Pavilion  than  to  the  other ;  yet  the  distance  is 
considerable,  say  100  yards. 

The  condition  of  the  inmates  was  as  follows:  The 
females  for  the  most  part  were  either  suffering  from  ner- 
vous disorders,  as  paralysis  or  epilepsy,  or  were  harmless 
lunatics.  "With  these  were  a  few  incurables ;  only  two  or 
three,  however,  were  bed-ridden.    The  other  Pavilion  was 
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used  as  a  hospital ;  the  diseases  being  chiefly  paralysis, 
chronio  rheumatism  and  phthisis  pulmonalis.  In  addition, 
there  were  very  many  old  men,  transferred  from  other 
wards  owing  to  their  helplessness,  or  extremely  filthy 
habits,  which  were  such  as  to  require  constant  cleansing 
of  the  ward  by  the  orderly  and  helpers,  to  prevent  its 
becoming  fouL  Both  Pavihons  were,  however,  kept  quite 
clean. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  important  difference  in 
the  hygienic  conditions  of  the  two  PaviUons.  Considering 
the  habits  of  the  patients,  the  males  would  seem  the  more 
likely  to  suffer ;  but  on  the  contrary,  twenty-seven  cases 
occurred  among  the  females,  none  among  the  males,  with 
the  exception  of  one,  which,  though  included  in  the 
return  (No.  87,  Appendix  C)  as  cholera,  is  mentioned  by 
the  attending  physician  as  doubtful.  The  patient  was 
eighiy  years  old,  and  recovered. 

Penitentiary. — Since  from  this  institution  but  nineteen 
cases  with  seven  deaths  are  reported,  while  during  the 
prevalence  of  the  cholera  there  were  confined  in  the  build- 
ing 405  males  and  133  females,  538  in  all,  (Beport  for  week 
ending  August  4th)  the  question  of  accessory  causes  be- 
comes rather  a  negative  one,  i.  e.  Why  did  this  building 
escape  thus  Ughtly? 
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Banning  over  the  same  inqniiies  as  pursued  at  other 
institutions,  it  appears  that,  1st.  the  diet  (Appendix  H)  is 
not  materiallj  different  from  that  of  the  other  institutions. 
2d.  The  amount  of  air-space  (172  @  197  cubic  feet) 
allowed  to  each  person  is  less  than  in  any  other  building 
upon  the  island,  the  cells  being  seven  feet  long,  three  and 
a  half  wide,  and  seven  high,  except  in  the  new  wing,  where 
ihey  are  about  four  feet  wide.  These  cells  are  ventilated 
by  the  gratings  of  the  doors,  which  open  upon  a  corridor 
fifteen  feet  wide,  which  intervenes  between  the  cells  and 
the  outer  walls.  There  is  also  a  vent  pipe  in  the  ceiling 
of  each  celL  3d.  The  habits  of  the  prisoners  are  much 
the  same  as  at  the  Work  House — ^the  males  working  out  of 
doors,  and  the  females  in  the  house.  4th.  The  system  of 
privies  is  also  much  the  same,  the  men  using  those  near 
their  work  by  day,  while  the  women  use  one  at  the  ex- 
treme southern  end  of  the  building,  the  vault  having  a 
sewer  leading  to  the  river.  At  night  pails  were  used,  as 
at  the  Work  House. 

The  Hospital  ward  had  cess-tubs,  which  were  emptied 
daily,  or  oftenerif  necessary. 

Charity  Hospital, — The  hygienic  circumstances  were 
here,  in  general,  very  good.  The  physical  condition  of 
the  patients  was,  of  course,  very  poor.  The  diet,  being 
that  of  a  Hospital,  was  considerably  better  than  that  of 
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otber  institntioiis;  bntis  not  introdnoed  in  Appendix  H, 
as  it  varied  for  different  individnals. 

The  allowance  of  air-space  was  generally  ample;  the 
ventilation  and  condition  of  closets  (which  have  been  in 
other  institutions  mentioned  as  being,  perhaps,  causative) 
seem  to  be  here  very  good. 

To  this  statement  an  exception  should  be  made,  which 
is : — That  four  cases  of  cholera  occurred  in  one  comer 
Female  Ward  9 :  a  flue  which  opened  at  this  comer  was 
found  to  lead  to  a  cellar  which  was  foul  from  refuse 
bandages,  etc.,  collected  there,  as  well  as  from  containing 
a  privy  for  the  workmen  about  the  house.  The  condition 
was  such  that  Dr.  Hamilton  deemed  it  necessary  to  re- 
move  the  patients  from  the  ward  till  it  and  the  cellar 
could  be  properly  cleansed.  This  will  be  again  alluded  to 
farther  on.  This  is  the  only  instance  discovered  where 
any  filth  seemed  connected  with  the  epideviic  in  the 
Hospital. 

But  the  manner  of  its  appearance  here  deserves  a  word 
as  giving  the  only  instance  where  any  facts,  bearing  upon 
the  question  of  importation,  have  been  discovered,  although 
the  communication  had  been  constant  among  all  the  in- 
stitutions throughout  the  epidemic.  In  particular,  persons 
committed  to  the  Work  House,   are  daily  sent  to  the

Afljlnm,  Charity  and  Bellevue  Hospitals,  and  occasionallj 

to  the  Almshouse,  as  helpers,  besides  the  transfer  of 

-  \ 

patients  to  Hospitals  and  nursing  women  to  the  Alms- 
houses. 

The  first  cases  then,  excepting  the  three  sporadic  ones,, 
mentioned  above,  were  Ann  Swift  and  Eliza  Cowan. 
Both  were  transferred  from  the  Work  House,  where  the 
former  had  assisted  in  the  cholera  wfiurds,  and  the  latter 
had  actually  been  attacked. 

The  night  after  Ann  Swift's  arriyal,  July  31,  she  was 
seized  with  cholera,  which  did  not,  however,  prove  fatal. 

Cowan  was  transferred  on  the  3d  of  August  as  conva- 
lescent,  but  the  symptoms  had  not  entirely  disappeared, 
and  she  died  on  the  fifth. 

In  the  interval  other  cases  were  developed ;  the  next 
case  being  in  the  ward  adjoining  that  in  which  Swift  had 
been  sick.* 

Very  soon  after  the  disease  appeared  in  distant  and 
various  parts  of  the  house. 

Personal  causes. 

These,  again,  may  be  divided  into  those  exercising 

quite  a  general  influence,  and   those    more  limited  or 

quite  individual  in  their  action*

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OeneraOy,  then,  the  inmates  of  the  Island  were,  to  a 
great  degree,  debilitated  or  cachectic,  either  from  disease 
or  confinement,  as  at  the  AjEfylnm  and  Hospital;  from 
debauched  life  or  habitual  drunkenness,  as  at  the  Work 
House ;  from  these  causes,  or  from  age  and  privation,  as 
at  the  Alms  House. 

We  ought  to  notice  the  effect  of  these  same  causes 
upon  the  susceptibility  of  individuals. 

Of  the  influence  of  particular  debUitaiing  diseases  I  have 
been  unable  to  obtain  sufficient  data  to  enable  me  to 
speak  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  or  positiveness.  Of 
the  cases  at  Charity  Hospital,  the  diseases  at  i^imission 
is  recorded  in  the  thirty-five  only,  viz : —

In  addition,  although  I  have  no  statistics  upon  the 
point,  I  have  the  assurances  of  several  members  of  the 
staff  that  they  observed  those  affected  with  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  and  Bright's  disease  (diseases  in  which  a 
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deranged  state  of  the  intestmal  canal  is  eommon)  to  be 
espeeiaUj  sosoeptible  to  the  <^olera  poison.- 

It  is  generally  thought  that  a  dissolute  or  debauched  life 
markedly  heightens  this  susceptibflity.  The  prevalence 
of  such  habits  among  the  inmates  of  the  Island  is  so 
nearly  universal  that  the  epidemic  under  discussion  proves 
nothing  upon  this  point,  unless  we  accept  as  an  argument 
the  fact  that  it  was  severest  at  the  Work  House,  where 
this  class  of  persons. is  most  common^— vagrancy,  prostitu- 
tion and  drunkenness  being  the  chief  grounds  of  commit- 
ment. 

But  of  the  effect  of  a  recent  debauch  I  can  speak  more 
decidedly.  Quite  a  number  of  cases  were  noted,  both  by 
others  and  by  myself,  where  choleraic  symptoms  rapidly 
supervened  upon  a  debauch,  or  the  free  use  of  alcohol 
under  the  impression  that  it  exercised  a  proph^iactic  in- 
fluence. Several  of  these  wer^  less  than  ordinarily  exposed 
to  recognized  sources  of  infection. 

At  the  Work  House,  of  those  constantly  employed 
about  the  sick  as  nurses  and  "Doctor's  runners," — 
especially  if  we  except  those  who  became  nurses  after 
convalescence  from  an  attack — ^I  think  a  larger  propor- 
tion escaped  than  of  those  not  so  exposed.  But  with 
the  majority  of  those  nurses  who  were  seized,  a  debauch 
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iiad  iminiedifttely  j^rededed  ihe  attack.  One  nurse — ^who 
was  very  faithfal  in  the  performance  of  her  duties — 
experienced  choleraic  symptoms  on  three  distinct  occa- 
sions, after  having  each  time  too  freely  taken  whiskey 
to  support  her  strength. 

A  ^iihilar  instance  was  noticed  at  the  Ahns  House. 
Two  nurses — ^who  had  escaped  while  attending  the  sick — 
became  intoxicated;  the  one  some  ten  days  after  the 
cessation  of  the  epidemic,  the  other  a  week  later;  and 
in  both  cases  a  fatal  attack  of  cholera  immediately 
followed. 

"^  There  seems  to  be  little  or  no  proof  of  covdagiony  in 
the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  We  have  just  spoken 
of  the  comparative  exemption  of  nurses  at  the  Work 
House,  and  of  the  circumstances  in  the  cases  of  those 
at  the  Alms  House.  At  the  Asylum,  but  one  helper 
died ;  and  it  is  stated  in  'the*  report  from  that  institution, 
,  that  the  attack  in  this  case  was  provoked  by  great  care- 
lessness on  the  part  of  the  patient.  The  other  facts 
bearing  upon  this  point,  seem  all  to  be  capable  of  other 
interpretation.

*At  Weak  HooM  aix  months  is  general^  the  limit  to  oonflnemeut. 

To  make  this  table  reaUy  valuable,  it  is  necessary  to 
know  precisely  how  many  of  each  class  (as  above 
divided)  were  in  each  institution  daring  the  prevalence 
of  the  cholera,  averaging  from  daily  estimates.  This  I 
have  not  obtained. 

The  only  place  where  the  effect  of  recent  arrival  can 
be  calculated  is  at  the  Work  House,  as  here  the  greatest 
ntusber  of  transient  inmates  is  found.    It  will  be  noticed. 
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that  of  the  two  htmdred  and  four  cMes  (Appendix  *'B*0 
seventj-six  (rather  more  than  one-third)  had  been,  when 
seized,  less  than  ten  days  resident.  Now,  it  appeaiis 
^om  the  books  that  cotnmitnients  for  ten  days  oonsti* 
tute  about  one-half  of  the  total  number,  and  this  « 
might  seem  to  accoimt  for  the  large  proportion  seized 
thus  early ;  but,  in  reality,  the  number  of  ten-day  com-? 
mitments  does  not  fairly  represent  the  relative  number 
of  these  persons  resident  in  the  house,  since  those  com- 
mitted for  the  shortest  periods  (and  whose  escape  is 
therefore  of  least  consequence)  are  generally  selected  to 
be  sent  as  workers  to  other  institutions.  Indeed,  I  find 
that  though  seventy-six  were  attacked  within  ten  days, 
and  fifty-four  between  ten  and  thirty  days,  after  arrival, 
(one  hundred  and  thirty  in  all),  yet  of  all  the  cases  (two 
hundred  and  four),  sixteen  males  and  twenty  females 
(thirty-six  total)  were  committed  for  ten  days,  and  seven 

males  and  one  female  (eight  total)  for  one  month  (forty- 

« 
four  in  all ;)  little  more  than  a  third  of  the  one  hundred 

and  thirty  cases.  This  would  seem  to  accord  with  the  re- 
ceived opinion,  that  newly  arrived  persons  are  especially 
susceptible,  while  others  experience  a  kind  of  acclimatiza- 
tion. An  additional  argument  is  the  following :  by  inspect- 
ing the  table  (''  Appendix  B")  I  find  that  the  proportion 
of  newly  *  arrived  persons  seized,  increased  as  the 
epidemic  proceeded.    Thus: —

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That  is,  the  death-rate  increased  with  the  age  of  tiie 
patient  as  in  many  other  diseases,  and  was  somewhat 
higher  with  females  than  males. 

Now,  the  value  of  this  table,  as  showing  the  effect  of 
age  upon  susceptibility,  is  destroyed  by  the  absence  of 
data  as  to  the  proportion  of  the  whole  number  of  inmates 
in  each  of  these  classes.  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  no 
such  statistics,  except  the  following,  which  is  a  classi- 
fication of  the  patients  admitted  into  the  Asylum  during 
the  past  year : —

I  am  informed  that  the  proportion  of  each  of  these 
classes  to  the  total  would  be  about  the  same,  if  the  whole 
number  in  the  institution  were  estimated. 

Perhaps  the  annual  reports  from  the  various  Institu- 
tions, now  about  being  presented  to  the  Commission,  may 
give  the  lacking  data. 

The  large  proportion  of  females  (about  two-thirds) 
among  the  cases*  suggests  the  idea  that  sex  may  consid- 
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erably  inflnenoe  Busc^tibility.  But  the  difference, — ^ttrhen 
Bnj  ezistB,  after  considering  the  greater  number  of  females 
than  males  in  most  of  the  Institutions, — as  well,^  probably, 
as  the  higher  death-rate  just  alluded  to,  may,  in  many 
instances,  be  explained  on  the  ground  of  special  expo- 
sore.  For  example :  Of  the  98  cases  at  the  Asylum  25 
were  males  and  73  females.  Of  these  73,  56  occurred  in 
the  Betreat  and  Pavilion,  where  females  alone  were 
lodged,  leaving  but  17  women  attacked  in  the  main  build- 
ing and  Lodge,  from  which  buildings  the  25  male  cases 
came.  Under  the  same  circumstances,  then,  the  per 
centage  is  in  favor  of  the  females; 

At  the  Work  House  the  number  of  cases  was  72  males 
and  132  females,  the  proportion  being  very  nearly  the 
same  as  that  of  the  average  number  of  inmates  of  both 
sexes.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  cholera  there  were  in  the 
building  214  males  and  435  females;  but  later,  by  dis- 
charges, the  preponderance  of  females  was  diminished. 

At  the  Alms  House  the  number  was  26  males  and  85 
females.  If  we  substract  the  27  cases  occurring  in  the 
Pavilion,  still  we  have  58  cases  among  the  females — 
more  than  twice  as  many  among  the  males.  The  differ- 
ence between  the  hygienic  conditions  of  the  two,  as  ' 
has  abready  been  described  at  length,  will,  I  think,  go 

far  to  account  for  the  disparity  of  numbers. 

20 
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At  the  Penitentiiary  there  were  attacked  about  4  per 
cent,  of  the  males  and  about  2|  per  cent,  of  the  females, 
showing  here  an  advantage  on  the  side  of  the  latter. 

At  the  Charity  Hospital  the  numbers  are  18  males  and 
32  females.  Probably  the  per  centage  is  a  little  heavier 
among  the  females,  though  the  precise  number  of  either 
sex  in  the  building  I  have  not  ascertained ;  the  females, 
however,  were  considerably  more  numerous,  there  being 
then  11  wards  occupied  by  males  and  16  by  females. 

We  may  include  under  the  head  of  personal  causes, 
the  question,  as  to  how  far  the  washing  of  infected  dothingy 
which  has  been  quite  strongly  urged  as  a  causey  did 
really  act  as  such.    Now,  the  facts  are  as  follows : — 

At  the  Asylum  were  employed  about  20  washer-women ; 
of  these  one  had  qholera.  This  is  only  5  per  cent.,  or  a 
considerably  smaller  per  centage  than  among  those  not 
so  employed. 

At  the  Work  House  12  washer-women  died,  their 
places  being  supplied  by  others ;  the  total  number  being 
34.  This  proportion  (35  per  cent.)  is  somewhat  heavier 
than  among  those  who  did  not  wash. 

At  the  Alms  House  the  precise  number  of  washer- 
women attacked  is  not  stated ;  but  the  washing  is  chiefly 
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done  by  the  nursing  women  from  the  wards  45,  46,  47 
and  4Sy  which  have  been  abready  mentioned  as  having 
bat  four  cases  in  all,  which  is  certainly  below  the 
average. 

At  the  Penitentiary,  I  neglected  to  inquire  upon  the 
point. 

At  Charity  Hospital  no  washer-woman  was  seized. 

.  The  amount  of  danger  from  infected  articles  would,  in 
aU  probabmty,  be  very  sKght  where  disinfectants  were 
freely  used ;  but  for  the  first  few  days  of  the  epidemic 
this  matter  was,  in  the  main,  overlooked,  and  full  play  was 
then  allowed  for  the  action  of  any  infectious  material. 

The  particular  manner  of  disinfecting  and  cleansing 
soiled  articles  at  each  institution  will  be  mentioned  under 
the  next  general  head. 

Eourth, —  What  iiieans  were  employed  for  its  arrest^  and 
with  what  success  ? 

These  may  be,  for  convenience,  divided  into  those  of  a 
general  hygienic  nature,  and  those  with  sjiecial  reference  to 
infections  mattefi\  although  the  distinction  can  not  be 
closely  drawn.   ' 

Under  the  first  head  come  Chamjes  in  Diet,  Prophylatic 
Medicines,  Improved  Ventilation. 
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The  regular  diet  of  the  several  Institations  is  given  in 
Appendix  '^  H/'    The  following  changes  were  made : 

At  the  Lunatic  Asylum  a  certain  quantity  of  nmtton 
was  substituted  for  the  salt  beef  used  as  soup  stock, 
which  latter  was  found  to  cause  intestinal  disorders.  In 
addition,  rice  was  ordered  in  place  of  mush  and  molasses. 
The  date  of  these  changes  is  not  stated. 

At  the  Work  House,  August  4th,  t>r.  Hamilton  directed 
the  following  changes :  That  at  breakfast  ooffet  should  be 
substituted  for  rye-oqffee;  that  the  dinner  should  be  of 
meat,  bread  and  potatoes  (soup  being,  I  think,  discon- 
tinued), and  that  at  supper  rice  and  tea  should  take  the 
place  of  mush  and  molasses.  Dr.  Hamilton's  notes  state 
that  on  the  next  day  (5th)  this  had  all  been  completed, 
with  the  exception  of  the  tea,  which  had  not  yet  been 
obtained. 

At  the  Alms  House  nearly  the  same  substitutions  were 
directed  and  complied  with. 

At  the  Penitentiary  the  only  dietary  change  I  know  of 
was  the  introduction  of  the  mush  and  molasses ;  but  the 
value  of  this  is  shown  by  the  fact,  which  Dr.  O'Dwyer 
reports,  that  after  the  resumption  of  the  mush  diet  for 
supper,  a  few  weeks  later,  the  amount  of  diarrhoea  very 
considerably  increased. 
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A  large  proportion  of  cases  being  developed  during 
the  ni^t,  the  following  mixture  was  issued,  Saturday, 
Atigast  4th,  at  the  Workhouse,  as  a  ''night-cap"  to  each 
person:

For  those  who  had  diarrhoea,  to  this  mixture  was 
added  Tr.  Opii,  mxv. 

At  the  Alms  House  the  same  prescription  was  used, 
with  the  substitution  of  an  equivalent  quantity  of  Pulv. 
Zingiberis ;  and  at  the  Penitentiary  with  the  substitution 
of  black  pepper. 

In  addition,  in  some  instances,  where  it  was  thought 
that  chilliness  may  have  contributed  to  the  development 
of  choleraic  symptoms,  extra  blankets  were  issued. 

In  regard  to  ventilation,  the  following  appears  from  Dr. 
Hamilton's  notes : — 

August  4,  the  cellar  of  the  Betreat  was  ordered  to  be 
ventilated,  as  it  was  foul. 

At  the  Work  House  on  the  same  day  it  was  ordered  that 
stoves  be  put  in  the  cholera  wards,  and  fires  be  kept  in 
them  to  assist  in  creating  a  current  of  air;  the  windows 
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to  be  kept  open  at  the  same  time.  This  being  Saturday, 
probably  the  order  could  not  be  executed  before  Monday, 
the  6th.  Indeed  from  Dr.  H.'s  notes  it  appears  that  the 
requisition  for  the  stoves  was  not  made  till  this  latter 
date. 

At  the  Alms  House  the  same  instruction  as  to  Irindh'ng 
fires  in  female  wards  was  given. 

At  the  Penitentiary  I  find  no  special  changes  in  the 
ventilation  except  the  removing  of  obstructions,  such  as 
rags,  from  the  vent-holes  and  doors,  which  the  prisoners 
had  put  in  with  a  view  to  hindering  the  visits  of  rats. 

At  Charity  Hospital  no  special  need  appeared  for 
change  in  the  ventilation  of  the  building,  which^  as  has 
been  previously  stated,  is  very  excellent. 

In  regard  to  Female  Ward  9,  mentioned  above,  it  ap- 
pears from  a  report  bearing  the  date  of  August  29th, 
made  by  Dr.  Macomb  to  Dr.  Hamilton,  that  there  had 
occurred  in  this  ward  four  cases  of  cholera,  three  fatal ; 
five  cases  of  cholera  morbus,  and  nearly  a  dozen  cases  of 
acute  diarrhoea,  all  recovering.  From  the  cellar  before 
alluded  to,  "four  wheel-barrow  loads  of  filth"  were  re- 
moved. The  patients  were  removed  from  the  ward  Aug., 
27th,  and  this  is  the  close  of  the  epidemic  at  Chariiy 
Hospital 
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TTiider  fhe    second    class  come,    Isolation   of  cJiolera 

pcUienis  ;    The  removal  of  inmates  from  infected  localities; 

The  removal  and  disinfection  of  dejections^  or  articles  soiled 

by  them ;  The  arrest  and  immediate  treatment  of  diarrhoea 


At  the  Asylum  isolation  was  established  from  the  first. 
The  earlier  cases  were  removed  to  the  Gymnasium  (No. 
21  on  map),  not  far  from  the  main  building.  Later,  about 
the  1st  of  August,  Pavilion  "  B"  was  converted  into  a 
cholera  hospital  and  all  cases  were  sent  there  till  the  latter 
part  of  September. 

At  the  Work  House  the  cases  were  not  taken  from  the 
building  at. any  time,  but  to  large  wards  in  the  transepts. 
At  first  to  Ward  "  H,"  situated  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
north-eastern  transept,  which  is  always  the  sick-bay, 
but  the  second  day  another  ward  (Boom  "G"  on  the 
same  floor,  but  across  the  hall)  was  opened ;  and  August 
Isty  another  ward  for  the  females  (over  Ward  "H") 
and  others  for  males  (in  the  southwestern  transept). 

At  the  Alms  House  on  July  31st,  the  day  after  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  cholera  there,  a  tent  (marked  '*  20*'  on  the 
map)  was  erected  near  the  Female  Alms  House.  To  this 
the  patients,  four  or  five  in  number,  remaining  in  the 
Pavilion,  were  immediately  removed ;   and  to  it  and  to 


another  adjoining  it,  erected  a  few  days  later,,  vdre  iakett 
all  female  eases  as  they  occurred. 

For  the  males,  except  that  a  few  were  taken  to  a  vacant 
room  in  the  Male  Alms  House,  no  provision  was  made 
till  August  4th,  when  the  waiting-room  near  the  dock 
(No.  6  on  the  map)  was  opened  as  a  ward. 

The  earlier  cases  from  the  Penitentiary  were  taken  td 
^  tents  near  the  Small-pox  Hospital  (No.  18  on  map) ;  but  a 
convalescent,  with  his  nurses,  having  eloped,  the  lat^ 
cases  were  treated  in  the  Penitentiary  building. 

At  Charity  Hospital,  after  the  epidemic  became  well 
declared,  most  of  the  cases  were  removed  before  death 
to  the  tents  near  the  Small-pox  Hospital  j  but  later 
(August  13th),  owing  to  the  great  mort€dity  among  the 
patients  thus  removed,  the  Ampitheatre  was  used  as  a 
female  ward,  and  Ward  No.  1  for  the  males. 

This  isolation  of  cases  was  carried  into  effect  only 
after  the  cases  had  become  well  marked,  and  often 
not  till  death  wfiis  close  at  hand,  so  that  really  quite  a 
portion  of  the  career  of  the  disease  was  passed  among 
other  inmates,  and  the  good  effect  of  the  isolation  was 
therefore  lost. 

Bemovcd  of  patients  from  infected  hccdities. — At  the 
Asylum  I  can  find  that  nothing  of  this  kind  was  d<»ie 
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beyond  ihe  freedom  of  the  yard  always   allowed   to 
the  inmates. 

At  the  Work  House  on  the  3d  of  August  the  follow- 
ing changes  were  made  as  regards  the  female  inmates. 
^ey  were  allowed  to  be  out  of  doors  from  4  a.  h.,  till 
8  P.  IL,  and  at  night  their  cell  doors  were  not  locked, 
and  outer  doors  remained .  open,  so  that  they  could  at 
will  leave  their  cells  and  the  building,  to  use  the  cess- 
tahs  place  outside. 

Such  was  the  construction  of  the  Work  House,  and 
so  great  the  number  of  inmates,  that  no  part  could  be 
really  entirely  vacated,  and  this  plan  was  the  nearest 
practicable  alternative.  This,  combined  with  the  re- 
moval of  the  privies,  presentiy  to  be  spoken  of,  appears 
to  have  been  the  most  effectual  of  all  the  means  used 
to  break  the  power  of  the  epidemic. 

During  three  or  four  days  succeeding  the  30th  of 
July,  about  one  hundred  women,  together  with  some 
men,  were  discharged,  with  a  view  of  thus  limiting  the 
epidemic. 

At  the  Alms  House  the  plan  of  keeping  the  inmates 

oat  of  doors  was  also  adopted ;  but  here  more  difficulty 

was  experienced  in  inducing  the  women  to  take   this 

21 
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precaution,  the  exercise  of  the  authority  of  the  officers 
becoming  necessary  io  compel  its  observance.  During 
the  epidemic  many  took  their  discharge. 

Absolute  permanent  evacuation  of  any  ward  was  im- 
possible here  also,  owing  to  the  great  number  of  in- 
mates. 

At  the  Penitentiary  the  prisoners  were  allowed  to  re- 
main in  the  open  air  on  Sundays,  instead  of  being 
locked  up,  as  had  previously 'been  the  custom.  On  other 
days,  however,  I  beHeve  the  usual  routine  continued. 

At  Charity  Hospital,  patients  whose  condition  ren- 
dered it  proper  were  encouraged  to  leave  the  Hospital, 
for  the  double  reason  of  securing  themselves  and  giving 
additional  room  to  those  who  must  remain.  During  the 
first  week  or  ten  days  of  August,  not  far  from  two 
hundred  persons  thus  took  their  discharges.  Those  who 
remained  were  kept  fits  much  as  possible  in  the  open 
air  when  the  weather  was  suitable.  Here,  too,  as  pre- 
viously twice  mentioned.  Ward  9  (female)  was  quite 
emptied,  and  the  patients  scattered  among  other  wards. 

Next  follows  the  removal  and  disinfection  of  dejections 
and  artides  soiled  by  them,  including  under  this  head  the 
disuse  of  privies  situated  loithin  the  buildings. 
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As  this  last  obtamed  only  at  the  Work  House,  we 
may  speak  of  it  first,  On  the  3rd .  of  August  Dr.  Hamil- 
ton directed  that  the  female  inmates  should,  as  did  the 
males  abready,  make  use  of  privies  by  the  river-side 
during  the  day,  and  that  at  night  the  pails  should  not 
be  placed  in  the  cells ;  but  that  the  women  should  go 
oat  to  cess-tubs,  thus  avoiding  the  constant  exhalation 
of  their  own  dejections. 

At  the  Asylum  ''  at  the  onset  of  the  epidemic,  a  plen- 
tiful supply  of  water  had  been  secured,  and  a  thorough 
cleansing  of  closets  and  sewers  was  at  once  instituted 
and  kept  up.  Also  the  water-closets  and  sewers  were 
disinfected  by  abundant  quantities  of  sulphate  of  iron, 
ooal-tar,  and  chloride  of  lime.  Disinfectants  were  freely 
used  in  all  vessels,  and  in  all  places,  where  the  dejections 
of  patients  sick  of  diarrhoea  were  pkced  or  thrown.' 
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At  the  Work  House  the  only  disinfectant  at  first,  at 
band,  was  the  chloride  of  lime.  This  was  used  freely, 
being  put  into  the  night  pails  and  cess-tubs  in  con- 
siderable quantity  before  they  were  used;  it  was  also 
applied  to  the  soiled  articles.  A  disinfectant  ("Couter- 
ets"),  the  active  ingredient  of  which  appeared  to  be 
carbolic  aciid,  was  also  used  to  some  extent. 

On  Saturday,  the  4th  of  August,  Dr.  Hamilton  ordered 
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in  addition,  the  following  disinfectants  for  the  use  of  the 
several  institutions:  Qaick-lime  for  privies  and  cellarB, 
stdphate  of  iron  for  use  upon  excreta,  dead  oil  of  coal-tar 
for  more  perfect  disinfection  of  privies,  Labarraque's  scdn- 
tion,  carbolic  acid. 

At  the  Work  House,  the  first  two  of  these  were  chiefly 
used.  They  were  very  freely  used  in  privies  and  pails, 
and  upon  bedding,  garments  and  floors. 

These  two  disinfectants,  with  chloride  of  lime,  were, 
indeed,  almost  the  only  ones  used  at  the  Alms  House, 
Penitentiary  and  Charity  Hospital.  The  matter  of  dis- 
infection was,  as  I  learn  from  Dr.  Ware,  quite  carefully 
attended  to  at  the  Alms  House. 

Early  in  the  epidemic,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained, 
on  the  2d  of  August,  Mr.  Owens,  the  Warden,  ordered 
the  beds  to  be  removed  from  the  Pavilion,  where  the 
epidemic  was  most  severe ;  the  building  to  be  cleansed, 
whitewashed  and  ventilated.  For  want  of  other  accom- 
modation,  however,  it  was  necessary  to  occupy  it  again 
at  night. 

At  the  Penitentiary  disinfection  appears  to  have  been 
discontinued  speedily  (probably  the  number  of  the  cases 
not  being  sufficiently  great  to  cause  much  alarm),  since 
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Dr.  Hamilton  (August  19th)  directed  the  resumption  of  the 
disinfeotion  and  of  the  whiskey  ration,  which  had  been 
also  discontinued. 

At  Charity  Hospital,  disinfection  of  water-closets  and 
dejections  was  quite  closely  overseen,  in  addition  to  the 
directions  of  each  of  the  resident  staff,  by  Dr.  O'Dwyer, 
fhe  senior  member,  who  had  this  special  duty  assigned 
to  him. 

A  very  important  part  of  disinfection  remains  to  be 
Bpoken  of,  namely,  the  ivashimj  of  infected  articles.  The 
order  issued  by  Dr.  Hamilton  was,  that  clothing  should 
be  boiled  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment ;  and  if  this 
was  delayed,  they  should,  in  the  meantime,  be  thoroughly 
impregnated  with  some  disinfecting  fluid.  The  execu- 
tion  of  these  orders  was  necessarily  intrusted  to  persons 
imacquainted  with  the  real  object  of  the  process,  namely, 
the  destruction  of  the  poison,  and  who  were  generally 
content  if  the  articles  looked  clean.  It  is,  therefore,  some- 
what difficult  to  ascertain  how  thorough  was  the  disinfec- 
tion by  washing. 

At  the  Asylum,  two  tubs  were  set  apart  exclusively 
lor  washing,  and  one  for  scalding  (boiling)  the  cholera 
dothing.  They  were  first  soaked  in  cold  water,  then 
scalded    with    boiling    water,    and    afterwards    washed. 
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Clothes  soiled  late  in  the  day  remained  till  next  morning ; 
and  those  soiled  on  Saturday  night  till  Monday  morning. 
I  am,  however,  informed  that  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
sulphate  of  iron  was  put  upon  them  to  keep  in  check 
the  development  of  the  poison. 

At  the  Work  House,  for  several  days  the  clothing  was 
washed  as  usual,  namely,  by  soaking  over  night  in  cold 
water,  and  then  washing  in  hot  water.  Later,  however, 
when  the  overseer  of  the  Wash  Boom  came  to  under- 
stand the  necessity  of  so  doing,  they  were  immediately 
boiled. 

At  the  Alms  House,  the  same  mistake  obtained  at  first, 
but  afterward  the  clothing  was  taken  to  a  shed  in  the 
rear  of  the  dwelling  marked  13  on  the  map,  where  the 
boiling  was  attended  to  by  two  imbeciles. 

At  the  Penitentiary,  I  neglected  to  inquire  upon  this 
point. 

The  overseer  of  the  Wash  House  at  Charity  Hospital 
states  that  she  washed  the  cholera  garments  and  bed- 
ding in  the  same  manner  as  other  things,  by  soaking  and 
then  washing,  her  only  precaution  being  that  of  using 
separate  tubs  for  these  articles.  It  should  be  remarked, 
however,  that^  at  both  the  Hospital  and  the  Asylum,  the 
washing  is  mainly  done  by  an  engine,  so  that  the  washer- 
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women  would  be  less  exposed  to  anj  infection  than  if,  as 
at  the  Work  House  and  Alms  House  most  ot  the  cleans* 

•  « 

ing  were  done  by  hand. 

The  Arrest    and  Immediate   Treatment    of    Diarrhceal 

Oases, — On   the    Island,  as   probably    eyerywhere   that 

cholera  ever  preyaHed,  great  difficulty  was  experienced 

in  bringing  patients  under  treatment  until  the  disease 

was  so  far  adyanced  as  to  render  it  futile.    Testimony  is 

i1k>  borne  as  to  the  ease  with  which  the  disease  is 

chMked  when  it  can  be    treated  during  the  stage  of 

diankcea. 

At  thtt  Asylum,  while  seventy-ihree  and  a  half  per 
cent,  of  tile  cholera  cases  proved  fatal,  only  three  out 
of  one  hundred  and  fourteen  cases  <of  diarrhoea  died. 
Cases  of  diarilioea  not  yielding  to  a  single  dose  of  me- 
dicine were  isolated. 

At  the  Work  House,  the  difficulty  was  overcome  in 
ibis  wise :  When  the  inmates  were  turned  out  of  doors 
and  forbidden  the  use  of  privies  in  the  house,  they,  of 
necessity,  went  to  those  by  the  river.  A  guard  stationed 
here  noted  all  who  came,  and  the  number  of  times ;  and 
if  any  one  came  often  enough  to  excite  suspicion  of 
diarrhoea,  she  was  immediately  reported  and  obliged  to 
enter  the  diarrhoea  ward  (which  was  opened  August  4), 
and  there  be  placed  under  treatment.    It  is  stated  that. 
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of  the  large  tiumbei*  admitted  to  iliis  ward,  Hoi  one  died. 
Previons  to  this  arrangement  attempts  had  been  made 
to  arrest  the  disease  by  fumishmg  diarrhoea  medidnes. 
placed  in  several  parts  of  the  house,  to  all  who  should 
need  them ;  but  they  either  would  not  apply  at  all,  or^ 
having  been  somewhat  relieved  by  one  dose,  would  deem 
it  unnecessary  to  return  for  another ;  or  else,  not  being 
relieved  at  once,  would  give  it  up  altogether  as  useless. 
The  same  was  the  case  at  the  Alms  House,  where  the 
plan  of  arrest  was  not,  to  my  knowledge,  enforced. 

At  the  Penitentiary,  Dr.  O'Dwyer  informs  me  that  a 
"  runner"  made  rounds  all  night  with  diarrhoea  medi- 
cines, giving,  to  those  needing  them,  a  dose  every  hour. 

At  the  Hospital,  of  course,  the  patients  could  be  kept 
nearly  all  the  time  under  surveillance,  but  not  entirely. 
On  comparing  the  number  of  cases  of  cholera  in  each 
ward  with  the  known  ability  or  vigilance  of  the  nurses 
in  charge,  a  sufficient  correspondence  was  found  to  make 
it  worthy  of  note ;  though  it  would  be  very  imfair  to 
ignore  the  differences  which  exist  as  to  the  class  of 
patients  in  different  wards,  as  well  as  the  different  cir- 
cumstances under  which  these  wards  were  placed. 

Now,  these  were  the  means  employed,  and  tvUk  what 
success? 

Appendix  "  I"  gives  the  daily  meteorological  observa- 
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tions  during  the  prevalence  of  tbe  cholera  (obtained  bj 
ihe^  kindness  of  Dr.  Elisha  Harris,  Begistrar  of  Vital 
Statistics,  to  whom  I  would  here  acknowledge  my  in- 
debtedness for  this  and  many  similar  favors),  together 
with  the  number  of  cases  and  deaths  on  each  day  in  each 
institation,  and  their  total.  This  is  also  shown  in  the 
diagram. 

Now,  it  would  seem  fair  to  judge  of  the  value  of  sani- 
tary measures  by  the  diminution  of  the  number  of  cases 
in  the  Institution  where  they  were  applied.      If,  then, 
-we  attempt  to  apply  this  rule  by  means  of  Appendix  "  I," 
and  the  dates  above  given  of  the  adoption  of  certain 
measures,  the  inquiry  becomes  quite  embarrassing.    For 
we  see  at  the  Asylum,  at  the  Alms  House,  as  well  as  at 
the  Charity  Hospital,  the  wave  rising  to  a  limited  height, 
then  faUing,  and  again  rising,  and  so  continuing  a  gentle 
undulation  for  some  time ;    and  yet,  no  corresponding 
vigilance  or  negligence,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  enforc- 
ing of  sanitary  measures  has  been  detected. 

Again,  at  the  Work  House,  where  the  wave  rises  sud- 
denly to  a  great  height,  and  falls  as  suddenly,  what  is 
seen? 

That  the  epidemic,  beginning  with  sixteen  cases  on  the 

27th  of  July,  reached  its  climax  of  thirty-three  cases  on 

22 
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the  2d  day  of  August.  The  next  day  it  declined  to  thirty 
cases.  Now,  it  may  be  urged  that  the  epidemic  was 
retiring  when  measures  were  taken  to  put  it  to  flight ; 
since  the  first  date  of  sanitary  change  is  August  3d. 

Now,  this  objection  is  not  really  yalid,  for  this  reason. 
On  the  1st  and  2d  of  August  some  measures  had  already 
been  adopted,  chiefly  in  regard  to  greater  vigflance  on 
the  part  of   physicians  and  attendants    in  discovering 
patients  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease,  and  the  use 
of  the  disinfectants  then  at  hand.    For  up  to  August  I 
had  been  alone.     Dr.  Sykes  took  charge  on  the  1st,  and 
Dr.  Castle  and  myself  remained  as  his  assistants  until 
the  3d,  and  six  "  Bunners"  took  the  place  of  two,  pre- 
viously  employed.      Nor  was  the    epidemic    really  de- 
creasing ;   for  on  the  2d  of  August  there  were  in   the 
Work  House    five  hundred  and  seventy-nine   inmates  ; 
from  these  thirty-three  cases  were  developed  on  that  day, 
or  6.62  per  cent.     On  the  next  day,  the  3d,  the  census 
showed  five  hundred  and  thirty-three  inmates,  with  thirty 
cases,  or  5.62  per  cent.    This  day  the  women  were  turned 
out  of  doors,  and  the  day  following,  out  of  five  hundred 
and  nineteen  inmates,  twenty-one  cases,  or  4.04  per  cent, 
were  developed,  and  on  the  5th,  the  same  measures  con- 
tinuing in  force,  and  in  addition,  the  changes  in  diet  and 
disinfection  having  been  instituted,  the  number  fell   to 
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twelve,  or  2.31  per  cent. ;  the  next  day  to  four,  or  0.7  per 
cent.,  and  the  epidemic  was  Tirtually  at  an  end. 

Fifth. — Therapensis. 

As  regards  therapeusis  very  little  can  be  said.  Its  un- 
satisfactoriness  is  shown  by  the  high  rate  of  mortaUty. 
The  remedies  chiefly  used  were,  during  the  premonitory 
diarrhoea  and  earlier  stages  : 

OpiateSy  either  alone,  as  the  Tincture  of  Opium,  or 
Sulphate  of  Morphia,  given  dry  upon  the  tongue,  or  in 
combination,  e.  g.

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In  the  active  stage  these  were  nearly  all  oniformlj 
rejected ;  dry  morphine  being  somewhat  better  retained 
than  the  others.  The  hypodermic  method  of  adminis- 
tering morphine  seemed  to  be  more  generally  satisfactory 
than  any  other,  as  a  mode  of  obtaining  sleep,  and  espe- 
cially as  a  local  palliative  in  arresting  the  muscular 
cramps,  even  though  the  intestinal  symptoms  were  un- 
checked. At  the  "Work  House  many  of  those  who 
recovered  attributed  their  escape  to  this  relief ;  and  the 
fact  that  many  died  apparently  from  sheer  exhaustion 
would  seem  to  give  probabiKty  to  their  opinion.  At  the 
Penitentiary,  it  constituted  the  principal  treatment  in  the 
small  number  of  cases  Which  occurred  there. 

Anti-emetics,  such  as  lime-water,  creasote  (or, a  mixture 
of  the  two),  chloroform,  etc.,  were  used  quite  freely. 

External  Applications. — Sinapisms,  hot  bottles,  friction, 
were  used ;  but  with  no  material  advantage. 

Water  in  most  cases,  was  given  quite  sparingly  owing 
to  its  immediate  rejection.  Ice,  however,  was  given 
freely :  also  a  moderate  amount  of  stimulants,  such  as 
whiskey  and  egg-nogg. 

As  far  as  possible  patients  were  kept  quite  at  rest 
and  in  a  recimibent  posture,  though  the  restlesisness  of 
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many  of  them   interfered  with   this  to    a  considerable 
extent. 

In  the  stage  of  collapse  medication  was  generally 
alight.  More  reliance  was  placed  in  stimulants  and 
alimentation  when  this  conld  be  retained.  It  is  worthy 
of  remark,  that  often  when  the  anti-emetics  above  men- 
tioned were  rejected,  bland  forms  of  food,  e.  f/I,  milk,  alone 
or  boiled  with  corn-starch,  beef-tea,  or  even  oat-meal 
gmel,  would  be  retained  and  speedily  be  followed  by  a 
cessation  of  symptoms.  Some  other  plans  of  treatment 
were  tried  in  a  few  cases  at  the  Hospital,  especially 
by  Dr.  Inches-,  but  I  cannot  obtain  the  notes  of  the 
cases,  the  doctor  being  now  in  Europe.  A  few  cases 
were  treated,  according  to  the  advice  of  Dr.  Bahim 
of  Calcutta,  by  the  subcutaneous  use  of  a  mixture  of 
the  bromide  of  potassium,  Tr.  quassise  and  vegetable 
oharcoaL  The  result  ivas  nil.  The  cases  all  dying  as 
did  those  under  other  forms  of  treatment. 

Some  attempts  were  made  at  transfusion  of  an  artificial 
serum,  with  the  introduction  of  oxygen  into  the  peritoneal 
cavity,  but  with  only  a  temporary  beneficial  effect. 

In  the  convalescent  stage,  the  treatment  was  directed 
to  the  extreme  weakness  which  generally  obtained. 

Though,  for  the  most  part,  in  the  foregoing  pages,  I 
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have  avoided  stating  conclusions  or  urging  arguments — 
preferring  to  leave  these  to  others,  while  I  confined 
myself  to  stating  facts — still  a  brief  summary  of  the 
points  of  the  report  may  not  be  improper,  but  of  value. 

> 
They  are  these : —  ^ 

1st. — The  clinical  history  and  post-mortem  appearances 
of  the  cases  establish  the  epidemic  as  clearly  '^Asiatic 
Cholera." 

2d. — That  it  pursued  quite  a  uniform  course  from 
the  northeastern  to  the  southwestern  extremity  of  the 
island,  and  the  time  occupied  in  its  passage  was  sufE- 
ciently  long  to  render  the  explanation  of  its  spread  by 
atmospheric  dissemination  unnecessary. 

3d. — That  no  proof  of  its  importation  to  the  island 
has  been  found; — the  first  cases  in  all  the  institutions 
having  been  iat  least  several  weeks  resident,  though  at 
the  "Work  House  quite  a  number  of  the  persons  seized 
on  the  first  day  of  the  epidemic  had  been  in  the  house 
and  on  the  Island  less  than  ten  days; — ^that  the  only 
probable  case  of  importation  from  one  institution  to 
another  is  at  Charity  Hospital ;  that  no  evidence  can 
be  obtained  which  can  render  the  supposition  of  the 
importation  of  cholera  into  Ward's  Island  from  the 
Work  House,  anything  more  than  probable. 
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4th. — That  cholera  established  itself  upon  the  Island, 
and  preyailed  with  greater  or  less  severity  in  different 
InstitatioM,  apparently  unaffected  by  ordinary  hygienic 
conditions,  such  as  diety  for  this  is  nearly  identical  at 
the  Work  House  and  Penitentiary,  the  two  extremes 
of  prevalence;  as  deardiness,  for  all  were  scrupulously 
dean ;  as  aUotvance  of  air  apacey  as  shown  in  the  Peniten- 
tiary and  Work  House. 

5th. — That  of  the  effect  of  habitual  drunkenness,  of 
age,  and  of  debilitating  diseases,  nothing  can  be  pre- 
dicated from  the  facts  at  our  command. 

6th. — ^That  a  recent  debauch,  or  a  recent  arrival  at 
the  seat  of  the  epidemic,  increases  susceptibility  to  the 
cholera  poison. 

7th. — ^That  we  have  no  proof  of  personal  contagion, 
or  of  any  influence  of  sex  upon  susceptibihty. 

8th. — That,  in  a  word,  the  key  of  an  epidemic  in  any 
building  (or  mniafis  mtdandis,  its  exemption),  is  the  intro- 
duction of  an  initial  case ;  and  the  severity  of  such  an  epi- 
demic will  depend  mainly  upon  the  amount  of  infected 
excreta  retained  in  that  building,  and  the  amount  of 
exposure  of  the  inmates,  by  confinement,  to  the  exhala- 
tions therefrom. 

9th. — ^That  we  have  proof  of  the  value  of  sanitary 
measures,  especially  disinfection,  in  its  various  forms. 
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10th. — ^That  ihe  sanitary  measures,  which  seem  most 
crowned  with  success  are  the  removal,  as  far  as  possible, 
from  buildings  found  to  be  infected,  of  their  inmates, 
and  substances  believed  to  be  infectious,  such  as  excreta  ; 
and  pre-eminentlj  the  arrest  and  treatment  of  all  cases 
of  diarrhoea. 

11th. — That  as  regards  therapeusis,  nothing  new  has 
been  discovered. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  refrain  from  offering  any 
apologies  for  its  shortcomings,  since,  I  know  that  you 
appreciate,  from  your  own  experience,  the  difficulties 
of  such  an  undertaking. 

It  remains,  however,  to  acknowledge  the  many  favors 
I  have  received  while  preparing  it.  I  am  indebted, 
not  only  to  the  gentlemen  whose  names  appear  upon 
the  first  page,  but  also  the  other  members  of  the  Charity 
Hospital  staff,  for  facts  famished  by  them. 

Above  all,  I  desire  to  express  the  obligations  I  am 
under  to  Db.  Fbedebick  A.  Castle,  of  the  staff.  His 
assistance  has  been  most  invaluable,  and  it  is  but  jus- 
tice to  him  to  say,  that  a  large  part  of  the  credit  of  this 
report  is  due  to  him. 

Mr.  Sumner,  Recording  Clerk  at  the  Lunatic  Asylum, 
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also  Messrs.  Brown,  Parker  and  Sites,  clerical  assistants 
at  the  Work  House  and  Oharitj  Hospital,  have  rendered 
me  valuable  aid  in  gathering  facts  concerning  the  respee- 
tiye  Institations.

Sir  : — ^In  accordance  with  the  rales  of  your  Honorable 
Board,  the  Annual  Beport  of  the  New  York  City  Luna- 
tic Asylum,  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

The  annexed  table  contains  an  exhibit  of  the  admis- 
sions, discharges,  deaths,  and  the  results  during  the 
past  year.  A  separate  heading  has  been  made  for 
cases  received  from  the  Alms  House,  as  they  were  for 
the  most  part  patients  who  had  been  temporarily  trans- 
ferred from  the  Asylum,  on  account  of  its  over-crowded 
condition,  and  were  transferred  as  soon  as  suitable 
accommodations  had  been  provided.  A  separate  head- 
ing is  also  made    for    deaths,  from  Cholera,  as    these 
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were  the  results  of  an  extraordinary  contingency,  and 
form  no  criterion  of  the  ordinary  standard  of  health 
at  the  Institution.

Of  the  376  patients  discharged,  162  had  recoyered, 
80  were  improved  and  126  were  unimproved.  ,  This 
would  make  the  per  centage  of  cures  32  on  the  whold 
number  admitted.  A  considerable  number  of  those 
classed  as  improved,  had  so  far  recovered,  that  the 
restraints  of  an  Asylum  were  considered  no  longer 
essential,  and  have  without  doubt  entirely  recovered. 

A  majority  of  those  classed  as  unimproved  were  trans- 
ferred to  other  departments. 


The  deaths  were  14  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number 
under  treatment,  5  per  cent,  being  from  cholera,  and 
9  per  cent,  from  other  causes.      It  thus  appears  that 
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although  on  account  of  the  cholera  epidemic,  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  has  been  unusually  large,  the  general 
standard  of  health  has  in  other  respects  l>een  quite 
up  to  the  ordinary  standard. 

In  the  month  of  July,  the  epidemic  of  Asiatic  Cholera 
then  prevalent  at  quarantine,  and  in  some  portions  of 
the  city  made  its  appearance  at  the  Asylum. 

The  disease  had  already  broken  out  at  the  Work 
House  in  a  virulent  form,  and  was  probably  dissemin- 
ated from  thence  to  this  Institution.  The  first  case 
occurred  at  one  of  the  Pavilions  in  a  patient,  that  had 
just  been  transferred  from  the  Betreat  where  the  dis- 
ease probably  was  contracted.  The  Betreat  which  is 
{dtnated  quite  near  the  Work  House,  suffered  severely 
throughout  the  epidemic,  as  did  also  the  Pavilions. 

At  the  /Jther  buildings  the  per  centage  of  cases  was 
comparatively  small. 

The  first  case  of  cholera  occurred  on  the  22d  of 
July,  and  the  last  on  the  27th  of  September. 

Twenty-five  male  patients  were  attacked,  of  whom 
nineteen  died,  and  seventy-one  females,  of  whom  fifty- 
two  died,  making  a  total  of  ninety-six  cases. 

27 
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Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  recoyeries 
was  only  twenty-six,  while  that  of  fatal  oases  amounted 
to  seventy-four. 

In  accounting  for  the  small  per  centage  of  cures, 
two  facts  must  be  taken  into  consideration.  In  the 
first  place,  a  majority  of  the  patients  attacked  were 
already  in  a  state  of  nervous  depression,  with  en- 
feebled powers  of  nutrition  assimilation.  They  were 
thus  predisposed  to  contract  any  epidemic  disease, 
and  had  feeble  powers  of  resistance  when  attacked. 

Another  cause  of  this  result,  as  shown  by  the  statis- 
tical report  is  the  fact,  that  no  cases  were  considered 
as  cholera,  save  such  as  were  well  marked  and  unmis- 
takeable  with  cold,  blue  skin,  contracted  pulse,  anxious 
countenance,  huskey  voice,  etc.  The  occurrence  of 
rice  water  discharges  was  not  depended  upon  as  a 
diagiiostic  sign,  for  the  reason  that  this  syiftptom  could 
not  be  observed  with  any  degree  of  uniformity,  save 
in  cases  that  also  manifested  the  other  symptoms. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  fourteen  cases  diag- 
nosed as  acute  diarrhoea  during  the  prevalence  of  the 
epidemic.  A  certain  per  centage  of  these  are  known 
to  have  had  the  characteristic  rice  water  discharges, 
many  of  the  others  without    doubt,  had    the    choleric 
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diarrhoea,  which   was  checked    by   the  timely  adminis- 
tration of  remedies  and  by  rest  in  recumbent  posture. 

By  many  practioners  a  considerable  number  of  these 
cases  would  have  been  diagnosed  as  cholera,  and  in 
that  case  the  per  centage  of  cures  recorded  would 
have  been  notably  increased. 

Previous  to  the  accession  of  cholera,  the  general 
standard  of  health  had  been  considered  remarkably 
good.  In  fact  the  epidemic  had  been  long  anticipat- 
ed, and  especial  pains  had  been  taken  to  place  the 
Institution  in  good  sanitary  condition.  There  were 
however,  some  unforseen  and  unavoidable  pre-dispos- 
ing  causes,  that  are  worthy  of  mention  as  exerting  an 
unfortunate  influence.  For  some  weeks  the  weather 
had  been  oppressively  hot,  adding  as  a  general  depress 
cause.  Just  at  this  time  also,  one  of  the  gutta  perc^a 
pipes  by  means  of  which  the  different  Institutions  are 
suppUed  with  croton  water,  was  broken.  No  sooner 
had  it  been  repaired  and  relaid,  than  it  was  again 
broken.  For  this  reason  during  several  weeks  of  the 
heated  term,  immediately  preceding  the  outbreak  of 
the  epidemic,  the  supply  of  water  was  very  much 
below  what  is  constantly  needed  for  ordinary  pur- 
poses of  cleanliness,      During   the    summer  months  it 
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is  customary  twice  a  week  to  fill  the  tanks  completely 
full,  and  then  let  the  water  flow  through  the  sewers 
ill  a  full  stream.  This  is  considered  necessalry  from 
the  existence  of  certain  imperfections  in  the  condition 
of  the  traps,  drains  and  sewers,  but  was  rendered  im- 
possible from  the  short  supply  of  water.  It  was  ne- 
cessary to  detail  men  to  carry  water  for  the  purpose 
of  cleansing  the  different  water  closets,  and  even  then, 
this  service  could  l>e  only  imperfectly  performed. 
Another  unfortunate  coincidence  was,  that  through 
some  mischance  a  cargo  of  damaged  flour  had  just 
been  received  instead  of  the  wholesome  article,  that 
had  heretofore  been  uniformly  furnished. 

Bread  made  from  this  article  was  sour  and  doughy, 
from  the  first  and  after  a  few  hours  became  so  mouldy, 
that  it  was  quite  unfit  for  use.  Although  soon  replaced 
^y  a  better  article,  it  undoubtedly,  acted  as  a  pre-dis- 
posing  cause  to  derangements  of  the  alimentary  canal. 

That  the  infection  was  first  received  from  the  Work 
House,  there  cannot  be  a  reasonable  doubt.  Indeed, 
it  so  happened  that  no  patients  recently  admitted  to 
the  Asylum  had  either  cholera  or  choleric  diarrhoea. 

When  it  was  ascertained  that  cholera  had  really 
made  its  appearance,   an   abundance   of  the  most   ap- 
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proved  diamfeetants  was  provided,  and  a  thorough 
system  of  disinfection  inaugurated.  By  this  time  the 
water  pipes  had  fortunately  been  repaired,  and  sewers 
were  thoroughly  and  repeatedly  washed  out.  A  solution 
of  sulphate  of  iron  and  of  coal-tar  was  thrown  into 
the  water  closets  and  sewers  several  times  a  day,  the 
sinks  of  the  water  closets  were  emptied  and  cleaned 
many  times  a  day,  close  rooms  were  newly  and  repeat- 
edly whitewashed,  floors  were  scrubbed  with  water  to 
which  chlorinated  lime  had  been  added,  soiled  clothing 
was  immediately  cleansed  and  disinfected,  and  the  ex- 
creta of  patients  attacked  with  cholera  or  diarrhoea 
were  immediately  disinfected,    whether    in    the  privies, 

or  on  the  floors,  or  bedding.  After  being  saturated 
with   a  disinfectant    solution,    the    soiled    clothing   and 

bedding  were  subjected  to  the  thorough  and  prolonged 
action  of  boiling  water  at  the  earliest  practicable 
moment.  It  is  worthy  of  remark  in  this  connection, 
that  none  of  the  nurses,  or  other  persons  who  had 
charge  of  the  cholera  patients,  and  none  of  the  wash- 
erwomen had  a  well  developed  attack  of  cholera,  a  re- 
sult which  many  no  doubt  be  fairly  attributed  to  the 
measures  above  refen'ed  to. 

Such  changes  in  the  dietaiy  tables  were  made  as  the 
occasion  was  thought  to  demand,  and  especial  care 
was  taken  to  prevent    patients    from    eating    unwhole- 
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some  yegetables,  or  imperfectly  ripened  fruits,  to 
which  they  usually  have  access  about  the  grounds,  or 
with  which  they  are  sometimes  furnished  by  their 
friends.  In  carrying  out  these  measures,  our  efforts 
were  promptly  and  efficiently  seconded  by  your  Honor- 
able Board,  some  members  of  which  visited  us  daily, 
to  aid  and  encourage  us  by  their  presence,  their  coun- 
sels and  their  sympathies.  In  order  that  cases  of 
cholera  might  be  placed  under  treatment  with  the  least 
possible  delay,  a  diarrhoea  mixture  was  furnished  to 
each  hall,  and  ordered  to  be  administered  as  soon  as 
a  patient  showed  any  of  the  premonitary  symptoms. 
The  case  was  then  reported  for  further  advice,  and 
if  it  proved  to  be  one  of  cholera,  it  was  immediately 
isolated  by  removal  to  buildings  especially  set  apart 
and  prepared  for  this  purpose. 

Gases  of  acute  diarrhoea  were  also  isolated  if  a  single 
dose  of  medicine  did  not  suffice  to  check  the  disease. 

The  plan  of  treatment  was  somewhat  varied,  although 
it  consisted  for  the  most  part  in  the  administration  of 
opium,  combined  with  other  drugs,  or  of  the  sulphate 
of  morphia  in  the  dry  state  during  the  early  stages 
and  of  stimidants  later  in  the  disease.  Injections  of 
green  tea  and  brandy,  hypodermic  injections  of  mor- 
phia  transfusion,  and  the  injection  of  oxygen  gas  into 
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the  cellnlar  tissue  were  tried,  bat  without  positiye  results. 
During  the  early  stages  of  the  disease  the  efficacy  of  rem- 
edies in  arresting  its  progress  was  in  many  cases  well 
marked  and  satisfactory.  At  a  late  stage,  however,  the 
benefits  of  medication  were  not  clearly  marked.  • 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report  various  improvements 
have  been  vigorously  prosecuted,  and  some  have  been 
brought  to  a  favorable  completion. 

Lai^e  gangs  of  men  have  been  constantly  occupied  in 
grading  the  grounds,  macadamizing  roads  and  paths,  re- 
moving ledges  of  rocks,  building  sea  wall,  and  reclaiming 
waste  land.  Owing  to  the  still  unfinished  state  of  the 
work,  the  condition  of  the  grounds  gives  no  just  idea  of 
the  amount  of  laVor  thus  expended.  It  is  only  when  such 
enterprises  are  fully  completed  that  these  benefits  can 
be  realized.  The  repair  and  reconstruction  of  water- 
closets  has  been  pushed  forward,  until  now  only  a  single 
series  remains  in  an  imperfect  condition. 

The  importance  of  these  improvements  is  always  mani- 
fest, but  never  more  so  than  when,  as  during  the  past  sum- 
mer, the  Institution  is  suffering  under  an  epidemic  of  some 
infectious  disease. 

Early  in  the  year  Pavilion  B  was  completed,  furnished, 
and  occupied,  thus  affording  increased  relief  to  our  over- 
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crowded  halls.  Pavilion  C  has  been  bnilt  and  occapied, 
and  Pavilion  D  is  now  near  completion.  Althaogh  three 
of  these  buildings  have  been  temporarily  diverted  from 
their  original  purpose,  they  are  here  referred  to  as  form- 
ing part  of  the  improvements  that  have  been  made  cm  the 
Asylum  grounds  ;  and  that  will  no  doubt  ultimately  revert 
to  this  Institution. 

A  capacious  building,  of  a  beautiful  and  chaste  design, 
has  also  been  constructed  for  a  billiard  room. 

This,  however,  will  be  temporarily  occupied  as  a  gym- 
nasium until  other  and  more  suitable  facilities  can  be  pro- 
vided. A  drying  yard  for  clothes  has  been  constructed  in 
immediate  proximity  to  the  wash  house,  with  the  effect  of 
materially  diminishing  loss  in  clothing,  as  well  as  prevent- 
ing much  annoyance  in  searching  for  misplaced  articles: 
The  tin  roof  of  the  cook-house,  which  was  much  out  of  re- 
pair from  being  exposed  to  the  constant  action  of  moisture 
on  the  under  surface,  has  been  replaced  by  a  new  one. 
Ordinary  repairs  have  been  constantly  made  as  necessity 
required. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics, 
the  females  of  this  unpromising  class  of  patients,  have 
been  removed  from  the  Asylum.  Thus,  although  the  Pa- 
vilion which  they  occupy  was  turned  over  to  the  use  of 
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t]iat  department,  the  relief  afforded  to  the  crowded  halls 
of  the  Afiylum  has  been  none  the  less  real. 

The  oyercrowded  condition  of  the  female  Halls  has 
been  further  relieved  by  the  extraordinary  number  of 
deaths  that  occurred  during  the  Summer  months  from 
the  Cholera  epidemic. 

Now,  the  number  of  female  patients  in  the  halls  of 
the  main  building  and  of  the  Betreat,  is  not  much 
above  the  proper  standard.  The  Halls  for  males,  on 
the  contrary,  are  more  crowded  than  ever  before.  No 
relief  has  been  afforded  by  transfers,  and  the  per 
centage  of  deaths  from  Cholera  was  fortunately  small. 
This  condition  of  things  cannot  be  otherwise  than 
prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  patients  and  the 
usefulness  of  the  Institution.  Many  patients  are  of 
necessity  placed  together  who  are  incompatible  in  tem- 
perament, and  from  difference  in  habits  and  mental  condi- 
tion, a  constant  source  of  annoyance  to  each  other. 

The  attendants  also  are  thus  given  a  greater  amount 
of  duties  than  they  can  well  perform.  Where  each"  at- 
tendant has  supervision  of  so  large  a  niimber  of  patients, 
the  sense  of  a  constant  and  immediate  personal  re- 
sponsibihty  in  the  care  of  particular  cases  is  in  a 
great    degree    lost.       Instead    of    looking    upon     their 

charge  as  individuals    whose    comfort,    happiness    and

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improvement  should  be  their  constant  care,  they  un- 
consciouslj,  and  perhaps  unavoidably,  come  to  look  upon 
them  rather  as  an  aggregate  of  persons  towards 
whom  they  hold  the  relation  of  keepers,  whose  duties 
end  with  seeing  that  they  are  restrained  from  overt 
acts  of  violence,  and  properly  cared  for  as  regards 
their  physical  wants.  On  the  contrary,  as  their  title 
implies,  they  should  be  in  constant  attendance  and 
association  with  the  patients,  make  themselves  cognizant 
of  every  passing  change  in  their  mental  or  physical 
condition,  and  exert  that  moral  influence  that  lies 
more  within  their  power  than  that  of  any  other  officer  at 
an  Asylum.  If  a  patient  becomes  excited,  he  must 
be  soothed,  and  removed  as  much  as  possible  from 
disturbing  influences ;  if  he  is  melancholic,  his  attention 
must  be  drawn  to  passing  reaUties,  by  engaging  him 
in  some  amusing  or  useful  pursuit  or  pleasant  con- 
versation ;  if  he  is  becoming  listless  and  demented, 
he  requires  to  be  aroused  to  action,  as  the  mind, 
like  a  hmb,  becomes  more  and  more  debilitated  from 
want  of  use.  All  these  offices  can  only  be  well  done 
by  a  faithful  attendant  who  is  conscientiously  devoted 
to  his  work.  The  poUcy  then  shoidd  .be  to  give  each 
attendant  only  so  much  work  as  he  can  well  perform, 
so  that  he  can  be  held  strictly  accountable  for  the 
proper    performance    of    their  delicate    and    important 
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duties.  Otherwise,  the  best  attendants  are  liable  to  be 
distracted  with  the  multitude  of  their  cares,  and  neg- 
lect those  intellectual  duties  which,  more  than  all 
others,  would  render  their  work  a  pleasure  to  them- 
selves. None  of  the  Halls  in  the  main  building  are 
.adapted  for  the  care  of  more  than  forty  patients,  and 
this  is  as  large  a  number  as  should  be  placed  in 
charge  of  any  two  attendants,  unless  perhaps  those 
be  excepted  that  have  already  fallen  into  a  state  of 
hopeless  dementia. 

For  the  Lodge,  no  relief  has  been,  nor  can  be,  afforded 
until  a  syoitable  building  is  provided  for  that  express 
purpose.  The  necessity  for  relief  continues  as  great  as 
heretofore.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  before  the  close 
of  the  present  year  ample  provision  will  be  made  for 
recent  and  excitable  cases,  by  the  construction  of  a  new 
Lodge  or  Quarantine,  furnished  with  all  the  appliances 
and  conveniences  that  modem  science  can  suggest  for 
the  cure  of   such  patients. 

The  roof  of  the  main  building  is  in  such  an  im- 
perfect condition  that  no  remedy  is  likely  to  be  effi- 
cient short  of  an  entirely  new  covering  of  tin.  Dur- 
ing  heavy  falls  of  rain  or  melting  of  snow  a  large 
quantity  of  water  flows  into  the  attics,  and  thence 
leaks  into  the  rooms  and  halk  beneath,  thus  render^ 
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ing  them  damp  and  unwholesome,  and  destroying  the 
walls  and  ceilings.  It  is  a  weU  understood  faot  that 
persons  in  the  enjoyment  of  ordinary  health,  are  ren-. 
dered  happier  and  sounder  in  body  and  mind  by 
haying  some  regular  and  useful  employment  that  ex- 
ercises the  one  and  interests  and  stimulates  the  other. 
Also,  that  these  ends  are  promoted  by  alternating, 
regular  duties  and  employments  with  opportunities  for 
social  intercourse,  under  conditions  that  stimulate  and 
develop  the  social  instincts,  and  by  amusements  that 
tend  to  relax  and  unbend  the  mind  from  the  mo- 
notony of  ordinary  duties.  As  the  condition  of  the 
body  reacts  upon  the  mind,  so  also  does  the  mental 
condition  react  upon  the  body.  These  facts  are  no 
less  true  of  the  insane  than  of  the  sane,  and  indi- 
cate some  of  the  most  important  of  the  means  at 
our  disposal  to  exert  a  favorable  influence  on  the 
diseased  mind.  Hence,  in  all  well  conducted  Asylums 
an  attempt  is  made  to  secure  the  means  of  regulated 
labor  and  rational  and  interesting  amusement.  As 
soon  as  parties  begin  to  manifest  signs  of  improve- 
ment, they  are,  if  possible,  engaged  in  some  employ^ 
ment  adapted  to  each  particular  case  under  treat- 
ment. Whatever  power  of  self-control  has  been  already 
gained,  is  soon  redoubled  by  the  more  or  less  volun- 
tary exercise  of  this  faculty,  while    the   power  of  at- 


tention'  and  of  consdcntive  thought  are  at  the  same 
time  improTed.  The  general  health  also  improves 
under  the  combined  influence  of  gentle  exercise,  and 
more  healthy  condition  of  mind. 


Of  all  forms  of  labor  those,  like  farming  and  gar- 
ening,  that  are  followed    in    the   open    air,    are  un- 
oubtedly  the  best.    During  the  summer  months  many 
the  male  patients    are   thus    employed,    under    the 
apervision  of    a    gardener    or    attendant.      Some  are 
mgaged  in  gardening,  some    in    taking  care  of   flow- 
rs  and  shrubs,    some    in    keeping    the    grounds    and 
"^alks  in  proper  condition,    while    others  are  engaged 
131    heavier  and  more  laborious  service,  as  in  wheeling 
^3irt  and  coal,  in  digging  trenches,  &c. — ^regard  being 
liad  to  the  social   condition,    tastes    and    capacity    in 
^ach  particular  case.     A  considerable  number  are  con- 
stantly engaged  in  mechanical  pursuits,  in  the  black- 
smith and  carpenter  shop,  the  tin   shop,  in    painting, 
in   plastering,  in  upholstering,  &c.      The  employments 
of    the    females    are    more    limited    in    proportion    to 
their  number,   and  are  not    as    healthful  in  character 
as   those  available  for  the  male  patients.      They  per- 
form the    ordinary    housework    of    the    halls,    making 
the  beds,  keeping  rooms  in    a    tidy  condition,  taking 
care  of  the  dining  rooms,  men^g  and  making  cloth- 
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ing  and  bedding,  &c.  With  increased  fticilities  maiiy 
more  of  the  male  patients  might  be  engaged  in  use- 
ful labor  with  advantage  to  then^elyes.  The  tillable 
grounds  are,  however,  becoming  so  much  restricted  in 
extent  by  the  erection  of  new  buildings  that  sufficient 
opportunity  cannot  be  afforded  until .  the  grounds  are 
still  further  improved  and  reclaiiiied. 

The  females  are  yet  more  in  need  of  some  regular 
duties  in  which  to  occupy  their  time.  Nor  is  it  easy 
to  supply  such  pleasing  employments  as  are  suited  to 
the  mental  and  physical  condition  of  .our  patients, 
without  resorting  to  some  means  especially  devised 
for  and  adapted  to  this  end.  Amusements  then  should 
be  provided  that  combine  as  many  of  the  advantages 
as  possible  that  woidd  accrue  from  pleasing  and  use- 
ful labor.  We  need  something  that  will  give  a  due 
amount  of  exercise  to  the  body,  serve  as  a  pleasing 
recreation  to  the  mind,  and  at  the  same  time,  by  ito 
regularity  and  uniformity,  serve  as  a ,  means  of  disci- 
pline, engaging  and  fixing  the  attention  of  the  pa- 
tient, increasing  the  power  of  self-control,  and  ren- 
dering the  patient  more  obedient  to  the  direction  and 
control  of  others.  In  the  case  even  of  those  patients 
that  will  not  ultimately  recover,  many  would  be  ren- 
dered healthier,    happier,    and    more    docile,    and    the 
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ordiuBij  dictates    of    humanity    urge  that  all  feasible 
nieaiis  be  employed  to  reach  this   desirable  end.      In 
those  cases  in  which  there  is  a  tendency  toward  re- 
^very,  the  adoption  of    such    a    system  of   regulated 
fl^usement    is    still    more    important.      Here,   present 
Itappiness  and  future  usefulness  to  themselves,  as  well 
as  the  relief  of    the    community    from    the  burden  of 
their  support,   are  all  arguments  in  favor  of  the  adop- 
tion of  measures   that    tend    to    turn  the    balance   in 
favor  of  recovery.     And  it  should  be  remembered  that 
external    condition,     surrounding    influences,     and    the 
regulation  of    the    individual    habits,    have  often  more 
influence  in  determining  results  than  mere  medication. 
Now,  we  have  a  means  admirably  adapted  to  the  end 
in  view,  in  the  new   system    of    light    gymnastics,    so 
called,  invented  by  Dio  Lewis.      Under    this    system, 
large    classes    can    be    trained    and    exercised   at    the 
same  time,  and  the  exercises    are    so  simple    that  no 
great  amount  of  intelligence  is  required. 

While  the  exercises  are  not  severe,  they  are  so 
contrived  as  to  bring  into  play  almost  all  the  muscles 
in  the  body — ^thus  improving  the  general  tone  of  the 
body,  increasing  the  appetite  and  power  of  assimila- 
tion, and  indirectly  imparting  elasticity  to  the  mind, 
and  also  working  off    the    excess  of    excitability  that 
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often  finds  expression  in  less  agreeable  ways.  The 
movements  are  all  rhythmical  in  character,  and  are  ac- 
companied by  music,  thus  forming,  perhaps  with  the 
addition  of  these  charms,  the  most  agreeable  and 
useful  pastime  that  could  be  devised  for  the  objects 
in  question. 

The  method  of  training  is  simple  and  practicable. 
The  teacher  would  first  instruct  some  of  the  attend- 
ants and  more  intelligent  patients  in  groups  of  four. 
Then  the  number  of  groups  would  be  multiplied  by 
making  each  one  of  the  four  leader  of  a  new  group, 
and  so  on  to  any  extent  desired.  Certain  regular 
hours  each  day  might  be  assigned  for  these  exercises, 
to  which  the  attendants  from  the  different  halls  would 
take  the  patients  under  their  charge  in  rotation,  thus 
giving  all  the  discipline  that  the  performance  of  a 
routine  duty  affords,  and  all  the  exercise  that  would 
be  gained  in  ordinary  labor,  while  both  these  ends 
would  be  secured  by  making  the  means  rather  a 
pleasure  than  a  duty.  The  apparatus  required  is  sim- 
ple and  inexpensive,  consisting  for  the  most  part  in 
wooden  wands,  rings,  dumb-bells,  Ac,  that  could 
easily  be  made  by  some  of  the  patients  themselves. 
Dancing  may  be  classed  in  the  same  rank  as  an 
amusement,  securing  the  same  benefits  in  a  somewhat 
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smiiar  way,  and  would  be  made  available  much  more 
&Bqnenily  than  at  present  if  suitable  accommodations 
ware  provided,  although  the    number  of    patients  who 
would    be    fitted    to    participate    in    this    amusement 
wonld   be    comparatively  small.      In    the    amusements 
above  mentioned,    those   engaged  may  be    said  essen- 
tially to  amuse  themselves.      They    exercise  their  own 
volition,  although  under  the  strictest  discipline.     Other 
amusements,  in  which  the    participants  are  physically 
passive,  have  their  proper  use,  and  are  by  no  means 
to  be  ignored.      Some  of    these  have .  been  heretofore 
furnished  at  infrequent  intervals,   and  at    the    expense 
of  much   time  and    trouble,    while    others    have    been 
found  entirely  inexpedient.    Among  the  most  pleasing 
and  instructive,    are    exhibitions    of    pictures    by    the 
magic-lantern,  with  suitable  lectures  and  explanations. 
By  the  occasional  purchase  of  new  slides,  by  tempo- 
rary exchanges    and    borrowing,    these    entertainments 
are  rendered  always  new  and  interesting  at  an  incon- 
siderable expense. 

Vocal    music    also    may     be     ranked    both    as    an 

amusement  and  as    an    exercise,    and  there  is  always 

a    considerable    number    of    patients    who   have   some 

musical  ability.     When  these  are  exercised  in  singing 

together,   their    performances    are    oftentimes  very  re-

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spectable,  and  afford  amusement  and  recreation  not 
only  to  themselves  but  to  their  fellow  patients.  The 
reading  and  declamation  of  interesting  or  amusing 
pieces  of  prose,  and  more  especially  of  poetry,  are 
listened  to  with  attention  and  pleasure  by  the  insane, 
and  would  be  well  appreciated  by  many  of  our  pa- 
tiehts.  One  great  advantage  of  this  exercise  is,  that 
little  time  and  trouble  are  required  in  preparation. 
The  entertainment  might,  in  consequence,  be  made 
available  at  any  time,  and  on  the  shortest  notice. 
Nearly  allied  <to  this,  although  involving  a  much 
greater  expenditure  of  time  and  trouble,  is  the  per- 
formance of  amateur  theatricals.  Some  years  ago,  one 
of  the  parlors  was  fitted  up  as  a  miniature  theatre, 
and  a  number  of  such  light  pieces  as  "  Box  and  Cox," 
and  "  Number  One  Around  the  C6mer,"  were  performed 
by  a  company  of  patients,  with  the  assistance  of  one 
or  two  attendants.  Two  or  three  of  the  pieces  were 
written  by  a  patient  then  at  the  Asylum.  There  is 
usually  suj£cient  talent  to  bring  out  the  lighter  com- 
edies and  farces  acceptably.  In  addition  to  this,  with 
suitable  conveniences,  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in 
inducing  amateur,  and  even  professional  performers, 
to  come  from  the  city  and  treat  our  patients  with 
an  occasional  entertainment. 
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What  has  been  said  of  theatricals  would  apply  even 
more  forcibly  to  concerts  of  instrumental  and  vocal 
music.  No  entertainments  are  better  appreciated  or 
more  salutary  in  their  influence,  and  more  of  this 
class  could  be  more  easily  secured.  With  increased 
accommodation  and  facilities  they  would  in  the  natu- 
ral course  of  events  become  more  numerous  and  more 
pleasing.  Very  many  of  our  patients  would  also  be 
interested  by  simple  illustrated  lectures  on  astronomy, 
electricity,  magnetism,  chemistry,  natural  history,  Ac. 
These  subjects  may  be  made  pleasing  and  instructive 
even  to  minds  that  are  immature  or  weak,  and  they 
are  not  so  difficult  that  lecturers  could  not  often  be 
found  among  us  who  would  do  both  their  hearers 
and  their  subjects  justice.  Unfortunately  a  convenient 
and  suitable  place  has  never  been  provided  at  the 
Asylum  for  any  of  these  recreations.  For  dancing, 
the  halls  are  converted  into  temporary  ball-rooms, 
but  with  the  disadvantages  that  the  available  space 
is  much  too  small,  that  the  order  and  quietude  of 
the  hall  are  interfered  with,  and*  that  some  patients 
are  liable  to  be  annoyed  and  injured  by  an  amuse- 
ment not  adapted  to  their  condition.  For  concerts 
and  exhibitions  of  the  magio-lantem,  the  large  open 
space  in  the  center  building  is  temporarily  appropri- 
ated, and  the  accommodations  certainly  are  not  to  b^ 
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despised:  The  trouble  in  preparation,  however,  is 
great ;  the  performances  are  constantly  interrupted  by 
persons  passing  and  repassing  on  the  stairs,  espe- 
cially if  the  performance  be  in  the  day  time,  so  that 
much  confusion  arises  from  this  source,  and  the  pa- 
tients can  not  be  arranged  and  superintended  with 
that  order  and  precision  that  would  increase  disci- 
pline and  the  power  of  self-controL  Hence  these 
amusements  are  not  provided  as  often  as  would  other- 
wise be  desirable.  Theatricals  and  gymnastics  are 
now  practically  out  of  the  question,  and  the  other 
amusements  referred  to  are  necessarily  of  so  infre- 
quent occurrence  as  in  a  great  measure  to  lose  their 
significance  and  value.  But,  with  a  good  hall  prop- 
erly constructed  and  adapted  to  these  objects,  regu- 
lated amusements  would  soon  become  an  important 
and  valuable  feature  in  the  management  of  the  In- 
stitution. The  Hall,  or  Gymnasium,  would  also  be 
useful  for  other  purposes,  and  for  extraordinary  emer- 
gencies, as  for  a  temporary  hospital  in  case  of  a 
contagious  epidemic,  or  for  religious  services,  until  a 
more  suitable  place  could  be  provided.  In  order  fully 
to  secure  the  benefits  of  this  scheme,  an  additional 
officer,  with  rank  and  tiMe  of  teacher,  would  be  re- 
quired. The  qualifications  of  this  officer  should  be 
general  intelligence,    agreeable    manners,    fair    literary 
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attaimuents,    a    respectable    knowledge  of    the  science 
and  art  of    music,    good    nature,   and    the    ability  to 
control  others.    His  duties    would    be    to    teach  gym- 
nastics and  other  exercises,  to  instruct  and  train  such 
of  the  patients    in    the    exercise    of    singing    as  have 
the  inclination  and  ability,  to  make  the  arrangements 
for    and    superintend    other     social    amusements,     as 
dancing,   &o. ;  to  superintend  exhibitions  of  the  magic 
lantern,   and  to    take    charge    of    all    properties    used 
for  the  amusement  or  instruction  of  the  patients,  in- 
cluding the  Hall  itself;    take    charge    of    the    library, 
and  see  that  the  books  were  kept  in  good  condition 
and  properly    returned ;    to   assist  and  superintend  at 
all    concerts,    lectures,    and     other     performances ;    to 
conduct  the  music    at    church    services,    and    perform 
such  other  kindred  duties,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent,    as    shall    be    from    time    to  time  as- 
signed.    These  duties  would    be  less  onorous,   and  at 
least  equally  pleasing    as  those  of    ordinary  teachers, 
and  a  well  qualified    incumbent  could,  without  doubt, 
be    secured    at    an    inconsiderable    advance    over    the 
salary  now  given  an  ordinary  attendant. 

With  a  system  thus  methodized,  other  officers  would 
do  more  than  is  now  possible  to  secure  these  desir- 
able ends.      There  is  no  reason    why  the  patients  of 
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this  Asylum  should  not  enjoy  all  these  advantages  to 
an  equal  degree  with  those  of  any  public  Asylum  in 
the  coimtry,  and  indeed,  owing  to  the  large  number 
of  patients  and  officers,  and  the  proximity  of  a  large 
City,  they  might  be  even  more  regularly  and  eco- 
nomically provided.  There  is,  unfortunately,  a  notion 
more  or  less  prevalent,  however,  that  this  Institution 
is  simply  a  pauper  Asylum,  and  consequently  that  it 
differs  from  an  ordinary  almshouse  only  in  being  pro- 
vided with  the  means  of  restraint  and  attendance  ab- 
solutely necessary  for  the  care  of  the  insane.  On 
the  contrary,  a  broad  distinction    exists    not    only  in 

»  

fact,  but  in  the  uniform  and  settled  policy  of  your  Honor- 
able Board.  It  is  indeed  true  that  a  large  majority  of  the 
patients  are  supported  at  the  public  expense,  but  it  is  also 
a  fact  that  the  friends  of  a  very  considerable  number  pay 
a  fair  equivalent  for  their  board  and  treatment.  Of  these 
supported  at  the  pubUc  expense,  and  not  ahready  grossly 
demented,  there  are  few  who  would  not  be  indignant  and 
consider  themselves  degraded  by  being  classed  as  alms- 
house paupers.  In  other  public  Asylums,  whether  State 
or  County,  the  conditions  are  essentially  the  same,  with 
only  the  nominal  difference  that  in  State  Asylums  each 
County  pays  the  State  for  the  care  of  its  indigent  insane. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  comparative  expenditures 
for  the  years  1865  and  1866  :

It  will  be  seen  that  the  expenditures  for  provisions  and 
clothing  have  been  materially  diminished,  while  those  for 
salaries,  medicines  and  fael  have  been  somewhat  increased. 

When  the  total  amounts  are  compared  with  the  average 
number  of  patients,  the  difference  in  favor  of  the  year 
just  past  appears  in  a  still  stronger  light.  In  1865,  the 
average  number  of  patients  was  695,  making  the  weekly 
expense  of  each  patient  $2.59.  In  1866,  the  average  num- 
ber was  807,  making  the  weekly  expense  of  each  $2.02. 

For  the  donations  that  have  been  made  for  the  benefit 
of  the  patients,  many  thanks  are  returned  in  their  behall 
A  further  continuance  of  these  favors  is  also  earnestly  so- 
licited. Donations  of  books,  periodicals,  seeds  and  plants 
Ac,  have  been  liberally  m&de  by  Mrs.  Gteorge  Doyle,  of 
Williamsburgh.  Through  her  instrumentality  similar

From  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cowley,  $30  worth  of  new  books  for 
the  general  library,  have  been  received.  Also,  Prayer 
books  and  mission  services  for  all  who  call  for  them,  or 
attend  public  worship.  Parish  Visitors,  Standard  Bear- 
ers, and  other  periodicals,  from  time  to  time.  A  few  in- 
teresting books,  and  some  other  articles,  were  received 
from  a  lady  in  New  Jersey.     Daily  papers,  English  and 
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German,  have  been  regularly  received  throngh  George 
Kellock,  Esq. 

Benjamin  Pike  &  Son,  of  518  Broadway,  continue  theii- 
customary  liberality  in  lending  slideR  for  the  magic 
lantern,  as  they  may  be  needed  from  time  to  time  for  the 
amusement  and  instruction  of  the  patients. 

Messrs.  Fhelan  &  Colander  have  generously  donated  a 
large  per  centage  on  the  price  of  one  of  their  standard 
Billiard  Tables,  so  that  this  means  oi  amusement  will  be 
secured  at  a  cost  considerably  less  than  the  expense  of 
manufacture.  The  Table  will  be  obtained  as  soon  as  the 
house  being  built  for  its  reception  can  be  completed  and 
appropriated  to  that  use.  As  a  guide  to  those  who  are 
benevolently  disposed  towards  the  Institution,  it  may  not 
be  amiss  to  say  that  donations  of  books,  periodicals  and 
newspapers,  especially  the  Illustrated  Weeklies,  Engrav- 
ings, and  of  means  for  general  or  individual  amusement, 
would  be  at  all  times  acceptable.  The  Library  at  present 
sadly  needs  replenishing.  Of  the  350  books  on  the  shelves 
less  than  half  are  ever  read,  and  many  of  the  remainder 
are  but  illy  adapted  to  the  use  of  our  patients.  The 
books  that  are  welT  selected  are  read  with  such  avidity 
that  they  are  rarely  seen  in  the  Library,  except  while 
being  exchanged.    Those  best  suited  are  books  of  travels, 

voyages,  adventures,  histories  written  in  a  pleasing  and 

30 
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popular  style,  stories,  standard  works  of  fiction,  &c. 
Some  of  the  patients  read  the  daily  papers  with  great  in- 
terest. The  Illustrated  Weeklies  would  amuse  and  assist 
in  whiling  away  many  otherwise  tedious  hours,  while  the 
walls  of  the  sitting  rooms  and  halls  would  be  rendered 
more  pleasant  and  inviting  if  reUeved  by  engravings  and 
pictures  of  a  fair  standard  of  excellence.  Articles  at 
second  hand  would  answer  equaUy  weU  as  new  if  in  a  fair 
state  of  preservation. 

We  have  also  been  indebted  to  private  individuals  for 
furnishing  musical  and  other  entertainments.  Mr. 
Bleeker  has  on  many  occasions  brought  parties  of  singers, 
who  have  regaled  us  with  concerts  of  sacred  music.  The 
Company  of  San  Francisco  Minstrels  also  came  on  two 
occasions  and  gave  concerts  of  instrumental  and  vocal 
music,  with  which  the  patients  were  especially  delighted. 
Mr.  Ghapin  gave  an  exhibition  of  some  fine  paintings  on 
glass  by  the  magic  lantern,  with  a  lecture  on  the  subjects 
of  the  pictures.  The  slides  were  furnished  by  himself,  by 
Gen.  Lefferts,  and  others. 

The  Lantern  with  Oxy-Hydragen  light  was  also  fur- 
nished by  Mr.  Ghapin.  Some  of  our  c^wn  household,  both 
patients  and  attendants,  are  also  worthy  of  honorable 
mention  for  their  services  in  contributing  to  the  general 
fund  of  amusements.

Beligious  services  have  been  regularly  held  once  on 
each  Sunday  during  the  year,  by  the  Rev.  Zetus  Searle, 
assisted  by  lay  preachers  from  the  City,  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cowley,  and  by  Fathers  Sherlock,  Nash,  and  Archard. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Cowley  has  also  held  a  service  on  Thursday 
of  each  weeL  Such  pastoral  attentions  have  been  shown 
by  the  above  named  clei^men  as  the  necessities  of  the 
patients  seemed  to  require. 

The  officers  and  employees  of  the  Institution  have,  with 
few  exceptions,  served  with  fideUty  and  efficiency,  and  for 
such  services  grateful  thanks  are  returned. 

John  M.  Gtilfillen,  Clerk,  was  transferred  to  the  Alms 
House  for  duty  in  the  same  capacity,  and  his  place  sup- 
plied by  the  appointment  of  James  E.  Greene. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  the  staff  of  Assistant 
Physicians  consisted  of  Drs.  Henry  F.  Patch,  Theodore 
H.  Kellogg,  and  George  D.  Harris. 

Dr.  Harris  resigned  in  the  Summer,  and  was  succeeded 
by  Dr.  B.  Gilman,  who  soon  resigned,  and  was  succeeded 
in  turn  by  Dr.  W.  G.  Robinson.  Dr.  Henry  F.  Patch, 
who  had  done  faithful  service  for  more  than  two  years, 
resigned  in  the  Fall,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  E.  S. 
Smith. 
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In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  express  my  obligations  for 
the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  of  the  members  of

Snt: 

In  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Board  of 
Ck)mmissioners,  the  undersigned  respectfuUj  presents  to 
the  Board  his  first  report. 

The  Hospital  for  Epileptics  and  Paralytics,  was  founded 
on  the  Ist  of  October,  1866.  At  that  date  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  ordered :  that  the  female  Epileptics  at  the 
Lunatic  Asyltmi,  Alms  House,  and  Randall's  Island, 
should  be  transferred  to  Pavilion  B — the  first  completed 
in  the  new  hospital  erected  in  Blackwell's  Island — and  I 
assumed  duty  as  Physician-in-Chief  to  the  Institution. 
The  next  appointment,  made  October  8th,  1866,  was  that 
of  Dr.  Frederick  A.  Castle,  as  Senior  Assistant  Physician 
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to  the  Hospital  It  was  not  nntil  the  19th  of  October, 
that  the  Institution  began  to  be  fairly  organized,  and  I 
shall  offer  no  apology  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
the  manner  in  which  I  have  executed  this  report,  sinoe 
the  Board  is  well  aware  that  I  could  command  neither  the 
materials  that  were  necessary  to  do  it,  nor  have  had,  in 
such  a  short  time,  the  opportunity  to  show  any  confirmed 
results.  Even  the  little  we  have  accomplished  has  been 
subject  to  interruptions,  and  to  the  naW  difficulties  to 
be  surmounted  in  the  first  steps  of  an  Institution  of  this 
character. 

From  the  beginning,  my  endeavor  has  been  to  fix  on  a 
programme  for  our  imdertaking,  establishing  an  uniform 
system  of  work.  I  must  say,  that  the  plan  of  separate 
Payilions,  adopted  by  the  Commissioners  in  building  the 
hospital,  has  the  two-fold  advantage  of  its  well-acknowl- 
edged hygienic  superiority  and  of  being  highly  appropri- 
ate  for  Epileptics  and  Paralytics.  None  more  than  these 
special  cases  require  classification,  which  will  be  perfect 
when  these  Pavilions,  now  in  way  of  construction,  will  be 
completed.  This  necessity  of  classification  has  made 
itself  evident  with  the  female  Epileptics.  We  have  been 
obliged  to  accommodate  them  indiscriminately  in  Pavilion 
B,  and  having  at  disposal  no  room  in  which  to  confine 
the  cases  complicated  with  maniacal  excitement,  they  have 
been,  for  the  present,  transferred  to  cells  in  the  Lunatic 
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ABylnm.  But,  since  a  great  portion  of  the  remaining  pa- 
tients are  affected  with  insanitr, — as  seen  bv  the  annexed 
table, — it  happens  that  those  exhibiting  milder  forms  of 
£pilepsj  in  its  earlier  stages  are  obliged  to  oceupy  the 
same  ward  with  the  above  severer  cases,  in  manv  instances 
with  decided  aggravation  of  their  condition  ;  unavoidable 
mischief  ever  so  much  warning  against  the  frequent 
practice  of  mixing  cases  of  incipient  Epilepsv,  or  any 
mental  derangement,  with  those  in  which  the  disease  is 
attended  with  maniacal  excitement.  It  is  gratifying  to 
see,  in  this  connection,  that  no  efforts  are  spared  on  the 
part  of  the  Conmiissioners,  to  hasten  the  completion  of 
other  Pavilions,  which  will  make  ere  long  possible  the 
division  of  Epilepsy  into  : 

1st.  Cases  with  no  impairment  of  the  inteUectual  facul- 
ties, usually  in  an  early  stage  of  the  disease. 

2d.  Cases  complicated  with  dementia ;  and 

3d.  Cases  of  Epilepsy,  with  maniacal  excitement. 

Anxious  to  render  the  Institution  conducive  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  science  as  much  as  to  the  welfare  of  the 
patients,  accurate  daily  notes  are  kept  of  the  treatment 
and  changes  remarked  with  every  case,  besides  a  minute 
history  of  the  sex,  age,  state,  religion,  nationality,  resi- 
dence, occupation,   and   hereditary  predisposition  of  the 

32 
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patient,  and  of  the  causes  of  the  disease,  influence  of 
habits  and  of  seasonal  changes,  and  of  every  detail 
connected  with  the  condition  of  the  patient  on  his  admis- 
sion into  the  hospital.  Notes  are  also  taken  every  day  of 
the  temperature,  and  atmospheric  changes,  in  order  to 
inquire  their  influence  on  the  production  of  Epileptic 
attacks.  Finally,  post-mortem  examinations  will  receive 
no  less  important  attention,  and  will  be  accurately  re- 
corded, since  few  have  been  the  practitioners  enabled  to 
follow  up  so  closely  the  consecutive  symptoms,  and  study 
upon  its  fatal  issue  the  cadaveric  traces  of  Epilepsy. 

The  Pavihon  C,  finished  on  the  1st  of  December,  has 
been  devoted  to  Paralytic  males.  It  will  accommodate 
60  patients.  The  increasing  labors  of  the  Institution  re- 
quired a  larger  medical  staff  to  attend  properly  to  them, 
thereupon,  the  12th  of  Dec,  1866,  Dr.  J.  McDonald 
McClung  was  appointed  Junior  Assistant  Physician  to  the 
Hospital. 

We  will  have  ready  in  a  short  time  a  third  Pavilion  for 
Epileptic  males.  Paralytic  females  are  at  present  re- 
ceived in  Pavilion  B,  but  they  will  occupy  by  themselves 
a  new  Pavilion.  Epileptic  and  Paralytic  children  are  also 
to  form  an  independent  and  most  interesting  division. 

After  thus  briefly  exposing  to  the  Board  of  Conmiis-

aioners  the  dassificatioii  of   patients  decided  upon,    it 
seems  natural  that  I  should  also  allude  to  the  plan  of 
treatment  which  is  intended  to  be  observed,  principallv, 
iBnth  the  unfortunate  Epileptics.     On  founding  the  first 
charitable  institution  in  the  country  for  the  special  treat- 
ment of  Epileptics  and  Paralytics,  the  public,  as  well  as 
the  Commissioners,    may  eicpect,  perhaps,  to  see  that 
these  patients  will  continue  no  longer  without  cure  for 
their  dreadful  malady.      The  idea  of  a  special  hospital 
suggests  that  of  specific  treatment,  which  involyes  a  sure 
cure.    Never  for  a  moment  should  it  be  supposed  that 
such  is  my  belief  nor  my  hopes.     Several  years  of  con- 
stant inquiry,  and  the  more  valuable  experience  of  eminent 
authorities  on  the  subject,  have  convinced  me  that  Epi- 
lepsy is,  in  the  majority  of  instances,  an  incurable  disease. 
The  statement  may  probably  appear  too  absolute  and 
discouraging,  but  it  should  only  prove  that  I  do  not  aspire 
nor  coimt  to  establish  the  reputation  of  any  novel  cure. 
The  more  I  have  examined  into  the  condition  of  Epilep- 
tics, the  more  persuaded  I  have  grown  that  hygienic  are 
the  best  efficient  means  to  improve  their  condition,  and 
unless  they  be  particularly  attended  to,  medicinal  sub- 
stances usually  fail  to  effect  a  cure.     I  do  not  wish  to  de- 
preciate the  value  of  drugs  in  the  treatment  of  Epilepsy, 
but  I  should  again  state  that  they  are  inefficient,  if,  at  the 
same  time,  we  pay  not  a  cardinal  attention  to  the  hygienic 
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condiidons  relative  with  the  case.  Numerous,  indeed,  are 
the  causes  and  influences  at  work  in  the  maintenance 
of  Epilepsy,  and  they  powerfully  act  upon  each  other. 
The  moral  state  of  the  patient,  his  occupation  and  habits, 
the  air  he  breathes,  his  diet,  his  clothing,  &c.,  &c.,  are 
circumstances  which,  if  neglected,  exert  a  most  detrimen- 
tal influence  in  increasing  or  aggravating  the  Epileptic 
attacks.  Guided  by  these  views  on  the  pathology  of  Epi- 
lepsy,  we  have  avoided  the  over-crowding  of  wards,  allow 
ing  ample  room  to  every  patient.  Ventilation  and  clean- 
liness are  strictly  enforced.  Dietary  has  been  attentively 
considered,  and  we  have  from  the  commencement  adopted 
a  diet  table  of  nutritious  and  sufficient  food,  in  which  the 
quaUty  and  quantity  of  aliments,  and  the  hours  of  meals, 
have  been  fixed.  Every  Pavilion  is  provided  with  proper 
arrangement  for  shower  and  general  baths,  which  form  no 
unimportant  part  of  treatment.  It  deserves  here  to  notice 
the  beneficial  effects  derived  from  dashing  cold  or  ice 
water  to  the  face  to  stop  the  Epileptic  fits.  The  convul- 
sions are  suddenly  checked  and  consciousness  regained 
by  this  simple  means ;  and  it  is  curious  to  see  how 
quickly  patients  nearer  to  that  affected  run  to  bring  him 
out  of  the  attack  by  resorting  to  the  above  practice. 

Another  most  important  measure  has  been  that  of  regu- 
lating the  exercise  of  the  patients.    A  room  has  just  been 
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finished,  in  which  patients  practice  Ught  gymnastics  three 
times  a  week.  At  the  same  time  provision  is  made  to 
procure  the  proper  apparatuses  for  the  exercise  of  Para- 
lytics ;  and  this  means  of  treatment  will  be  more  exten- 
sively resorted  to  in  cases  of  infantile  paralysis.  A  sys- 
tem of  manual  labor  has  been  instituted  to  prevent  the 
patients  from  remaining  all  the  time  in  injurious  idleness, 
and  the  results  have  surpassed  our  expectations,  consid- 
ering tiie  uncontiroUable  and  deranged  condition  of  most 
of  the  female  Epileptics.  Mrs.  Mary  Goodwin,  the 
Matron,  has  displayed  great  efficiency  in  superintending 
the  work  done  by  the  patients,  which  has  been  di- 
rected in  each  case  only  by  the  Assistant  Physician,  and 
never  imposed  upon  in  a  coercive  manner. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  which  I  consider  of 
greatest  importance,  I  should  respectfully  suggest  to  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  the  consideration  of  establishing 
a  Mechanical  Department  or  workshop,  in  which  patients 
likely  to  be  interested  in  such  pursuits  should  find  occu- 
pation. It  is  obvious  that  it  will  prove  detrimental  to 
pretend  turning  the  labor  thus  to  be  obtained  profitable 
to  tiie  Institution ;  but  it  is  evident  from  the  experience 
we  have  already  had,  that  Epileptics  as  well  as  Paralytics 
are  capable  of  being  engaged  advantageously  in  mechani- 
cal occupations,  which,  judiciously  conducted,  may  even 
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be  tnmed  to  account  of  the  Institution.  The  question  is 
of  such  great  consequence  to  the  benefit  of  the  patients, 
that  before  leaving  it,  I  beg  to  call  again  your  attention 
to  it. 

Many  of  the  patients  now  in  the  Hospital  manifest  the 
desire  and  seem  to  be  fond  of  reading  ;  they  will  certainly 
be  improved  by  engaging  their  attention  in  some  attrac- 
tive book,  and  on  this  account  it  should  be  desirable  to 
furnish  every  Pavilion  with  some  boots,  periodicals,  or 
pictorial  magazines,  which  always  amuse  in  a  favorable 

r 

manner  those  patients  whose  weak  mind  can  not  be  per- 
manently fixed  to  any  idea.  Patients  will  also  derive 
great  advantage  from  instruction  and  amusement  in  any 
form  that  might  be  participated  in  by  the  majority  of 
them. 

As  I  remarked  at  the  beginning,  there  has  been  no  time 
to  lay  before  the  Board  of  Commissioners  any  results  of 
our  labors.  Yet,  it  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  the  di- 
rection given  to  them  has  bettered  the  condition  in  whidi 
patients  were  when  transferred  to  the  Institution,  and 
reduced  their  daily  cost,  without  depriving  them  of  any 
thing  which  might  contribute  to  their  welfare  and  success- 
ful treatment. 

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  owning  with  satis- 
faction the  valuable  assistance  rendered  to  me  by  Dr.

Sib — I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners to  the  two  important  questions  of  diet  and 
labor,  in  relation  to  the  epileptics  and  paralytics  under 
mj  care,  and  respectfully  request,  in  their  behalf,  that 
action  on  the  subject  be  taken  at  the  earliest  conven- 
ience of  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

The  diet  list  which  has  been  used  since  I  assumed 
duty  in  the  new  department  for  epileptics  and  para- 
lytics is  not  a  suitable  one  for  such  patients.  Good 
alimentation  being  indispensably  requisite  for  their 
successful  treatment.  I  herein  enclose  a  table  of  the 
simplest  and  most  nutritious  diet,  which  I  judge  best 
adapted  for  the  cases  under  my  care.  Acknowledging 
the  fact,  that  just  economy  and  an  allowance  of  the 
necessary  amount  of  aliment  needed  by  every  patient 

are  not  incompatible  with  eixh  other,  I  have  calculated 

33 
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the  quantities  of  food,  according  to  those  dispensed  in 
other  leading  charitable  institutions  for  the  insane,  where 
epileptics  are  generaUj  treated.  Coffee  is  excluded 
from  the  table,  because  with  epileptics  and  paraljrtics 
it  has  to  be  discriminatelj  dispensed  as  a  remedy.  On 
this  account,  and  to  save  useless  expense,  coffee  must 
be  unadulterated,  and  not  the  ordinarily  consumed 
artificial  article,  more  or  less  agreeable  to  taste,  but 
worthless  as  regards  medicinal  effects. 

Experience  demonstrates  that  the  severity  and  fre- 
quency of  epileptic  attacks  decrease  in  a  notable  de- 
gree when  patients  are  judiciously  kept  occupied  in 
some  work  interesting  their  attention,  without  too  much 
tasking  their  bodily  strength.  The  gymnastics,  in  which 
the  patients  will  exercise  as  soon  as  the  room  destined 
for  the  purpose  will  be  completed,  will  certainly  be  an 
efficient  remedy  for  the  evil  of  idleness  I  indicate  here. 

Gymnastics,  though  useful,  will  not  be,  however,  suf- 
ficient exercise,  and  the  patients'  improvement  will 
undoubtedly  continue  hindered  if  they  are  allowed  to 
spend  the  remaining  hours  of  the  day  in  that  injurious 
inactivity  in  which  we  find  them  now  in  the  pavilions. 
To  remove  this  most  hurtful  habit,  I  respectfully  sug- 
gest to  your  consideration   the    propriety    of   employ- 
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for  a  few  hofars  duiiiig  the  day,  in  sewings 
any  other  U^t  occupation,  the  females  now  in  the 
rtitaticm.    It  is  nnnecessarv  to  remark,  that  no  co- 
'Son  should  be  resorted  to  in  training  the  patients  to 
work  to  idiich  ihcT  are  to  be  detafled,  onlT  bv  the 
jBician;   it    being    distinctly  understood    that  labor 
constitute  a  part  of  their  treatment,  and  not,  in  any 
mnner,  an  unreasonable  imposition    on    the  patients, 
e  nurses  may  superintend  the  patients  thus  occupied, 
^^oid  be  charged  with  distributing  the  work,  and  return- 
ing it,  when  finished,  to  the  person  appointed  by  the 
^IBoard  of  Commissioners  to  receive  it.    A  similar  plan 
of  light  manual  labor  must  be  devised  for  the  male  pa- 
tients to  be  soon  admitted  in  mv  division ;  their  former 
occupations  and  capacity  are,  in  my  opinion,  the  safest 
guide  to  decide  the  kind  of  work  in  which  they  should 
be  engaged.     Sustained  by  the  practice  in  the  best  con- 
ducted Lnnatic  Asylums,  and  by  the  favorable  results 
I  have  myself  obtained,  by  subjecting  the  epileptics  to 
the  hygienic  plan  herein  respectfoUy  submitted  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  I  most 
eamestiy  desire  to  see  that  it  receives  the  approval  of 
the  Board  to  be  properly  established  among  the  pa- 
tients in  the  medical  department  under  my  direction. 
Whilst  their  welfare  and  improvement  is  the  only  mo- 
tive leading  me  to  this  request    I  will  finally  remark. 
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that  the  labor  thns  to  be  obtained  from  the  patients 
may  be  tamed  to  practical  acoonnt  in  reducing  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Institution  which  supports  them.

To  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Gommissioners  of  PMic  Charities 
and  Correction: 

Qentlemen — ^I  respecjtfallj  submit  the  following  as  the 
Annual  Beport  of  this  Institution  for  the  year  1866 : 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  who  were  committed 
to  the  City  Prisons  during  the  past  year  was  forty-two 
thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-one  (42,621),  being 
an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  three  thousand 
and  five  (3005). 

During  the  past  year,  the  City  Prison  has  been 
placed  in  good  order;  all  the  cell  doors  have  been  re- 
paired, and  new  water-pipes  placed  in  the  cells  for  the 
use  of  the  prisoners  (the   old  pipes  being  completely 


worn  ont) ;  the  prison  all  painted,  and  a  new  sewer  put 
in,  and  the  floor  of  the  cellar  raised  so  that  water  can 
flow  ont  of  it  into  the  sewer. 

In  compCance  with  the  order  of  jour  Honorable 
Board,  I  am  building  a  prison  for  boys  in  the  yard, 
between  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions  and  the  Female 
Prison,  and  fitted  up  with  baths,  &c.,  for  their  use. 
It  was  very  much  needed. 

The  roofis  of  the  different  buildings  at  City  Prison 
have  been  painted  and  placed  in  good  order  during 
the  past  year. 

The  Second  District  Prison  is  in  good  order.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year,  the  building  adjoining  the  prison 
(and  formerly  used  as  an  engine-house)  has  been  fitted 
up  for  the  use  of  female  prisoners.  The  sewer  has 
been  repaired  and  placed  in  good  order. 

At  the  Third  District  Prison,  new  soil-pipes  had  to 
be  placed  in  the  cells  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners — the 
old  ones  were  unfit  for  use ;  also,  the  pipes  connecting 
with  the  sewer  placed  in  good  order,  and  a  new  sewer 
placed  in  the  prison.    It  was  very  much  wanted. 

The  Fourth  District  Prison  is  in  fine  order. 
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Please  accept  my  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  kind- 
Hess  which  have  been  extended  to  me  by  the  individ- 
nal  members  of  your  Honorable  Board,  and  also  for 
the  promptness  '^th  which  my  requirements  have  been 
supplied.

To  the  Commissioners  of  PuUic  Charities  and  Correction  : 

Gentlemen — ^I  herewith  most  respectfuUy  present  my 
Seventh  Annual  Beport,  accompanied  by  tabular  state- 
ments, showing  'the  age,  condition,  nativity,  education, 

and  facts  relating  to  the  convicts  under  my  charge,  and 
the  daily  cost  of  each. 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  with  the 
exception  of  a  sUght  interruption  of  Cholera,  in  which 
eight  deaths  occurred.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
other  causes  were  nine,  making  the  amonnt  of  mortaUty 
17.  The  number  of  convicts  at  the  close  of  this  year, 
1866,  is  six  hundred  at  the  close  of  1865,  five  hundred 
and  ninety-six,  a  difference  of  four. 

The  prisoners  have  been  very  usefully  employed  at  the 
various  Institutions  during  the  entire  year,  having  per- 
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formed  eleven  thousand  one  hundred  and  twelve  days 
labor  at  the  erection  of  the  Inebriate  Asjloniy  from 
July  to  December. 

A  large  gang  of  men  have  been  daily  employed  quar- 
rying stone  for  the  Inebriate  Asylum,  and  for  sea  wall 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Island ;  every  man  and  woman 
have  been  usefully  employed,  none  idle  except  those 
under  the  doctor's  care. 

The  convicts  in  this  Department  have  been  very  wisely 
and  judiciously  classified,  by  order  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Charities  and  Correction,  in  the  following  order : 

Class  1. — Prisoners  known  to  have  been  imprisoned 
in  a  State  Prison.  Prisoners  who  have  been  convicted 
of  felony  the  second  time. 

Class  2. — ^Prisoners  convicted  of  felony  for  first  of- 
fence. Prisoners  convicted  for  assault  and  battery,  with 
intent  to  commit  felony. 

Class  3. — Prisoners  convicted  of  assault  and  battery. 

The  foregoing  has  been  strictly  carried  out  as  far  as 
practicable.  They  take  their  meals  at  separate  tables, 
and  each  class  occupy  cells  set  apart  expressly  ^or 
them. 
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The  prison  and  aU  its  appurtenances  are  in  good 
order,  the  inmates  well  fed  and  clothed,  and  thd  Warden 
inidtes  inspection  at  any  and  all  times. 

The  officers  attached  to  this  Department  have  per- 
formed their  respective  duties  with  promptness  and 
alacrity.

The  revenues  from  contracts  have  been  this  year  very 
small  compared  with  previous  years,  owing  in  a  great 
measure  to  the  heavy  tariffs  on  all  manufactured  articles 
likely  to  be  contracted  for  by  the  labor  of  this  Depart- 
ment. We  had  a  cigar  contract  for  three  months,  also 
a  tobacco  drying  and  stripping  contract  for  three  months 
past,  from  which  some  benefits,  pecimiarily,  have  been 
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derived  :  the  hoop  skirt  contractor  has  not  averaged 
above  forty-one  hands  per  diem — ^receipts  from  such 
sources  are  as  follows,  viz :

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The  average  number  of  mechanics  for  the  year  has  h^en 
comparatively  small,  and  the  majority  of  those  were  short- 
term  or  ten  day  men,  consequently  I  have  labored 
under  diffictilties  in  supplying  transferred  mechanics, 
or  filling  orders  from  store  and  other  institutions; 
nevertheless  a  considerable  amount  of  new  and  repaired 
work  has  been  turned  out  and  performed.  When  a 
short-term  or  ten  day  prisoner  comes  up,  it  is  some 
time  before  he  is  able  (through  the  effect  of  his  de- 
bauch) to  show  his  abmty,  and  ere  he  arrives  at  his 

general  working  status  his  tem\  expires,  so  that  little 

» 

is  obtained  from  such  help  as  this,  other  than  jobbing. 

The  other  portion  of  the  male  labor  of  this  depart- 
ment, for  the  past  year,  has  been  much  the  same  as 
1865.  Many  being  returned  soldiers  and  sailors,  and 
committed  for  short  terms — the  greater  portion  being 
for  intoxication,  with  some  few  disorderly  cases — ^these 
were  principally  employed  grading  grounds,  gardening, 
as  well  as  other  general  labor,  for  ourselves  and  the 
Lunatic  Asylum. 

Shoe-shop. — This  help  has  been  busily  engaged  in 
making  shoes  for  store  department,  repairing  for  our- 
selves,  with  considerable  new  work  and  repairs  for  all 
the  other  institutions, 
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Tailobs. — ^Again  this  branch  of  our  labor  has  turned 
in  a  large  amount  of  new  work  to  store,  repairing  lot 
ourselves  and  other  departments,  more  especially  Ban- 
dall's  Island,  which  our  foregoing  exhibit  will  show. 

Blacksmiths. — ^We  have  had  so  few  of  this  class  of 
mechanics  that  nothing  much  can  be  shown  productive 
of  any  great  results  other  than  jobbing,  and  occasion- 
ally horse-shoeing — ^what  help  of  this  kind  we  have 
had,  have  worked  well  and  turned  out  a  considerable 
amount  of  labor,  ^  etc. 

Tinsmiths  Shop.  —  Help  has  manufactured  a  great 
stock  of  new  work  for  store,  ourselves,  and  other  insti- 
tutions, notwithstanding  that  we  have  seldom  had  more 
than  one  man,  occasionaUy  relieved  by  a  short-term 
prisoner. 

Carpenters.  —  We  have  not  had  a  great  supply  of 
this  class,  and  those  of  an  inferior  stamp;  such  as  we 
had,  have,  as  usual,  been  employed  in  making  coflSns 
for  the  "Superintendent  of  Out-door  Poor"  and  other 
departments,  and  some  transferred  from  time  to  time 
to  Lunatic  Asylum,  working  on  the  pavilions  recently 
there  erected. 

Painters. — ^Yery  few  of  this  grade  of  mechanics  have 
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been  sent  up,  such  as  have  were  engaged  at  general 
jobbing,  and  transferred  to  work  on  the  new  pavilions 
at  Lunatic  Asylum. 

Masons.  —  Are  scarcely  deserving  of  notice,  so  few 
have  we  had,  these  were  employed  on  sea-waU  at 
Lunatic  Asylum,  and  doing  smaU  jobs  for  Work  House, 
Ice  House,  repairing  sea-wall,  etc. 

I  did  in  my  last  year's  report  call  the  attention  of 
your  Honorable  Board  to  the  leaky  and  general  bad 
condition  of  the  roofing  and  gutters  of  this  building, 
which  have  been  so  long  out  of  repair — ^the  call  has 
been  responded  to,  but  at  such  a  late  season  of  the 
year  that  it  is  only  at  present  being  absolutely  repaired 
where  it  could  not  possibly  be  avoided  for  the  actual 
preservation  of  the  bmlding ;  consequently  I  would, 
with  due  respect,  solicit  your  approval  to  have  the 
same  investigated  at  an  earlier  season  this  year.  The 
roof  of  the  boiler  house  has  been  newly  tinned,  and 
the  labor  performed  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

On  the  24th  day  of  May  the  croton-water  pipe  cross- 
ing at  Seventy-ninth  street  from  Lunatic  Asylum  was 
parted  by  anchor  of  a  schooner,  and  was  connected 
and  in  working  order  by  June  5th.  On  the  same  day 
the  iron  pipe,  connected  from  main  pipe  to  reservoir, 
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^^Torsty  ftnd  was  fixed — ^a  new  stop  cock  put  in,  obviating 
^t  any  fatnre  period,  in  case  of  such  accident,  the  ne- 
^^essity  of  drawing  off  all  the  water  from  the  reservoir, 
"which  had  been  done  in  this  instance — repairs  com- 
pleted by  June  16th. 

June  28th,  oroton-water  pipe,  crossing  as  above,  again 
broken,  and  considerable  portion  of  the  pipe  carried 
away  some  distance,  and  was  of  coarse  missing;  after 
several  days  labor,  on  July  the  9th,  we  recovered  155 
feet  of  the  lost  pipe,  and  on  July  17th  the  above  breach 
was  made  right,  and  all  successfully  laid — ^but  with  diffi- 
culty, owing  to  the  intense  heat,  which  was  such  as  to 
cause  the  pipe  adjusted  to  part,  when  ready  for  laying 
in  the  bed  of  the  river,  thus  causing  delay.  Next  day, 
July  18th,  the  pipe  so  fortunately  laid  the  day  before 
was  again  parted  by  schooner  A.  M.  C.  Smith,  of  and 
from  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia.  July  30th,  our  efforts  were 
once  more  crowned  with  success,  and  every  thing  was 
in  good  working  order,  furnishing  the  usual  supply  of 
water,  since  which  time  aU  has  remained  safe  and  in  fine 
condition.  I  would  again  reiterate  my  former  call  upon 
your  Honorable  Board  to  the  incapacity  of  the  pipes,  their 
dimensions  are  insufficient  to  give  the  supply  needed 
when  the  institutions  are  all  in  working  order,  requiring 
more  water  than  can  be  obtained  from  the  present 
sources. 
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The  22d  day  of  July,  the  first  symptoms  of  that  dire 
epidemic,  the  cholera,  made  its  appearance  in  this  de- 
partment, this  occurred  on  the  eve  of  the  Sabbath  day 
after  the  inmates  had  partaken  of  sapper:  the  case 
was  that  of  a  girl,  eighteen  years  of  age,  named  Fanny 
Little,  and  who  had  served  five  months  and  a  half  of 
her  allotted  term  of  six  months  incarceration  for  dis- 
orderly conduct.  Then  succeeded,  during  the  next 
twenty-four  hours  numerous  other  cases,  most,  if  not 
all,  proving  fatal,  and  aU  in  the  female  wing  of  the 
building. 

A  sensation  then  commenced,  never  witnessed  in  this 
or  any  other  department — each  individual  appeared  per- 
fectly panic-stricken.  Your  Honorable  Board  was  speed- 
ily notified,  and  I  shaU  ever  remember  and  cherish 
your  ready  sympathy  and  willingness  to  devote,  not 
only  your  personal  attentions,  but  your  heartfelt  co- 
operations, and  grants  of  aU  necessary  articles  and 
delicacies,  to  alleviate  the  sufferers  and  allay  the  con- 
tagion. 

By  your  personal  visits  during  the  severest  portion 
of  the  attack,  you  not  only  calmed  the  fears  of  the 
inmates,  but  advised  with  myself  and  the  mediciJ  staff 
in  our  endeavors  to  eradicate  by  aU  means,  regardless 
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of  expense,  this  sad  and  awe-striking  visitant.  The 
number  of  deaths  durmg  its  ravage  amongst  us,  wa^, 
males,  61 ;  females,  97 — ^total,  148,  exclusive  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Kelly,  keeper,  and  Mr.  Charles  W.  Smythe, 
clerk.  Of  these  two  employees  I  am  in  duty  boimd  to 
convey  a  passing  tribute  of  respect  to  their  memory. 
Mr.  Kelly  had  been  an  employee  of  Work  House  and 
Penitentiary  a  number  of  years,  and  was  regarded  as  a 
faithful  and  an  efficient  officer :  Mr.  Charles  W.  Smythe 
had  held  the  position  of  Clerk  of  Work  House  from 
its  organization,  and  was  a  formidable  auxiliary  to  the 
well-ordering  of  his  department  for  many  years.  The 
present  clerk,  Mr.  Edward  J.  Atkinson,  appointed  Sep- 
tember 3d,  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  the  demise  of  Mr. 
C.  W.  Smythe,  has,  since  his  installation,  proved  him- 
self to  be  a  very  valuable  officer  in  the  performance  of 
his  clerical  duties. 

To  the  keepers  and  matrons  I  owe  my  thanks  for  the 
conscientious  discharge  of  their  arduous  duties,  espe- 
cially for  their  uniformity  of  action  and  general  con- 
duct during  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera. 

In* conclusion,  permit  me,  gentlemen,  to  acknowledge 

the  good  offices  and  consideration  of  your  Honorable 

Board,  in  aiding  me  in  all  my  efforts  to  promote  proper

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government,  and  for  your  ever  ready  co-operation  in 
all  plans  destined  to  advance  the  comfort  of  the  inmates 
imder  my  charge  :  to  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  your 
daily  visits,  which  I  consider  in  every  way  conducive 
to  discipline,  furthering  by  consultation  the  interests  of 
the  department,  and  of  the  inmates,  and  proving  a 
stimulus  to  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  employees 
generally.

President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  PuUic 
Charities  and  Correction: 

Sir — The  Annual  Beport  of  the  Aims  House  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1866  is  respectfully  submitted  for 
your  consideration,  in  which  are  presented  the  usual 
tables  and  statistical  reports,  that  have  been  generaUy 
presented,  with  such  additions  as  have  been  deemed 
necessary.  By  the  table  of  numbers,  or  census,  of  the 
Institution,  you  will  perceive  that  we  have  had  the 
large  number  of  4,646  inmates  to  maintain,  many  of 
whom  have  been  an  entire  burden  on  our  Charity, 
being  wholly  unable  to  perform  the  least  manual 
labor.  There  are,  however,  as  in  all  such  institutions, 
a  number  of  inmates,  who,  having  become   objects  of 
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our  care  from  various  causes,  have  been  able  to  per- 
form the  necessary  labor  required  about  our  buildings 
and  grounds.  The  amount  and  value  of  such  labor 
will  be  apparent  from  an  examination  of  the  table 
showing  the  work  done  during  the  past  year  in  the 
various  mechanic  branches. 

The  only  change  of  moment  in  the  government  of  the 
Department  has  been  the  separating  of  the  infants 
from  the  general  Alms  House,  forming  thereby  a  sepa- 
rate department,  styled  an  "Infant's  Bureau/'  in  which 
all  nurse  and  other  children  are  cared  for,  and  an 
entirely  distinct  account  of  such  expense  kept. 

During  the  past  year,  our  Department  has  been 
visited  by  that  dreadful  scourge,  the  Asiatic  Cholera, 
which,  at  one  time,  became  a  source  of  so  much  alarm 
that  all  our  care  and  energy  was  constantly  employed 
in  the  attendance  upon  the  sick  and  dying,  as  well  as 
upon  the  proper  sanitary  measures  for  the  care  of  the 
well  and  those  who  might  be  exposed  to  its  ravages ; 
but  our  efforts,  in  that  direction,  not  having  been  with- 
out its  good  results,  I  am  happy,  at  least,  in  being 
able  to  congratulate  you,  as  well  as  myself,  on  its  ap- 
parently mild  visitation. 

The  number  of  deaths  resulting  from  this  cause  is 
ohown  in  the  tabular  statement  to  amount  to  93,  and

firom  Diarrhoea  or  incipient  Cholera,  120 — ^this  out  of  a 
population  of  nearly  1,500  persons,  exclusive  of  chil- 
dren. 

I  desire,  before  closing  this  Beport,  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  statement  annexed,  showing  the  cost, 
''per  capita,*'  for  month  and  day,  and  its  comparison 
with  the  one  of  the  former  year.  By  a  rigid  economy, 
we  have  been  able  to  reduce  the  cost  of  maintaining 
each  person  from  17c.  6.9  to  13c.  3.6  per  day,  or  a 
reduction  of  25  per  cent. ;  and  our  inmates  have  been 
as  well  clothed  and  fed  as  formerly.

Gentlemen: — ^Again  it  is  my  privilege  to  present  to 
you  the  Sixth  Annual  Beport  of  the  Department  under 

my  charge. 

« 
You  will  perceive  by  the  annexed  table  which  pre- 
sents the  history  of  admissions,  discharges,  elopements 
and  deaths,  that  we  have  received  in  this  department 
during  the  past  year  1,562  children,  who  under  the 
immediate  eye  of  your  Honorable  Board,  have  been 
cared  for,  and  placed  in  condition  to  return  to  their 
homes,  or  bound  out  in  different  parts  of  the  country, 
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in  comfortable  places,  among  fanners  and  ixadesmen, 
where  by  good  conduct  on  their  part,  ensure*  them 
success    and   advancement  in   after  years,   a  credit  to 

the  department  from  whence  they  emanated. 

* 

These  little  wayfarers  when  first  received  here,  are 
placed  in  quarantine,  where  they  are  washed  and 
cleansed,  examined  by  the  physician,  and  kept  in 
quarantine  long  enough  to  see  if  any  diseases  break 
out  among  them,  and  then  allotted  to  the  different 
departments,  each  child  being  classified,  and  all  that 
are  of  proper  age  sent  to  scho6l,  where  they  are 
taught  the  common  rudiments  of  English  education 
by  competent  teachers,  under  the  management  and 
control  of  the  Board  of  Education,  who  have  on  this 
Island,  one  of  the  Ward  Schools  of  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York,  the  school  house  being  furnished 
by  your  Honorable  Board  for  said  purpose. 

In  each  department  where  the  children  reside,  of 
which  there  are  eight,  a  matron  presides,  with  com- 
petent assistants,  whose  sole  business  it  is  to  look  after 
the  wants  and  comforts  of  the  children,  guided  and 
examined  by  your  Honorable  Board,  in  your  daily  visits 
to  this  place,  where  the  well-being  and  health  is  made 
the  first  object  of  your  solicitude ;  neither  are  the 
ftmus^meiits  and  exercises  suitable  to  children  forgot^ 
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ten,  for  each  department  is  fonushed  with  a  play* 
room,  where  they  have  all  facilities  for  enjoying  them- 
selves to  their  heart's  content.

RESERVOIR. 

For  the  past  two  years,  we  have  been  put  to  serious 
inconvenience,  and  suffered  considerably,  by  a  lack  of 
water,  caused  by  bursting  of  the  Croton  mains  in 
Harlem,  which  stopped  the  circulation  in  the  pipe 
under  the  river,  consequently  freezing  the  water 
therein. 

Tliis  occurrence  suggested  to  your  Honorable  Board 
the  necessity  of  building  a  Reservoir,  which  was  com- 
menced in  March  last,  and  is  now  completed — dimen- 
sions of  which  are  130  x  80  feet,  and  15  feet  deep; 
capacity,  651,000  gallons,  besides  furnishing  an  unfail- 
ing supply  of  water,  will  enable  us  to  gather  all  the 
ice  needed  for  consumption  in  this  department. 

ICE  HOUSE. 

You  have,  also,  gentlemen,  caused  to  be  erected  an 
Ice  House,  48  x  22  feet  by  15  feet  high,  capable  of 
holding   375  tons   of  ice ;    and  should  we  succeed  in 
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filling  it  at  any  time,  will  not  only  supply  our  wants, 
but  give  you  from  150  to  200  tons  for  use  in  other 
departments  under  your  charge. 

This  building  was  erected  by  the  labor  of  inmates, 
the  material  being  the  only  cost  in  its  construction. 

IDIOT  HOUSE. 

A  great  change  has  been  made  in  this  part  of  your 
charge,  by  the  opening  of  a  school-room  and  the  intro- 
duction of  a  teacher  (instructed  by  Dr.  Wilbur,  of  the 
State  Asylum  for  Idiots,  at  Syracuse),  who,  for  a  few 
hours  each  day,  instructs  this  class  of  children  who  are 
capable  of  receiving  it,  in  reading,  writing,  cyphering, 
gymnastics,  distinguishing  colors,  &c.;  thereby  making 
them  more  open  to  the  healthful  influences  that  in- 
variably attend  physical  and  mental  exercise. 

Of  late  years,  it  has  been  thought  impossible  to  do 
anything  more  for  this  class  of  children  than  attend  to 
their  bodily  comfort;  but  recent  experience  suggested 
something  more  might  bo  done  to  make  their  lives 
fuller  of  interest  and  diversity ;  and  your  Honorable 
Board  have  adopted  the  plan  before  mentioned,  with 
much  pleasant  good,  and  promise  of  a  favorable 
future. 
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HOT  AND  COLD  WATER. 

Another  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
manner  of  suppl}4ng  the  North  and  South  Hospitals 
with  hot  and  cold  water,  by  your  introducing  large 
iron  tanks  to  both  of  these  buildings,  with  pipes  lead- 
ing under  ground  from  the  engine  rooms,  thereby  sup- 
plying a  sufficiency  of  water  at  all  times,  which  is  so 
necessary  for  the  comfort  of  sick  children. 

HYDRANT. 

When  our  pipes  in  the  river  were  frozen  last  year, 
a  fire  hydrant  was  erected  on  the  dock,  to  which  a 
hose  was  attached,  and  laid  across  the  river,  giving 
us  a  temporary  supply  of  water,  and  which  will 'be  a 
protection,  should  an  emergency  arise,  either  in  the 
stoppage  of  water  or  a  fire,  at  any  of  the  buildings  on 
the  landing. 

TAILOR  SHOP. 

This  place  has  been  closed  for  some  time,  but,  by  a 
recent  order  of  your  Honorable  Board,  will  again  be 
re-opened  on  the  new  year,  where  all  the  lame  boys, 
over  12  years  of  age,  wiQ  be  taught  the  trade — work- 
ing before  and  after  school  hours — thereby  enabling 
them  to  gain  a  livelihood  when  they  leave  the  De- 
partment. 

MAIN  KITCHEN. 

Improvements  are  being  made  at  this  place,  by  tak- 
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ing  down  all  the  old  cooking  boilers  (twelve  in  num- 
ber), and  altering  and  repairing  the  same,  inserting 
new  steam  pipes,  tubes,  £c.,  which  will  give  us  greater 
facilities,  in  future,  in  cooking  and  preparing  the 
children's  food.  • 

ENQIME  BOOM. 

The  two  large  steam  boilers  in  the  fire-room  have 
been  recently  inspected  and  overhauled,  with  masonry 
renewed,,  and  iron  braces  and  bars  inserted,  thereby 
strengthening  the  same,  and  giving  us  greater  security 
in  future,  with  less  consumption  of  coal.

GIRLS    SEWING  BOOM. 

The  girls  have  manufactured  during  the  year  (work- 
ing  two  hours  each  day  before  and  after  school  hours) 
twenty-four  hundred  and  twenty  articles  of  clothing; 
and  repaired  six  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-six 
pieces  of  clothing.

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DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

On  the  24th  November  we  received  from  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  Institution  at  Carmansville,  twenty-three  children, 
who  had  been  sent  here  by  the  Managers  of  said  Asylum 
temporarily,  owing  to  prevalence  of  typhus  fever  at  the 
Asylum,  and  removed  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
Since  their  sojourn  among  us,  they  have  enjoyed  good 
health,  no  symptoms  of  any  disease  having  appeared. 

SCHOOL. 

The  Principals  of  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Depart- 
ments, report  the  average  attendance  to  be  523  children, 
who,  by  application  and  attention  to  their  studies,  come 
up  to  the  standard  of  past  years,  and  make  faVorable 
comparison  with  other  schools  of  the  city. 

BEUGIOUS  EXEBCIHES. 

In  this  particular  I  would  mention,  that  here  we  wel- 
come all  denominations  of  Christians,  and  of  those  who 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity,  are  Episcopalians, 
Catholics,  Presbyteriajis,  and  Methodists,  who  in  turn 
visit  the  children  and  minister  to  their  spiritual  wants. 
Among  the  most  prominent  are  Mr.  F.  S.  Winston  and 
daughter,  Bev.  Mr.  Hilliard,  Mrs.  Albertis,  Miss  Jones, 
and  Mr.  Brick,  of  the  Episcopal  Church ;  Father  Petite 
and  Sisters  of  Charity,  Messrs.  Hagheghy,  Scanlon, 
Dwyer,  Thompson,  Murphy,  and  others  of  the  Catholic 
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Cihirch;  Messrs.  Shepherd,  Brick,  Eiddle,  McKea, 
Martin,  Dayton,  Carr,  Brewster,  Dr.  Feast,  Williamson, 
and  others  of  the  Sunday  School  Union.  To  all  of  whom 
we  are  indebted  for  their  constant  care  in  administering 
their  good  offices  for  the  welfare  of  the  children.

We  have  as  usual  been  favored  with  many  hundreds 
of  visitors  (on  many  occasions  accompanied  by  your 
Honorable  Board),  who  have  generally  expressed  them- 
selves satisfied  with  the  order  and  cleanliness  observed 
ill  this  Department,  and  I  again  invite  all  tax-payers, 
citizens,  and  strangers,  to  visit  us  and  investigate  for 
themselves  in  each  minutiae,  the  workings  of  our  system, 
in  the  manner  in  which  thq  children  are  cared  for. 


CHOLEBA. 

In  spite  of  all  our  sanitary  precautions,  we  were  not 
exempt  from  this  frightful  scourge,  which  visited  us  the 
past  summer,  striking  us  in  our  weakest  point — among 
the  inmates  at  the  Idiot  House,  who  had  not  vitality 
enough  to  resist  any  disease — taking  oflf  in  this  Depart- 
ment alone  fifteen  children ;  from  all  other  Departments, 
nine  inmates  and  one  adult,  making  a  total  of  twenty^five 
persons  who  died  from  this  disease. 
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DOMESTICS. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  state,  there  has  been  a 
change  for  the  better  in  the  employment  of  paid  help, 
and  trust  that  ere  long  we  shall  perceive  satisfactoiy 
results  therefrom. 

HOLIDATS. 

Again  we  have,  through  Divine  blessing,  been  able 
to  celebrate  all  the  holidays  in  a  proper  and  becoming 
manner;  the  children  look  forward  to  each  day  w^Jli 
joy  and  gratitude  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  the 
abundant  supply  of  good  things  furnished  on  such 
occasions.  ^ 

DONATIONS. 

To  Mr.  F.  S.  Winston  and  daughter,  who  have  again 
furnished  and  replenished  the  libraries  with  a  choice 
selection  of  books,  and  also  given  a  bountiful  supply  of 
dolls  and  candies.     The  children  are  very  grateful,  and

Included  in  the  above  summary  of  deaths,  are  twenty- 
three  Idiots  who  died  in  the  Asylum — one  adult  inmate 
not  included  in  the  above  statement,  died  of  cholera — 
fifteen  of  the  deaths  in  the  Asylum  were  caused  by 
cholera.  Whole  number  of  deaths  by  cholera  in  the 
Institution  was  twenty-five.  The  number  of  deaths  in 
the  Hospital,  eighty-four — ^per  centage  on  the  number 
treated  5yV- 
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During  the  months  of  April  and  May,  an  epidemic 
of  measles  prevailed.  There  were  one  hundred  and 
ten  cases  of  this  disease  daring  those  two  months. 
Cholera  appeared  in  the  Idiot  Asylum,  and  the  Girls* 
Nursery,  on  the  29th  of  July.  The  first  case  in  the 
Idiot  Asylum  proved  fatal  in  eight  hours.  The  last 
case  of  cholera  occurred  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  August 
There  were  in  all  fifty-four  cases  and  twenty-five  deaths.

During  the  epidemic  of  cholera,  premonitory  diarrhoea 
prevailed  among  all  our  inmates,  adults  as  weU  as 
children.  There  were  hundreds  of  cases  of  diarrhoea 
that  yielded  readily  to  early  medication.  Among  the 
adult  employees  both  men  and  women,  many  were 
seized  violently  with  the  premonitory  symptoms  of 
cholera,  yet  we  have  to  report  but  a  single  case    of 
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mortality  from  this  class.  The  plan  adopted  for  meet- 
ing  this  emergency,  was  to  place  all  the  children  under 
the  watchful  supervision  of  persons  who  were  provided 
with  remedies,  and  instructions  to  administer  them 
without  delay  to  any  who  should  manifest  the  first 
symptoms  of  disease.  The  adults  were  likewise  pro- 
vided  with  remedies,  and  advised  as  to  iheir  use. 

Sanitary  measures  were  energetically  enforced,  to 
check  the  spread  of  cholera  in  the  institution.  Disin- 
fectants were  freely  used,  strict  attention  was  given  to 
secure  cleanliness.  The  buildings  were  repeatedly  fumi- 
gated. The  clothing  used  by  patients  was  disinfected 
by  chemicals  and  steam. 

The  health  of  the  children  in  the  Nurseries  has  been 
for  the  most  part  good  during  the  past  four  months. 

The   school  recently   opened   in    the  Asylum,   under 

the  charge  of  Miss  Dunphy,  for  teaching  and  training 

Idiots  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  promises  flat- 
tering results. 

Doctors  H.  D.  Joy  and  R.  J.  Southworth  have  been 
my  assistants  the  past  year.  Dr.  Swan  rendered  valu- 
able aid  during  the  prevalence   of   cholera.     My  ack^ 
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nowledgments  are  due  to  each  of  these  gentlemen 
for  their  devotion  to  the  interests  of  this  institation, 
and  their  efficient  co-operation  with  me  in  the  dis- 
charge  of  the  arduous  duties  pertaining  to  this  de- 
partment.

To  the    Honorable    Board  of  Commissionera  of   PnUic 
Charities  and  Correction: 

Gentlemen — ^The  following  Report  of  the  School  for 
the  Mental  and  Physical  Improvement  of  Idiot  Children, 
must  of  necessity  be  somewhat  incomplete,  owing  to  the 
recent  establishment  of  the  Institution. 

I  visited,  at  the  suggestion  of  your  Honorable  Board, 
the  State  Asylum  for  Idiots,  at  Syracuse,  and  there 
familiarized  myself  with  the  method  of  instruction  so 
ably  and  successfully  pursued  by  the  Superintendent,  Dr. 
Wilbur. 

The  principal  object  sought  to  be  attained  by  this  mode 

of  culture,  is  to  increase  the  capacity  of  idiots  for  useful 

occupations.    To  this  end  simple  and  rational  means  are 

employed  to  develop  and  improve  both  the  physical  and 

mental  powers.     The  intellect  is  awakened,  by  judicious 

discipline,  to  a  better  comprehension  of  the  social  rela- 

45 
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tions,  and  the  capacity  to  act  in  accordance  with  the 
demands  of  these  relations  is  increased,  the  senses  are 
instructed,  the  affections  are  ctdtivated,  the  will  is 
strengthened,  obedience  ajid  self-control  are  secnred, 
and  vicious  disagreeable  habits  are  corrected.  In  like 
manner,  by  progressive  muscular  exercises,  the  enfeebled 
body  is  invigorated.  This  system  of  education  has  been 
implicitly  followed  in  this  School,  under  my  immediate 
care,  and  the  manifest  improvement  of  the  children,  even 
during  the  brief  period  it  has  been  in  operation,  must 
be  highly  gratifying  to  your  Honorable  Board. 

The  School  was  opened  in  October  with  twenty  pupils 
of  various  ages,  from  eight  to  fourteen.  Several  of  them 
had  no  sense  of  color,  not  being  able  to  distinguish  white 
from  red,  while  others  were  so  ignorant  of  form  that  they 
cotdd  not  comprehend  the  difference  between  a  square 
and  a  triangle.  The  greater  number  were  imable  to 
spell  or  read. 

A  spirit  of  emtdation,  and  the  desire  to  learn,  was 
soon  excited  among  them,  and  their  progress  has  been 
very  satisfactory.  The  senses  of  form  and  color  have 
been  developed  in  those  to  whom  I  have  referred,  others 
have  commenced  to  read,  and  the  more  advanced  have 
made  some  progress  in  geography.  The  results  of  the 
past  two  months  encourage  me  to  believe  that  the  future 
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attainments  of  these  children  will  qualify  them  to  dis- 
charge properly  the  ordinary  duties  of  life,  and  be  to 
them  a  source  of  lasting  happiness.  The  brief  period  of 
time  that  has  elapsed  since  the  School  was  opened, 
renders  it  difficult  to  give  in  detail  the  progress  of  each 
individual  scholar.  This  duty  is  reserved  for  a  future 
report. 

I  trust  enough  has  been  shown  of  the  improvement  of 
the  children  to  encourage  the  Board  to  continue  this 
noble  charity,  and  thus  rescue  the  idiot  children  com- 
mitted to  their  care,  from  the  neglect  to  which  they  had 
been  abandoned. 

In  addition  to  the  present  advantages  of  the  School, 
I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  your  Honoraeble  Board 
the  propriety  of  appropriating,  for  the  use  of  the  elder 
children,  some  suitable  plot  of  ground  in  which  they 
might  be  employed  at  light  manual  labor  after  school 
hours.

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I  would  also  lay  before  your  Honorable  Board  the 
following  statement  of  work  done  daring  the  past  year. 

During  the  months  of  January,  February,  March  and 
April,  the  men  were  occupied  in  working  at  new  pit, 
dock  and  causeway.  In  the  same  time  the  oats  were 
thrashed,  manure  carted  out,  and  large  quantities  of 
vegetables  shipped  to  various  Institutions  to  fill  re- 
quisitions. Ploughing  was  done  in  the  months  of 
March,  April  and  May,  and  crib  was  filled  in  on  dock, 
which  was  completed  in  the  middle  of  May.  Planting 
of  potatoes  was  commenced  on  the  18th  of  April,  and 
finished  about  the  middle  of  May. 

In  May  and  June  the  men  were  sowing  oats  or  grass- 
seed  and  planting  com;  in  July  planting  turnips  and 
weeding  potatoes,  which  was  continued  in  August  and 
September.  In  June  they  commenced  unloading  stone 
from  barge  for  Inebriate  Asylum,  on  which  were  at  work 
30  men  from  the  Penitentiary ;  in  the  month  of  July, 
from  120  to  150 ;  in  August  and  September,  from  80  to 
100;  in  October  and  November,  from  70  to  90.  In 
December,  having  finished  digging  a  new  pit  in  the 
Cemetery,  stopped  work  on  this  Island  on  the  18th  of 
this  month.  Harvesting  oats  was  done  in  the  month 
of  August.     In  September  and  October  we  were  get- 
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ting  in  salt  hay,  digging  and  sorting  potatoes,  which 
was  continued  in  November.  In  plowing,  a  team  was 
constantly  employed  in  the  last  quarter  of  this  year, 
till  the  frost  set  in.  Turnips  and  carrots  collected  in 
November  and  December,  also  the  com  husked  and 
hauled  in,  the  stalks  staked,  fiind  thrashing  oats  com- 
menced.' In  November  and  December,  about  seven 
hundred  bushels  of  potatoes  were  sent  to  Blackwell's 
Island  by  order  of  the  Board.  The  last  work  done  in 
December  was  the  building  of  a  new  chicken-house. 

On  the  28th  of  July  the  cholera  attacked  the  inmates 
and  we  lost  eight  men  and  one  woman,  but  by  the 
prompt  action  of  your  Honorable  Board,  in  furnishing 
a  physician  and  the  proper  disinfectants,  we  were  en- 
abled to  stay  its  ravages. 

With  many  thanks  for  the  kindness  and  the  facilities 
yoor  Honorable  Board  afforded  me  for  the  performance 
of  my  duties,  I  submit  the  foregoing,  and  remain,

Interments  at  City  Cemetery  1,380  by  this  Depart- 
ment, of  which  70  were  subsequently  claimed  and  re- 
moved by  friends. 


In  the  disbursements  made  through  this  Department 
it  will  be  found  that  the  amount  of  $86,861  69,  is  less 
than  that  of  the  proceeding  year  by  the  sum  of 
$11,862  51,  and  the  result  is  no  less  gratifying  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  worthy  and  needy  have  in  all  cases 
received  that  temporary  relief  which  their  particular 
cases  called  for.    The  sick,  aged,  and  infirm,  have  also 
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been  provided  for  in  the  Insiitations,  as  was  deemed 
most  beneficial  in  each  particular  instance,  and  on  all 
occasions  great  care  has  been  taken  that  the  deserving 
poor  requiring  relief  have  been  attended  to  as  their 
wants  and  situations  in  life  demanded. 

During  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera,  this  Depart- 
ment  was  severely  taxed  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  devolving  upon  it ;  the  removal  of  the  sick  and 
dead,  at  all  hours,  day  and  night,  required  a  great 
degree  of  energy  on  the  part  of  those  detailed  for 
those  cases,  which  I  trust  was  performed  in  a  satis- 
factory manner,  and  as  in  no  instance  was  any  complaint 
of  neglect  of  duty  made,  the  conclusion  is  that  this 
portion  of  the  duty  was  fuDy  and  satisfactorily  com- 
plied with  in  every  respect. 

The  inquiries  made  as  to  the  condition  of  children 
indentured  from  this  Department,  and  transmitted  to 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  various  sections  of  this 
country,  have  elicited  the  most  satisfactory  replies,  and 
in  a  large  majority  of  the  cases  it  is  found  tliat  their 
employers  are  persons  of  character  and  staniling,  and 
well  calculated  to  have  them  in  their  care,  the  greater 
portion  being  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits,  present- 
ing at  the  same  time  the  great  advantage  of  locating 
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those  children  (who  being  without  parents,  relatiTes,  or 
friends  capable  of  providing  for  them),  at  a  distance 
from  the  contaminating  influences  of  a  large  city. 

To  the  employees  of  this  Department  I  have  to  ex- 
press my  thanks  for  their  assiduity  in  the  performance 
of  their  respective  duties,  enabling  me  to  carry  out  the 
instructions  of  the  Board  in  every  matter  connected 
with  the  administration  of  its  affairs,  and  to  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  my  acknowledgments  are  due  for  the 
liberal  provision  made  to  enable  me  to  fulfill  the  duties 
of  trust  delegated  to  me.

To  the  CommMsioners  of  Public  Cliarities : 

Gentlemen — ^For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
'*  Colored  Home,"  extending  over  a  period  of  twenty- 
six  years,  the  Annual  Beport  comes  to  you  without 
tiie  familiar  name  of  Dr.  James  D.  Fitch,  the  late  valued 
and  esteemed  Resident  Physician.  Though  still  inter- 
ested in  the  welfare  of  an  afflicted  people,  for  whom 
he  has  so  long  labored,  the  advance  of  years  and 
enfeebled  health  compelled  him  to  resign  the  active 
duties  of  his  office  and  profession.  His  name  and 
deeds  are  too  fresh  in  the  memory  of  those  who  know 
him  to  require  eulogy. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  I  respectfully 
offer  the  following  Report  of  the  condition  of  the 
Institution  during  the  past  year. 
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You  will   remember   that   the    "  Home"    is   divided 
into  four  separate  diyisions,  as  follows : 

"Home  for  the  Aged  and  Indigent;" 

"  Hospital ;" 

"Lying-in  Department;'* 

"  Nursery." 
<■  ' 

Of  these,  the  Hospital  has  admitted  to  it  during  the 

year  as  many  inmates  as   all  the   others  combined,  as 

may  be  seen  by  the  appended  tabular  view.     Although 

the   diseases  under   treatment  are  chiefly  of  a  chronic 

nature,    the    patients    are    generally    so    enfeebled    by 

dissipation   and   exposure,   as   to  require  more  careful 

nursing  and  more  expensive  medicines  than  are  usually 

required  in  the  management  of  acute  affections.     Many 

of    our    patients    are    also    in    the    declining   stage   of 

disease    before    presenting    themselves    for    treatment. 

Witness,  for  example,  the  frightful  per  centage  of  deaths 

from  consumption  alone. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Institution  justly  reflects 
great  credit  upon  the  managers,  who  have  been  unceas- 
ing in  their  efforts,  and  are  ever  ready  to  aid  the 
physician  to  the  extent  of  their  means.  It  is,  however, 
greatly  to  be  regretted  that  their  funds  are  insufficient 
to  meet  the  necessary  demands  of  the  Hospital 
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Inclination  would  prompt  as  favorable  a  report  of 
this  Department  as  of  the  others;  but  duty  requires  a 
truthful  statement  of  its  defects. 

The  orderlies  and  nurses  are  selected  from  the  ablest 
of  the  inmates,  and  receive  for  their  services  one 
dollar  per  month.  The  other  servants  receive  the  same 
remuneration,  with  the  exception  of  the  laundress,  who 

is  paid  ten  dollars  per  month.. 

» 

The  usual  diet  of  the  inmates  is  as  follows : 

Bread  and  coffee  for  breakfast  and  tea;  fresh  beef 
and  vegetable  soup  for  dinner,  with  the  exception  of 
one  day,  when  a  pork  stew  is  served  np.  The  patients 
have  very  little  difference  made  in  their  diet — the  most 
needy  receiving  an  extra  allowttnce  of  beef,  rice,  meal, 
tea,  milk,  &c. 

The  nurses  being  poorly  paid  for  their  services*  and 
having,  what  appears  to  be,  an  innate  apathy  toward 
their  fellow-sufferers,  too  often  shirk  their  duties,  to 
the  detriment  of  those  over  whom  they  are  placed. 
Even  granting  a  willingness  to  please,  it  is  often  im- 
possible to  select  a  sufficient  number  physically  able 
to  perform   tiie  required  duties.      For  this   reason,  the 
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patients  not  only  suffer  for  want  of  attention,  but  the 
wards  are,  with  the  greatest  difficulty,  kept  in  a  cleanly 
condition. 

It  is  true  the  majority  of  our  patients  are  the  sub- 
jects of  disease  which  must  ultimately  terminate  their 
life,  notwithstanding  the  most  skillful  treatment  and 
the  most  careful  nursing ;  but  this  is  no  reason  why 
the  last  hours  of  these  poor  sufferers  should  not  be 
made,  at  least,  comfortable. 

The  Commissioners  have  been  paying,  for  the  care  of 
their  inmates,  one  doUar  per  week.  The  care  ex- 
pended includes,  in  nearly  every  case,  food  and  doth- 
ing  (the  clothes  of  the  new  arrivals  being  so  ragged 
or  filthy  as  to  be  unfit  for  use) ;  and  in,  at  least,  half 
the  cases,  the  addition  of  regular  hospital  treatment. 
The  Treasurer's  Report  shows  that  the  Home  is  de- 
pendent, almost  entirely,  upon  the  funds  thus  received. 
How  an  Institution,  intended  to  meet  the  every  want 
of  these  afflicted  people  can  be  supported  upon  such 
an  income,  is  a  problem  not  easily  solved.  Fourteen 
cents  per  day  is  hardly  sufficient  for  food  alone. 

The  buildings  are  lacking,  in  many  sanitary  respects, 
and   are   so  old,  as  to   require   constant  repairs.     The 
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sewerage  is  not 'perfect,  in  consequence  of  the  absence 
of  a  street  sewer — ^^hile  this  latter  defect  adds  to  the 
unhealthiness  of  the  neighborhood.  It  is,  therefore, 
more  necessary  to  be  strict  in  the  hygiene  of  the  In- 
stitution. This  cannot  be  done  without  sufficient 
means. 

From  the  first  instant,  you  have  increased  the  allow- 
ance to  15  cents  per  day  for  paupers,  and  26  cents  per 
day  for  patients.  This  will  enable  the  managers  to  be 
somewhat  more  liberal,  but  it  is  still  insufficient  to 
meet  the  necessary  expenditures. 

The  ten  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by  the  last 
Legislature  are  being  rapidly  consumed  to  meet  the 
current  expenses  of  the  Home,  to  the  neglect  of  neces- 
sary improvements.  -- 

The  "Home,"  however,  has  had  its  friends.  "  Through 
the  liberality  of  Mrs.  Bichard  M.  Hunt,  two  baths  have 
been  introduced,  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water, 
which,  with  additional  plumbing  work,  have  been  very 
greatly  needed."  The  out-door  wood-work  has  been 
newly  painted,  and  a  very  complete  laundry  estabHshed, 
through  the  instrumentality  of  Mrs.  M.  O.  Danah. 
Other  friends  have,  from  time  to  time,  added  mate- 
rially to  the  comfort  of  the  sick  and  dying.

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The  general  health  of  the  Institution  has  been  much 
as  usual  During  the  summer  months,  diarrhoeal  dis- 
seases  were  unusually  prevalent — these  assuming  a 
choleraic  type,  and  terminating  in  death.  During  the 
cholera  season,  a  rigid  quarantine  was  established,  and 
the  buildings  frequently  disinfected,  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  Managers  are  indebted  to  my  friend,  Dr.  Qeo. 
F.  Hollick,  for  his  valuable  assistance  in  the  care  of 
the  sick,  and  for  his  interest  in  the  general  welfare  of 
the  Home. 

In  the  summer,  our  beloved  and  faithful  Chaplain, 
Eev.  Thomas  Macfarlan,  was  called  from  works  to 
reward,  at  a  ripe  old  age,  and  after  a  short  illness. 
For  ten  years  he  had  been  zealously  laboring  for  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  our  afflicted  people,  for  whom  he 
had  formed  more  than  a  usual  attachment.  His  loss  is 
keenly  felt,  and  his  memory  will  be  ever  affectionately 
cherished  by  all  who  intimately  knew  him.  His  suc- 
cessor, John  W.  Arrell,  is  a  gentleman,  long  accus- 
tomed to  labor  amongst  the  colored  people,  and  is 
deeply  interested  in  the  work.

Perhaps  no  Institution  within  our  limits  bas  had 
more  to  contend  with  its  rise,  and  in  its  progress  been 
subject  to  more  vicissitudes  than  the  Colored  Orphan 
Asylum.  Although  laboring  from  its  very  commence- 
ment imder  a  prejudice  which  has  materially  curtailed 
its  resources,  it  has  steadily  extended  its  usefulness, 
imtil  in  the  continuous  pressure  of  applications  it  be- 
comes a  question  whether,  considering  our  crowded 
state,  the  greater  charity  would  not  be  to  refuse  further 
admission. 

But  still  we  have  never  felt  warranted  in  rejecting 
any  proper  applicants.  Such  are  always  received,  the 
naked  clothed,  the  hungry  fed,  and  many  a  child  whose 
short  life  has  known  only  the  misery  of  living,  has 
brightened  under  the  kindly  influences  of  its  new  home. 
In  the  smart  lad  whose  honest  eye  so  often  meets  yours, 
diligent  at  his  lessons,  active  at  his  duties,  happy  in 
conscious  rectitude,  you  fail  to  recognize  the  little 
stranger  who,  a  few  years  ago,  entered  our  doors,  with 
no  other  recommendation  than  his  utter  poverty.  The 
child  develops  into  the  boy,  and  the  boy  into  the  youth, 
and  they  pass    beyond  our  observation,  but  we    may 
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trust  that  the  good  seed  sown  will  eventually  spring 
up  and  bring  forth  fruit  to  His  praise  who  alone  giveth 
the  increase. 

Besides  those  thus  admitted  and  provided  for  gra- 
tuitously, there  is  a  large  and  increasing  class  who  are 
entrusted  to  our  care  by  a  surviving  parent  or  guardian, 
frequently  to  preserve  them  from  contaminating  street 
associations.  These,  by  the  weekly  payment  of  fifty 
cents,  are  allowed  .  to  withdraw  them  at  the  age  of 
twelve.  Infants  under  two  we  do  not  receive,  as  it 
would  require  increased  attendance  and  extensive  and 
complete  nursery  appliances,  involving  a  larger  outlay 
than,  we  believe,  our  resources  would  warrant.  Still, 
this  is  a  class  that  commends  itself  to  our  sympathy, 
and  under  more  prosperous  circumstances,  might  com- 
mand our  attention.

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By  a  reference  to  the  above  Eeport  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  number  of  admissions  the  past  year  has  been 
large — boys  forty,  girls  eighteen — nineteen  of  whom 
were  under  six  years  of  age ;  many  of  these  were 
unsound  when  entered,  and  became  immediate  inmates 
of  the  hospital. 

The  disposition  made  of  the  children  as  they  attain 
the  stipulated  age,  is  controlled  by  circimistances. 
Those  who  have  been  surrendered  to  our  exclusive 
guardianship,  are  generally  indentured  to  farmers, 
though  some  have  been  apprenticed  to  trades  which 
they  have  followed  creditably,  as  instanced  in  the  case 
of  the  boy  Edward  Bodee,  whose  letter  is  appended 
to  this  Report.  He  has  served  his  time  faithfully  with 
a  barber  whose  successor  he  is  in  a  lucrative  business. 
Many  are  returned  to  guardians  who  have  punctually 
.  paid  the  stipulated  board,  although  in  some  instances 
this  surrender  is  very  reluctant,  under  a  fear  that 
pernicious  home  influences  will  neutralize  the  good 
carefully  instilled.  OccasionaDy,  a  child  of  unusual 
promise  is  placed,  through  the  kindness  of  a  manager, 
in  a  school  where  he  can  pursue  his  studies,  and 
eventually  qualify  himself  for  a  teacher  or  missionary. 

Letters  are  frequently  received  testifying  to  the  good 
conduct  of  children  indentured.     Of  one,  just  deceased. 
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a  lady  ]mtes :  "  She  was  a  very  good  girl,  loved  her 
Bible,  and  read  it  as  long  as  she  could  hold  it  in  her 
hand/'  I  feel  her  loss  very  much ;  her  good  conduct 
for  the  past  two  years  I  never  will  forget.

The  School  Eeports  are  satisfactory.  The  rudiments 
of  instruction  are  generally  thoroughly  acquired,  and 
comprehend    most    of    the    elementary  branches.       We 
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should  be  glad,  did  our  funds  allow  us,  to  have  more 
of  the  many  appliances  of  successful  teaching  now  in- 
troduced into  schools,  that  the  few  years  of  instruction 
might  be  as  profitably  employed  as  possible.  As  the 
larger  number  of  children  enter  the  primary  depart- 
ment, special  effort  is  made  to  render  the  course  of 
instruction  here  effectual  and  attractive — ^pains  is  taken 
to  arrest  and  retain  the  interest,  and  as  the  eye  is 
frequently  the  readiest  medium,  object  lessons,  numeral 
frames,  maps  and  pictures  are  freely  used ;  singing  and 
calisthenics  are  introduced.  The  letters  attached  to 
this  Beport  are  published  without  alteration,  except  as 
some  are  curtailed,  and  perhaps  show  more  correctly 
the  advance  made  than  any  statistical  details. 

In  the  higher  schools,  a  portion  of  time  is  devoted 
to  sewing,  and  some  of  the  work  accomplished  is  very 
creditable.  The  older  boys  are  employed  in  the  laundry, 
kitchen  and  garden,  working  always  under  the  eye  of 
a  superior.  But  they  ard  not  retained  long  enough  in 
the  Institution  to  be  of  much  actual  service,  the  amount 
of  labor  accompUshed  by  them  being  in  the  aggregate 
very  small.  Habits  of  industry  are,  however,  acquired, 
which  may  be  of  permanent  advantage.  Their  con- 
stitutions, in  childhood  especially,  are  inferior  to  the  . 
whites,  and  disquahfy  them  for  continuous  labor,  until 

with  increasing  years  they  acquire  energy  and  vigor. 
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The  Sabbath  School  is  continued  under  the  care  of 
the  same  kind  friends  who  have  for  two  years  volun- 
teered their  assistance.  In  the  morning,  services  are 
lield  in  the  house,  conducted  by  a  minister  sent  by  the 
Missionary  Society  of  New  York.  The  older  children 
occasionally  attend,  by  special  invitation,  a  church  in 
the  neighborhood.  A  prayer-meeting  is  held  every 
Friday  evening,  attended  by  members  of  some  of  the 
congregations  in  the  vicinity,  the  officers  of  the  house, 
and  as  many  of  the  children  as  can  be  accommodated. 
These  have  been  continued  with  considerable  interest. 

The  general  health  of  the  Institution  has  been  ex- 
cellent. Three  deaths  only  have  occurred  since  our 
last  report,  two  of  these  by  consumption,  that  insidious 
disease,  which  carries  off  so  many  of  this  race.  As 
much  depends  upon  diet,  it  has  been  the  care  of  the 
managers  to  provide  as  nutritious  fare  as  circumstances 
will  permit.  In  a  race  where  the  scrofulous  taint  is 
so  general,  this  is  especially  necessary,  and  its  efficacy 
has  been  proven. 

We  are  gratified  to  announce  the  return  of  our  Su- 
perintendent, Wm.  E.  Davis,  who,  after  a  year's  absence, 
resumes  his  position  to  our  entire  satisfaction. 

Donations  have  been  received  from  Mr.  John  Haven 
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of  $5,000,  and  Mr.  Chauncey  Rose  of  $1,000,  both  of 
which  were  peculiarly  acceptable  at  this  time,  and  have 
been  added  to  a  reserve  fund  for  building  purposes. 

Since  our  last  Report  we  have  purchased  lots  situated 
upon  10th  Avenue  and  14:3d  and  144th  streets,  at  a 
cost  of  $45,000,  and  propose  erecting  a  building,  which, 
we  trust,  wiU  meet  all  our.  immediate  necessities.  Ab- 
sence of  necessary  funds  will  prevent  us  from  finishing 
it :  nearly  one-third  will  be  left  until  a  decrease  in  the 
price  of  material  and  labor,  or  the  generosity  of  the 
public  in  supplying  the  requisite  means,  renders  its 
completion  practicable. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  needs  of  this  class,  and  their 
claim  upon  a  people  by  whom  a  tardy  justice  has  been 
meted,  we  trust  that  aid  and  sympathy  will  be  liberally 
extended.  Not  only  to  continue  our  present  work  do 
we  solicit  funds,  but  to  enable  us  to  be  more  aggressive 
in  our  operations,  not  only  to  harbor  the  destitute,  but 
to  search  out  the  want  that  shuns  detection.  Our 
accommodations  have  been  for  years  so  limited,  that 
we  have  been  unable  to  make  any  effort  in  this  direc- 
tion, and  numbers  who  have  but  helped  to  swell  the 
lists  of  crime,  might  have  been  educated  for  self-support 
and  usefulness.

President  Board  of  Commissioners  : 

Dear  Sir  : — The  annual  report  of  the  Store  Department 
for  the  year  ending  as  above  is  herewith  presented,  and, 
although  the  main  features  of  the  report  cannot  be 
expected  to  vary  much  in  a  department  where  the  busi- 
ness is  of  so  routine  a  nature  (receiving  and  disbursing 
supplies),  yet  its  figures  and  the  facts  they  represent  will 
not  be  without  their  interest. 

We  have  but  one  change  to  note  in  the  manner  of 
doing  business  at  the  Store  that  is  of  moment,  and  that 
is  the  estabhshment  and  successful  operation  of  the 
Clothing  Bureau,  which   has  now  been   a  part  of  this 
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department  for  one  year;  during  all  of  which  time,  with 
the  labor  of  two  males  and  one  female  cutter,  we  have 
cut  out  and  trimmed  every  garment  that  has  been  needed 
in  the  whole  department,  from  Randall's  Island  to  the 
City  Prison. 

A  Ust,  showing  the  kind  and  quantity  of  garments 
made,  is  given,  by  which  you  will  perceive  that  the 
number  of  pieces  amounts  to  26,538. 

During  all  the  year,  with  the  hurry  of  supplying  bed- 
ding to  cholera  hospitals  at  a  moment's  notice,  the  labor 
of  the  three  persons  mentioned  has  been  found  adequate 
to  all  our  wants.  Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  having  the  articles  made  up  as  Speedily  as  they  were 
wanted;  but,  as  the  experience  of  the  past  will  not  be 
lost,  we  can  guard  against  a  recurrence  of  such  a  draw- 
back in  future. 

Considering  the  amount  of  labor  performed,  and  our 
limited  experience,  I  make  no  hesitation  in  pronouncing 
the  "Clothing  Bureau"  a  success. 

The  balance  sheet  shows  our  receipts  during  the  year 

to  have  reached  the  sum  of  403,868^^  dollars  from  the 

city,  in  answer  to  our  requisitions,  and  182,188^1^  dollars 

from  the  various  departments. 
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This  latter  charge  is  in  part  composed  of  the  amount 

marked  as  from  the  city,  being  a  re-charge  to  the  store 

of  articles  manufactured,  for  which  th^y  have  been  charged 

in  the  raw  material.    As  this  makes  our  accounts  appear 

larger  than  they  really  are,  I  have  endeavored  to  remedy 

the  evil  by  charging  the  raw  material  to  the  department 

for  whom  the  made  up  article  is  intended,  and  merely 
giving  the  department  performing  the  labor  credit  for  the 

workmanship. 

Our  distributions  to  the  departments  for  the  year 
amount  to  539,084r\^  dollars,  and  we  have  a  stock  on 
hand  of  68,668^^17  dollars,  including  the  recent  purchases 
of  dry  goods. 

During  the  past  two  months,  a  new  ice  house,  with  a 
capacity  of  500  tons  (being  34  feet  wide,  48  feet  long  and 
14  feet  deep),  has  been  erected  in  place  of  the  old  one  at 
steamboat  dock.  This  building  was  much  needed,  as  the 
old  one,  from  long  use,  had  become  of  no  service  in  pre- 
serving'the  ice  during  the  summer  season. 

The  vacation  of  the  old  house  affords  us  additional 
storage  room,  the  want  of  which  has  long  been  felt. 

The  cost  of  the  new  ice  house,  not  including  the  labor 
performed  by  inmates,  was  $1,608. 
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I  beg  leave  to  call  jour  attention  to  the  want  of  a  suit- 
able house  in  which  to  locate  the  fire  engine  furnished  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Metropolitan  Fire  Department, 
which  is  now  kept  in  the  stable.  A  small  house  could  be 
erected  near  the  Store  at  a  cost  of  from  $200  to  $300,  and 
answer  all  required  of  it. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Board  for  the

Oalculating  all  expenses,  uicluding  a  nominal  charge 
for  labor  of  inmates,  I  have  been  unable  to  supply  the 
bread  (on  an  average)  at  less  than  three  and  nine- 
tenths  of  a  cent  (S^^r)  P^^  &- 

In  repairing  the  fire-ovens,  I  have,  where  possible, 
employed  Work  House  labor;  but,  in  some  cases,  it  is 
indispensable  that  expert  oven -builders  should  be 
employed. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Board  for  giving  me  possession 
of  the  former  tailors'  shop. 

Having   now  the  whole   of  the  building,   I   shall   be 

enabled    to    make    some    much -needed   improvements. 

The  upper  part  can  be  used  for  the  storage  of  bread 

51 
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and  empty  flour  barrels,  which  will  be  there  coopered, 
and  be  sheltered  from  the  bad  weather.  The  lower 
portion  (or  present  bread-loft)  will  be  ready  to  re- 
ceive two  thousand  barrels  of  flour,  thus  avoiding  the 
expense  of  city  storage. 

The  roof  was  relaid  with  tin  in  November  last,  and 
will  soon  be  painted.  The  chimney's-coping-stones  and 
other  parts  of  the  building  require  perfect  pointing. 

I  have  only  to  observe,  4Jiat  the  Department  has 
been  conducted  with  as  much  economy  as  is  possible, 
taking  into  consideration  the  want  of  practical  bakers 
and  the  cla^s  from  whence  the  l^ibor  is  obtained.

REPORT  OF  ARBITRATORS 


IN  THE  MATTER  OF 


The    Commissioners  of  Public   Charities,  etc.,  against  the 

Commissianers  of  Emigration, 


The  undersigned,  arbitrators  in  the  matter  of  the 
claims  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and 
Correction,  against  the  Commissioners    of   Emigration, 

REPORT, 

That  the  act  of  May,  1847,  and  the  several  acts  amend- 
atory of  the  same,  concerning  emigrant  passengers 
arriving  at  the  port  of  New  York,  made  it  the  duty 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  to  appropriate 
the  money  collected  from  such  passengers,  in  such 
manner  as  to  indemnifyy  so  far  as  may  be,  the  several 
cities,  toivns  and  counties  of  the  State,  for  any  expense, 
or  charge  which  may  be  incurred  for  the  support  of 
such  persons. 
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Under  these  and  other  provisions  of  said  acts,  as 
well  as  in  pursuance  of  an  agreement  entered  into  be- 
tween the  said  Boards  of  Commissioners  in  respect  to 
a  certain  class  of  emigrant  passengers,  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Charities  and  Correction  claim  to  be  indem- 
nified by  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  for  the 
maintenance  of  emigrant  passengers,  as  follows : 

First.  For  all  lunatics  supported  by  them  for  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration,  from  March  1st,  1854, 
to  December  31st,  1862,  under  the  contract  between 
the  two  Commissioners,  made  and  dated  March  26th, 
1852,  whereby  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  prom- 
ised to  pay  for  each  lunatic  $%fip^  per  week. 

Second.  For  emigrant  patients  coming  within  the 
description  chargeable  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emi- 
gration imder  the  act  of  1847,  supported  at  Bellevue 
Hospital,  from  January  31st,  1855  to  January  31st, 
1859.    This  claim  amounts  to  )1,008  86. 

Third.  For  emigrants  coming  within  the  descrip- 
tion chargeable  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration, 
under  the  act  of  1847,  who  have  been  inmates  of  the 
Work  House,  and  patients  in  the  Island  Hospital,  the 

former  from  January  1st,   1855,  the  latter  from  March 

52 
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1st,  1854,  all  being  vagrants,  committed  as  snch  under 
the  warrants  of  the  Police  Justices,  etc.,  in  the  city 
of  New  York. 

Fourth.  For  emigrant  idiots  at  Bandall's  Island, 
supported  in  the  year  1854;  this  claim  amounts  to 
$78  55. 

The  first  of  these  claims  is  admitted,  and  the  third 
claim,  for  expenses  incurred  for  support  of  such  of  the 
emigrants  as  have  been  committed  as  vagrants  to  the 
establishments  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Charities,  subsequent  to  April  13th,  1865, 
is  not  denied. 

But  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  allege  that 
thej  have  legal  and  equitable  sets-off  against  said 
claims. 

First.  In  the  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the  sap- 
port  of  infants  of  pregnant  emigrant  women,  received 
into  their  establishment,  and  confined  there,  and  for 
the  burial  of  such  of  them  as  had  died,  and  for  the 
lying-in  expenses  of  the  mother. 

Second.  In  the  expense  incurred  by  them  in  the 
purchase  of  grotmd  and  erection  of  buildings  on 
Ward's   Island,  in   the    county  of  New  York,  for  the 
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maintenance  of  emigrant  panpers^  amounting  to 
$600,000,  which  they  contend  is  also  legally  charge- 
able, against  an  equal  amount  of  expense  which  may 
be  incurred  in  the  establishments  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  Charities,  for  the  support  of  such  emigrant  pau- 
pers, by  virtue  of  provisions  of  the  act  of  1847,  said 
act  authorizing  them,  in  their  discretion,  to  apply  any 
part  of  the  fund  entrusted  to  their  management  "to 
the  purchase  or  lease  of  any  property,  or  the  erection 
of  any  building  which  they  may  deem  necessary"  for 
the  purposes  of  the  act,  and  to  charge  the  same  to  the 
share  of  such  fund  which  any  such  city,  town,  or 
county,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  support  of  emigrant  paupers. 

In  order  to  correctly  decide  upon  the  validity  of 
these  county  claims,  it  is  necessary  to  consider  the 
several  provisions  of  the  act  of  1847,  separately,  with 
reference  to  pre-existing  establishments,  in  the  several 
cities,  towns  and  counties  of  this  State,  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  indigent  poor,  and  also  with  reference  to 
the  general  design  and  scope  of  the  act,  which  is  to 
provide  a  fund,  to  be  collected  from  emigrant  passen- 
gers, which  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  support  of  those 
of  them  that  may  become  a  public  charge,  and  afford 
indemnity  to  the  several  cities^  towns  and  counties  of 
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this  State  for  expenses*"  inourred  in   their  maintenance 
and  support. 

First.  The  act  of  1847,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration,  who  are  the  disbursing 
officers  of  this  fund,  "  to  provide  for  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  such  of  the  persons"  from  whom  the 
fund  is  derived,  "  as  would  otherwise  become  a  charge 
upon  any  city,  town,  or  county  of  this  State ;"  and  to 
''appropriate  the  moneys  aforesaid  for  that  purpose, 
in  mch  mamier  as  to  indemnify,  as  far  as  may  be,  the 
several  cities,  towns,  and  counties,  for  any  expense  or 
charge  which  may  be  incurred  for  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  the  persons  aforesaid." 

Second.  The  more  fully  to  eflfect  the  object  contem- 
plated by  this  act,  "the  said  Commissioners  are  au- 
thorized to  apply,  in  their  discretion,  any  part  of  said 
money  to  and  in  removing  any  of  said  persons  from 
any  part  of  this  State  to  another  part  of  this  or  any 
other  State,  or  in  assisting  them  to  procure  employ- 
ment, and  thus  prevent  them  from  becoming  a  public 
charge." 

The  design  of  this  provision  is  to  enable  those  of 
the  emigrants  who  may  be  temporarily  in* need,  and 
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for  that  liable  to  become  a  public  charge,  to  join  any 
friends  who  may  be  able  and  willing  to  support  them 
or  procure  them  employment. 

I^IRD.  ''The  Commissioners  are  also  authorized,  in 
their  discretion,  to  apply  any  part  of  the  said  moneys 
to  the  purchase  or  lease  of  any  property,  or  the  erection 
of  any  building"  (not  buildings)  "which  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid;''  that  is  "to  pro- 
vide for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such  of  the 
persons  as  would  otherwise  become  a  charge  upon  any 
city,  town,  or  county  of  this  State,  in  such  manner  as 
to  indemnify,  so  far  as  may  be,  the  several  cities,  towns, 
and  counties  of  the  State,  for  any  expense  or  charge 
which  may  be  incurred  for  the  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  the  persons  aforesaid."  "But  any  expense  so 
incurred  by  the  Commissioners  in  any  city,  town,  or 
county,  shall  be  charged  to  the  share  of  such  moneys, 
which  any  such  city,  town,  or  county  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  thereof,  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  support 
or  maintenance  of  the  persons  for  whom  commutation 
money  shall  have  been  paid  as  aforesaid,  or  on  whose 
account  bonds  shall  have  been  taken." 

Under  all  the  provisions  referred  to,  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Emigration  are  treated  as  disbursing  officers, 
to  afford  indemnity  for  the    expense    incurred   by  the 
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said  cities,  towns,  and  counties  in  the  support  of  emi- 
grant paupers,  each  of  such  cities,  towns,  and  countied 
having  or  being  authorized,  under  laws  existing  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  the  emigrant  acts,  to  have  A^s 
House  establishments  for  the  support  of  the  indigent 
poor,  and  under  the  provisions  recited,  are  to  be  in- 
demnified not  for  the  expense  incurred  by  them  in  the 
erection  of  Alms  Houses,  but  simply  for  the  expense 
incurred  in  supporting  emigrant  paupers  therein ;  the 
said  cities,  towns,  and  counties  being,  under  their 
poor  laws,  bound  to  maintain  these  establishments  at 
their  own  cost,  but  should  any  of  them  not  be  provided 
with  sufficient  accommodations,  the  Commissioners  of 
Emigration  are  "authorized  in  their  discretion,"  should 
they  "deem  it  necessary"  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
"  to  apply  any  part  of  said  moneys"  to  provide  them, 
by*  "the  purchase  or  lease  of  any  property,  or  the 
erection  of  any  building"  and  to  charge  the  expense 
so  incurred  by  them  "to  the  share  of  such  moneys 
which  any  such  city,  town,  or  county  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  thereof,  for  expense  incurred  in  the  support 
or  maintenance  of  the  persons  for  whom  commutation 
money  shall  have  been  paid  as  aforesaid." 

« 
In  any  such  case  the  property  so  purchased  or  leased, 

or  building  so  erected    by  the  Commissioners  of  Emi^ 
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gration,  and  charged  to  the  share  of  the  particular  city, 
town,  or  county,  must  evidently  become  the  property 
and  be  administered  under  the  jurisdiction  of  such 
city,  town,  or  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  build- 
ings erected  directly  from  its  own  funds. 

This  provision  is  eminently  proper;  otherwise  such 
of  the  cities,  towns,  or  counties  as  are  not  sufficiently 
provided  with  Alms  House  buildings  for  the  accom- 
modation of  emigrant  paupers,  or  that  should  neglect 
to  erect  them,  would  have  an  advantage  over  those 
which  were  so  provided,  and  would  enjoy  an  undue 
share  of  the  emigrant  fund. 

The  5th  section,  which  follows  the  provisions  that 
have  been  quoted,  in  amplification  of  the  same,  pro- 
vides that — "In  case  any  of  the  persons  for  whom 
commutation  money  has  been  paid  as  aforesaid,  shall 
at  any  time  within  five  years  from  the  payment  of  such 
money,  or  the  execution  of  such  bond,  become  charge- 
able upon  any  city,  town,  or  county  within  this  State, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Commissioners  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  any  expense  incurred  by  any 
such  city,  town,  or  county  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  any  such  person,  out  of  the  commutation 
money  to  t>e  paid  as  aforesaid  and  the  moneys  collected 
on  such  bonds,  so  far  as  the  same  will  enable  them  to 
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do  so.  The  said  Oommissioners  are  also  authorized 
to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  ahaU 
deem  proper,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  right 
and  the  amount  of  the  claim  of  any  city,  town,  and 
county  to  indemnity,  imder  the  provisions  of  this  and 
the  preceding  section." 

None  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  which  have  been 
referred  to,  contemplate  that  the  Oommissioners  of  Emi- 
gration are  to  assume  the  labor  and  responsibility  of 
providing  and  maintaining,  under  their  own  jurisdiction, 
Alms  House  establishments,  in  which  to  support  the 
emigrant  poor ;  they  are  simply  treated  as  trustees  of 
the  fund  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the  several 
cities,  towns,  and  countiel^  which  have  incurred  expense 
in  the  support  of  emigrant  paupers.  It  is  made  their 
duty  "  to  appropriate  the  moneys  aforesaid  for  that 
purpose,  in  such  manner  as  to  indemnify  the  several 
cities,  towns,  and  counties,  for  any  expense  or  charge 
which  may  be  incurred  for  the  maintenance  and  support 
of  the  persons  aforesaid,'*  "  such  appropriations  shaU 
be  in  proportion  to  the  expenses  incurred  by  said  cities, 
towns,  and  counties  severally,  for  such  maintenance  and 
support.'* 

But  in  the  succeeding  and  final  provision  of  the  5th 
section  of  the  act  relating  to  ''  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
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missioners  in  providing  for  the  expense  of  supporting 
emigrant  paupers,"  they  are  empowered  to  provide  for 
the  support  of  any  of  them  who  shall  become  charge* 
able  upon  any  city,  town,  or  county,  in  such  manner  as 
they  shall  deem  proper ;  "  and  after  such  provision  shall 
have  been  made  by  such  Commissioners,  such  city, 
town,  or  county  shall  not  be  entitled  to  claim  any 
further  indemnity  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
said  persons." 

That  is  to  say,  if  the  Commissioners,  instead  of  con- 
tinuing to  reimburse  the  several  cities,  towns,  and 
counties  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  maintenance  of 
such  emigrant  paupers  in  their  respective  Alms  Houses, 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed,  shall  choose 
to  take  upon  themselves  directly,  in  any  city,  town,  or 
county,  the  care  and  maintenance  of  these  paupers 
in  buildings  erected  by  themselves,  and  retained  under 
their  own  jurisdiction,  so  as  effectually  to  shield  such, 
city,  town,  or  county  from  incurring  any  expense  for 
their  maintenance,  then,  after  svch  provision  shall  have 
been  made,  such  city,  town,  or  county  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  claim  any  furthei'  indemnity  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  such  persons. 

It  is  under  this  provision  that  the  Commissioners  of 

Emigration  have  acted  in  procuring  property  on  Ward's 

53 
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Island,  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  in  erect- 
ing buildings  thereon,  and  retaining  them  under  their 
own  jurisdiction,  in  which  they  have  assumed  directly 
through  their  own  agency  the  responsibility  of  pro- 
viding for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  such  emi- 
griint  paupers. 

Now  where  is  the  authority  to  charge  upon  the  city 
of  New  York  any  part  of  the  expense  of  the  provision 
thus  made?  The  act  simply  declares  that  after  "^wrA 
provision  shall  have  been  made  by  such  Commissioners, 
such  city,  town,  or  county  shall  not  be  entitled  to  claim 
any  ftiriher  im^emnity  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  such  persons."  Such  provision  having  been  made, 
the  city  of  New  York  has  no  claim  to  any  share  of 
the  commutation  moneys  for  the  support  of  the  emi- 
grant paupers,  and  it  is  only  against  the  share  of  any 
city,  toimi,  m'  cmcnty  incurring  expense,  in  the  support 
of  such  persons  that  the  Commissioners  can  charge 
the  expense  of  purchasing  or  leasing  any  property,  or 
the  erection  of  "any  building"  thereon.  The  clause  in 
reference  thereto  is  as  follows :  "  But  any  expense  so 
incurred  by  the  Commissioners  in  any  city,  town,  or 
county,  shall  be  charged  to  the  share  of  such  moneys 
which  any  such  city,  town,  or  county  shall  he  entitled  to 
receive  thereof,  for  expense   incurred   in   the  support  or 
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maintenance    of    the    persons    for    whom    commutation 
money  shall  have  been  paid  as  aforesaid,"  &c. 

The  Commissioners  of  Charity  and  Correction,  in 
behalf  of  the  city  of  New  York,  have  no  claims  what- 
ever on  the  commutation  fund,  except  under  contract 
with  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  for  the  sup- 
port of  certain  classes  of  paupers,  for  whom  the  Com- 
missioners of  Emigration  have  not  made  provision  in 
their  establishments,  and  also  for  the  support  of  such 
of  the  emigrants  "as  shall  become  the  inmates  of  any 
Alms  House,  Lunatic  Asylum,  Work  House,  Hospital, 
Nursery,  House  of  Befuge,  Asylum  for  Juvenile  Delin- 
quents, House  of  Correction,  Penitentiary,  Jail,  Bride- 
well, or  Prison,  under  commitment,  sentence,  or  con- 
viction, by  any  officer  or  officers,  court  or  magistrate, 
imder  any  law  of  this  State,  as  vagrants  or  disorderly 
persons,"  as  provided  for  in  the  act  of  April  13th,  1855. 

It  is  entirely  clear  that  the  Commissioners  of  Emi- 
gration cannot  impose  upon  the  city  of  New  York 
the  expense  of  erecting  the  buildings  in  question,  re- 
tained by  them  under  their  own  jurisdiction,  and  for 
the  express  purpose  of  relieving  the  city  of  New  York 
from  any  expense  in  maintaining  emigrant  paupers. 
It  has  no  analogy  to  a  case  where,  under  a  previous 


provision  of  the  act,  the  Oommissioners  in  their  dis- 
cretion may  deem  it  necessary  to  add  to  the  existing 
Alms  House  accommodations  of  any  city,  town,  or 
county,  by  the  erection  of  a  "building"  to  be  used  by 
the  autliorities  thereof,  under  their  own  jurisdiction, 
in  the  support  and  maintenance  of  emigrant  paupers. 

The  arbitrators  do  not,  therefore,  regard  the  claim 
made  by  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  to  oflT-set 
the  cost  of  the  buildings  in  question,  against  the 
amount  otherwise  admitted  to  be  justly  due  to  the  Com- 
missionera  of  Charities  and  Correction  for  the  support 
of  emigrant  paupers.  They  therefore  decline  to  allow 
the  same. 

The  other  claim  by  the  Commissioners  of  Emigra- 
tion to  off-set  the  expense  incurred  by  them  for  the 
support  of  infants  bom  of  emigrant  women  in  their 
establishment,  and  in  case  of  death  for  the  expenses 
of  their  funeral,  and  the  lying-in  expenses  of  their 
mothers,  remain  to  be  considered. 

This  claim  is  made  on  the  ground  that  the  infants 
thus  bom  in  their  establishments  are  native  citizens, 
and  are  therefore  to  be  supported  by  the  Conmiission- 
ers  of  Charities  and  Correction,  and  not  by  the  Com- 
jtnissioners  of  Emigration  from  the  emigrant  fund. 
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There  are  two  classes  of  emigrant  women  who  are 
entitled  to  and  may  temporarily  need  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  on 
there  arrival  here,  viz. :  those  who  become  mothers 
in  wedlock,  and  those  who  may  become  so  illegiti- 
mately. The  first  are  generally  accompanied  by  their 
husbands,  and  in  most  cases  are  ready  to  relieve  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration  of  the  burden  of  their 
support,  as  soon  after  their  confinement  as  their  hus- 
bands or  themselves  can  find  employment.  In  case 
of  the  sudden  demise  of  the  husband,  and  of  the  indis- 
position of  the  widow  to  provide  for  the  support  of 
her  child  outside  of  Ward's  Island,  the  Commissioners 
of  Emigration  can,  perhaps  with  propriety,  if  the  citi- 
zenship of  such  children  is  admitted,  hand  them  over 
to  the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction,  to 
be  provided  for  by  them,  and  so  with  those  who  are 
illegitimately  enciente  on  their  arrival  here.  It  may 
very  well  be  that  many  such  women  are  sent  by  their 
friends  to  this  country,  or  come  themselves,  to  avoid 
the  disgrace  of  exposure  if  they  remained  at  home ; 
but  as  emigrant  women,  if,  from  their  condition,  they 
are  likely  to  become  a  public  charge,  the  Commission- 
ers of  Emigration  are  bound  to  provide  for  them  imtil 
they  are  able  to  provide  for  themselves ;  and  should 
they  be  imwilling  to  take  charge  of,  and  provide  for 
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their  infants  thus  bom  to  them,  the  Gommiusioners 
of  Emigration  have  the  same  power  to  impose  the 
burden  of  their  support  on  the  city  as  they  would 
have  in  the  other  case.  In  either  case  the  expense 
of  supporting  the  children,  during  the  period  of  the 
mother's  confinement,  as  they  can  only  receive  their 
support  through  the  mother,  must  be  too  trifling  for 
accurate   computation. 

But  in  deciding  upon  the  counter-claim,  the  Arbi- 
trators do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  consider  the 
question  of  citizenship ;  admitting  the  infants  thus 
bom  to  be  citizens,  the  expense  of  maintaining  them 
in  the  Alms  House  of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigra- 
tion could  not,  in  their  judgment,  be  rightfully  im- 
posed upon  the  Commissioners  of  Charity  and  Cor- 
rection without  their  consent,  they  having  the  same 
right  as  the  other  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  make 
ndes  aivd  re^nlatioriJi  for  the  government  of  the  estab- 
lishments under  their  management.  In  accordance 
with  these  rules  and  regulations,  it  is  incimibent  upon 
the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  in  order  to  relieve 
themselves  from  expense  on  account  of  such  paupers, 
to  send  them  to  the  Commissioners  of  Charity.  If, 
however,  by  reason  of  the  tender  age  of  the  infants,  or 
for  any  other    cause,  it  is    impracticable    to    separate 
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them  from  the  mother,  as  alleged  on  the  part  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration,  the  expense  of  such 
maintenance,  in  the  judgment  of  the  arbitrators,  must 
be  regarded  as  a  necessary  incident  to  the  support  of 
the  mother,  and  is  therefore  properly  to  be  borne  out 
of  the  emigrant  fund;  they  therefore  do  not  allow 
this  claim. 

The  arbitrators  allow  the  first  claim  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Charities  for  the  support  of  Lunatics, 
under  the  contract  between  the  two  Boards  of  Com- 
missioners, dated  March  26th,  1852,  as  the  same  has 
been  audited  and  allowed  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Emigration.  Also,  the  third  claim  for  emigrants 
committed  to  the  several  establishments  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Charities  as  va- 
grants, under  warrants  of  Police  Justices,  or  other 
proper  officers,  subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  act 
of  April  13th,  1855. 

The  arbitrators  view  this  act  as  construing  the  act 
of  1847,  as  regards  "  the  persons  thereafter  becoming 
chargeable,*'  but  not  as  regarding  those  who  had  been 
committed  prior  thereto.  There  may  be  the  same 
equity  in  the  one  case  as  in  the  other,  but  the  act  of 
1855,  in  the  judgment  of  the  arbitrators,  does  not  pro- 
vide  for  any  case  prior  to  its  passage. 
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They  allow  as  a  charge  per  day,  for  the  support  of 
such  persons,  such  sum  as  shall  indemnifj  the  Com- 
missioners of  Charities  and  Correction  —  the  particu- 
lar cases,  and  the  net  cost  per  day  (without  interest) 
for  such  support,  £c.,  to  be  agreed  upon,  and  the  ag- 
gregate amoimt  to  be  determined  bj  two  persons  to 
be  appointed,  one  by  each  of  the  arbitrators,  whose 
finding,  if  it  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  arbitrators,  shall 
be  conclusive  in  the  premises. 

In  regard  to  the  two  remaining  claims  for  expenses 
incurred  in  supporting  emigrant  patients  in  the  Belle- 
Yue  Hospital,  and  emigrant  Idiots  on  Bandall's  Island, 
amounting  to  $1,087  71,  they  do  not  appear  to  be 
denied;  the  arbitrators  therefore  admit  them,  subject 
to  the  same  verification  as  herein  before  mentioned  in 
the  case  of  vagrants. 

The  arbitrator  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Emigration,  appoints,  for  the  examinations  aforesaid, 
John  C.  White,  Esq.,  and  the  arbitrator  on  the  part 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction, 
appoints  A.  P.  Butler,  Esq.
